AA caſes treated of in ſuch a Part or Bowel, will 
preſently imagine that there are no more or 
other Diſtempers of that Part or Bowel, than 
what they have writ in their Practices of Phy 
ſack, eſpecially wiiting ſo numerouſly one 
after another of the ſame, and often of all the 
ſame, and no more than the ſame Diſeaſes ; 
alſo the Reader will imagine that all the 
Cauſes, and no more than they that Authors ſer down, are in all Bodies 
that have ſuch a Diſeaſe, and that all that have thac Diſzaſe muſt be 
juſt in ſuch an Order, or ſo handled, as Pra&tical Authors have delive- 
red : Moreover, the Reader reading ſuch and ſuch Prognoftick fignes 
to be good, and ſuch to be tokens of death, by the deſcription of Pra« 
Rices of Phyfick, will imagine that it ſhould always (if he be a young 
PraQitioner) ſo fall out : Moreover, for Diagnoſtick fignes, the Rea- 
der will imagine a Diſcaſe, as the Inflamation of the Liver, or Ob- 
Az ſtruAion 
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ſtruQAion of the Spleen, &c. ſhould have all and onely thoſe Diagno- 
Rick Gignes that practical Authors have dclivered, and that the Infla- 
—_ ot Ob!tcuction'mult be juſt ſo and ſuch a one as they have deli- 
vered, | | 
Alſo for the Cure : When the young PraQtitioner reads ſuch a Me- 
dicine will cure, or ſuch'a Receipt never fails, or by this or that me- 
thod 20 have been cured, he imagines he can cure all,and that ſuch Me- 
dicines are certainCures,and ſuch a method is alike ſucceſsful in all Bo- 
dies,and that a Jaundice, Drophe, Cough, Gour, &c, is juſt one and the 
ſame jn all Perſons, and therefore as he expeRs all perſons to have ſuch, 
all ſuch,no more nor no other figns,cauſes,nor prognoſticks of their fick- 
neſs, or ſuch a particular Diſeaſe, than what Authors have one after ano- 
ther ſer down in their PraRtices of Phyſick; ſo alſo the Cure he expe&Rs to 
b2 the ſame in all : as for Example : He may read in Fo, Hartmas his Pra- 
thca Chymiatrica, & in the Chapter of the Cholick; Ponater in Colica mage 
nes [nper umbilicum'& ſtatin ceſſabit dolor :- Let the Loadſtone be put up- 
on the Navil of one that harh the Cholick, and the pain will inſtantly 
ceaſe, Riveriws in his PraRtice of Phyfick, and Chapter of the Epilep- 
ſie, hath this ; Radix ValerianerSylveſtris a Fabio Columna tantopere cele- 
bratnr, ut ſemel aut bis exhibuta ab Epilepſia liberare affirmat , refertque ſe 
hanc multis amicss dono dediſſe, qui deinde divino prigs numine & fantore 
glorificato, palvere hujus Radicts ſis reſtitutam ſgmtatem aſſr marunt ; doſes 
autemeſt Cochleare ſemis cum Vino, Aqua, Lattt, aut quovss liqnore ap-' 
propriato, pueris vero in minors doſe cum Latte datur : In Engliſh, The 
Root of wild Valerian is exceedingly prailed by Fabius Colnmna, ſo that 
once or twice given, he affirms it will cure them of the falling fick- 
neſs ; and he laith, That he hath given this to many Friends, who did 
reſtore Health to themſclves, glorifying God : its Doſe is half a ſpoon- 
ful with Wine, Water, Milk, or any appropriated liquor ; to Children 
it is given in leſs quantity, in Milk, ; 206,90 Sylvie in his Merthodus 
Curandi, and Chapter of the Jaundice, hath this ; Praſſi :tem decolts ex 
wing albo tenm uncie qual Kor Sattharate matutins aliquot, pate, omnem ite- 
rum ſanaxt : Thatis, Four ounces of the Decocion of Horenouud gi- 
venin white Wine ſugared, for ſeveral Mornings,cures every Jaundice, 
We mention onely theſe for Example, for a thouſand ſuch may be ſeen 
in Authors ; and when the young PraCtitioner reads them, he doth pre 
ſently conceive hz muſt, as theſe write, cure all ſuch Diſeaſes by ſuch 
Medicines or Methods ; but he ſhall be deceived: yet often ſuch 
Cures have bzen ; but Authors have deceived, by not telling how oft 
ſuch a M:dicine nath failed, as well as how oft it hath cured : for there 
is no Medicin2 in uſe, but hath cured ſome, and there 1s none ſo excel- 
lent 
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lent as to cure all ; nor are all Diſeaſes, though never ſo ſlight, cutable ; 
nor are all diſeaſes, though never ſo dangerous and grievous, always 
and in all incurable. 

Candid Reader, It is my zealous defire to Truth that thou ſhouldeſt 
really and truly underſtand all theſe things, and when thou readelt any 
Author know thereby how to judge of them : For the Moderns, who 
come nigher to Truth in their Practices of Phyfick, than the Ancients, 
or Galen or Hippocrates, are very much miſled. I chiefly commend 
Felix Plater 10 his Praftice of Phyfick, who followed his own Expe11- 
ence and Obſervations, though his own Experience was inſufficient to 
demonſtrate the Truth, all the Truth, and nothing but the Truth, in 
all Diſeaſes. I have been much troubled to ſee how tupertictiouſly Phy- 
ficians have been led by the Traditition of Galen, Hippocrates, Etims, 
e/E gineta, and Others, 

x. For their Names given to Diſeaſes, therein was much diſorder : 
Some they called from the Cauſe, others from the Effects or Symptoms ; 
ſome they called ObſruRtions or Scirrhs, or Inflamations of the Liver, 
Spleen or Lungs, thoſe were denominated from the Cauſe ; ſome they 
called Swounding, Panting of the Heart, Epileplie, Convulfion, &c. 
theſe were ſo called from the apparant affli tion or outward appearance, 
whenas the cauſe of each of theſe Symptoms or Effects was varicus, 
Phyſicians baving reckoned ſo many Diſeaſes of the Lungs, as a Cough, 
Phthifack, Pleunhe, ſpitting of Blood, Empyema, or ſpitting of Mat- 
ter, Peripneumonia and Althma ;. divers Phyſicians reading them, will 
think, as formerly they have, {for (o it is belt judging what will bz, by 
what hath been) that every Diſeaſe of the Lungs is one of theſe, and 
that the Lungs can be affected in no other manner than in one of theſe 
Diſeaſes ; and in that Diſeaſe, ſo for Order and Meaſure as Authors 
have in their Practices of Phyfick deſcribed : How great an Errour and 
Miſtake is it in the generality of Practical Phyſicians coming to a Pati- 
ent, if they finde it a Diſeaſe of the Lungs. preſently to conclude it one 

of thoſe Phyficians have writ Chapters of > As, If it be not an Empye- 
ma, it muſt be a Phchyfick ; if it be not the Phthyſick or Conſumption 
of the Lungs, it is an Aſthma ; if itbe not reckonable as an Alith- 
ma, it muſt be ptoceeded againſt in cure, by the direRions in the Chap- 
ters of Cough ; if none of theſe, then it muſt be Hzmoptoe, and ci;- 
xed juſt as the Practical Chapters of Hzmoptoe cirect : Nature runs 
not in theſe Ordets, Nature is not bound up to ſuch Rules, we ſhall 
hardly finde two in any one Diſeaſe exaRly alike ; yet thoſe that have 
exquiſite Pleutifies do the moſt concur in Symproms of any Diſeaſes ! 
know, nor ate the Cayſes of an Empyema, Hzmoptoz, Ph-hifis, Tut- 
ſs

ſis, Aſthma, &c. ſuch and ſo many, no more, nor no others than what 
Practical Phyſicians have writ ; bat there be many Cauſes, and diverſe 
from thoſe the Ancients eſpecially took notice of, to produce the Diſea- 
ſes they write ; and conſequently the Signs, Prognolticks and Cure 
muſt vary, where the Cauſes do ſo vary, Nature not running in that 
Method as the Ancients , and alſo the Moderns, dancing after their 
Pipes, have imagined. 

2. AS to the Definition of Diſeaſes : In ſome Bodies and in ſome 
Diſcaſes accidentally they may prove exactly true, but for the moſt 
part they do not : for where there are ſuch difference of Diſeaſes that 
they can neither properly be called one or another that are writ down in 
Practices, and where the Cauſes in each Diſeaſe may be ſo contrary and 
' manifold, it will neceflarily follow, the Signs much vary, and there is 
the Definition chiefly grounded on the cauſe and ſigns, the Fonndatien 
of any thing being infirm or corrupted, the Superſiruure muſt needs 
be infirm and inſtable : but I ſay accidentally, in ſome Diſeaſes, in 
ſomeBodies at ſome times, we may meet With an exact coherence of the 
definicion of that Diſeaſe with the Parties caſe, which being the ſuming 
up of the Diſeaſe, and the moſt general and chief cauſes and figns that 
happen to moſt in that Diſeaſe, it is much (if Nature did go to a Rule, 
and was bound up to a Method) ſo few ſhould be found (amongſt many 
fick perſons that have Diſeaſes) correſpondent exactly to the Definiti- 
ons in Prattices of Phyſick. 

3. For the Cauſes of Diſeaſes: Phyſicians went huge conjeQurally 
to work, and gueſſed by ontward appearances What mult be inward, and 
by the Effe& they did judge the Cauſe, the contrary to which, is the 
way to finde out Truth ; they did not uſe to anatomize and ſee the 
wonderful variety there is in dead Bodies, and how Nature follows no 
Method-in Diſeaſes : As for in{tance, In Diſeaſes of the Heatr, the 
Ancients, and ſo recent Authors, have ſet down two, viz, Swounding 
and Palpitation, now Experience hath found thorough DifleRion, that 
Side-pains, Baſtard-Pleurifies, Gripings, Aguith diſtempers, Symptoms 
of Worms, Symptoms of ill Digeſtion, and Smgultus, &c, do ariſe of - 
ten from the Heart, as well as Vicine parts; and Experience hath 
fully ſhewn that the Heart is not affectzd as the Ancients thought com- 
monly and moſt often ; yet this we ſhall allow the Ancients and Mo- 
derns that have followed unqueſtioned Tradition, that the Heart is 
ſometimes affeed with ene or more of thoſe cauſes they attribute to 
ic, and the more in caſual and intermitting Diſtempers of it, but in 
confirmed Diftempers of the Heart, or the ſame will hold of all the 
other Bowels, onely we inſtance in one ; the cauſes were Ulcers, or 
Worms, 
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Worms, or Stones, or Bones, or clottered Blood, or mutation of the Si* 
tuation, or Conſumption of the Parenchyma, or ſwiming in ſerous 
matter in the Pericardion, or abſence of the Pericardion, waſted tho= 
row Diſeaſes, or the growing amiſs of the Heart, either for 
magnitude or figure, or other adnaſcences of fangous Fleſh, or Scicrhss 
or- growing to the Lungs, &c. this is intended for all Bowels, in which 
the Ancients were as much miſtaken as in the Heart ; all Bowels, as Li- 
ver, Spleen, Midaritf, Lungs, Gall, Pancreas, Meſenters, Uterus and 
Teſtes, have variety of Diſeaſes, found by opening of diſeaſed Bodies 
after their deaths, which the Ancients did not know, nor could finde by 
conjeQure, nor in ny of theſe 1s Nature bound up to a Rule and Me- 
thod ; for in one the Liver is full of little Rones, in another one 
oreat ſtone hangs appendent to it, in another is an Apoſthumation, .in 
another is an Apoſthumation of another kinde, in a third may be alſoan 
Apolihumation of the Liver, yet differing from either of the former, in 
one it ſuppurares,in another it turns a Schirr, or hard Boil, in another it 
turns ſony, and in others Glandules, ſuch wonderful variety there is in 
the progreſs and changes of Diſeaſes, even as- the outward Signs in 
many ſick Perſons do demonſtrate by their frequent changes ; in ſome 
the Liver is burnt up as it were, and- parched, in others-it is found 
quite waſted, in others it is found thrice as big as uſually, ſpecially in 
conſumption of the Lungs, where the Liver grows out to fill up the 
void ſpace, the Draptragma yeilding :- Sometimes the Liver is enfiſſu- 
red or cloven, and in it are many Bladders of Water, . ſometimes it is 
corrupted, and hath many ſmall Apoſthumes or Abſceſſes of black Cor- 
rvption or Sanies, ſometimes it losketh pale, ſometimes is grown to 
ſome Vicine Part, ſomerimes one part of it is quite fangous, or quite 
conſumed, the othe? part being intice ; and thug for other Bowels, they 
have the like, | 
ODjeA. Theſe are found ſo ſometimes, and looked upon as ſingular Caſes, 

and where ſtrange Symptom: have been 1n a Body, Phyſicians have opened ſuch, 
and not ſo commonly others, that died in ordinary manners ; ana alſo many 
have ſfickneſſes, pains and affefts that come and go often un their Life-time, 
and there is likely no ſuch Tranſmmtation, Corruption or Conſumption of the 
Bowels, and for theſe the cauſes aſſigned by the Ancients, as Galen, Hippo- 
crates, Celſus, Agineta, Rhafis, Avicen, Etius and Others, might hold 

ved : For thoſe things that cauſe Death, might not canſe curable Diſeaſes, 
yo they are riot fixed likely in the Parenchyma of the Bowels, 

- eAnſw. 1think there js nothing elſe thar can be alledged for the An- 
cients, and the Moderns that have followed them : 


1, Itis not.ſometime and as a wondet that they are found ſo, .bur 
com. 
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commonly and in moſt ; and to ſatisfie my Reader, let him open the, 
twenty next Patients that die under his hands, and he will ſee 1n all of 
them ſingular things, as to what the Ancients writ, and will alſo finde 
that Nature is not bound up to a Method, or ſuch an Order as ſome will 
have ; the more any man Jecres to be ſatisfied of the Cauſes or Signs 
that happen in Hydropicks, and the part or parts affeted, and how, the 
more he (hall admire, (ecing till range and wonderful vatiety ; and if 
ſo much in one Diſeaſe, what, Method doth Nature go in for different 
Diſeaſes? -Beyond-Sea they open ſuch as they can get leave for, even 
as it happens; and ſtrange things to the Sons of Superſtition and Tra- 
dition, are familiar, and moſt commonly ſeen by the Sons of Experi- 
ence, | 
2,For the moſt part thoſe things that inan extream degree cauſe death, 

in a m2an'or middle degree cauſe a Diſeaſe ; ſo da Worms, Stones, - 
Apoſthumes, Hydropick Bladders, Glandwla's,. Adhzfion, Corrupt:on,, 
Conſumption, Excreſcence, Ce. of the. inard Boyels, all theſe in a 
remiſs degree cauſe a Sickneſs or a Difeaſe, and the ſelf-ſame in an 
higher degree cauſe Death : Yet 1 confeſs windy Inflations, Indigeſti. 
09, corruption of the Fzces, and intermittent Evils, do often come 
from Humours in the firſt Wayes, and Vapours, and PutrifaRion, and 
too ſwift Excretion, or ſtrong Retention, nor in many that die of ma- 
lignant Diſeaſes may alteration in their Bowels be ſeen, becauſe it was 
a venomous Quality that killed them, and ſometimes ſo ſuddenly that 
no Bowel can be ſo ſoon labifaRated. 

- 3, The Ancients were apparantly out; to write onely of the Diſeaſe 
of the Stone 1n the Kidneys and Bladder, and (o for the place and kinds 
of Worms; there is no peculiarity in the Kidneys or Bladder to, have 
the Stone, they are frequently found in the Gall, Stomack, Lungs, 
Head, Liver, Uterus, and Joynts, and outward parts : and thoſe things 
that are generated in the outward Fleſh, as Spots, Tubercles, Bails, 
- Carnous Excreſcences, Struma's, Glandula's, Worms, Stones, Phly- 
&enz, Bladders of Water, &c. are allo frequently found in the inward 
Bowels, ' As for the Stone, as to the place, and kindes, and cauſes of 
it, ſofor Worms were the Ancients out, and all the Modeing' that have 
pinn'd their Faith on their Sleeves; commonly we confeſs the ordinary 
Worms incident to Children are foundin the Body, and commonly they 
are in the Guts or Stomack, and Aſcarades or Bots are often in the Bo- 
dy, yet nothing ſo frequent 'as the ordinary Worms Children void ; 
tyenty have the ordinary Worms,to ene that hath Aſcarades orMaggot- 
Worms ; the Ancients did ſothe of them mention the Tema or Lumbri- 
84 latus, or broad Worm, fifteen or-fixteen Ells long, the length of - 
| t 
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the Guts, and theſe were all : Now by Ariatomizing the Dead, and by 
other Excretions of Creatures, - it is found that Worms of all ſorts are 
in all parts of the Body, and ſome are referable to Terreſtrial Crea- 
tures ; but becauſe they have noſeed from any Creature, for the moſt 
part they have no coherence of ferm ; ſome are footed like Quadrupe- 
des,ſome Bi-pedes,ſome crawling Worms, ſome hairy, ſome like Newts, 
ſome exact Maggots, ſome like Milli-pedes, or Wood-lice, ſome large 
like Serpents, &c. There is a wonderful variety in theſe things, and 
we have heard of Serpents in rwo or three, found in Engliſhmen of late 
years, of the Lumbrics latns,Cray-fiſh in fimilitude, vomited by a child, 
Worms in the Face, &c. by which we jultifie Authors : But we have 
writren a Chapter of theſe Creatures in our Phyſiology and Jatroſophy, 
a Work that can never be too much read, or Rudied. 

. What ſhall we ſay ? doth Nature proceed in no Method, or Order, 
or Coherence in cauſing Diſeaſes? Yes, there is ſotne, but not as for- 
mer Ages have generally ſuppoſed; it is the ſpirit and quality of that 
ſpirit in every living, moving, and-growing Being, that is the Caule, 
anid wherein is the Method ; and the Stars, principally the Planets and 
Moon, by the Air, alter the-quality of the Humours in our Body, and 
thence comes ſuch variety in our Bodies : but yet if the Inward Cauſe 
in'our-Bodies comply not-with the Outward, there is nothing done ; the 
quality of the Air by its ſeeds ſown in our Humours or Blood, tranſ- 
mures or changes them into the nature of the Seeds, the Blood findes a 
matter in it whoſe Spirit 18 of a quality Heterogenious and Heteropathe- 
tical to the Blood, and ſo works to'throw off its Enemy ; and in the Pox, 
Meaſles, Plague, and Purples, it throws off that Heterogenious matter 
by the Skin, Pores, or Habit of the Body ; but where the matter in the 
Blood is not fo venemous, or exceeding adverſe qualited to our Nature, 
the Veins throw it oft on ſome part: for in the Body like draws like to 
x, as inthe Earth, and Terrene Things, and puts off or ſeparates any 
Matter that is of a quality adverſe or contrary to the Blood and Nature 
of the Spirits conſtituting our vitality : Now we fee Water in the Blood, 
ſometimes thicker, ſometimes thinner, ſometimes limpid , ſometimes 
oleaginous, ſometimes yellow, ſometimes black, &c, and yet becauſe 
this Humour hath not a quality Heterogeniovs to the Blood, it reſts very 
well in the Blood, and is not endeavoured by Nature to be caſt off, nox 
cauſes any Diſeaſe, for a thing that looks exaRtly as another, may be no- 
thing like it in nature, ſo Sperma Humannm, and ſome glutinous and 
thick Flegm we raiſe from our Lungs or Palate of our Mouth, look ex- 
aRly alike, and are in confiſtence the ſame ; and yet there is a Spirit of 
an enlivening naturein the Sperma A and onely acold {tupify- 

ing 
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ing quality in the pituicous matter.z {o Stibwm, and the red Glaſs of 
Cnurch-Windows, may in taſte, ſmell, look and confence of Body he 
thz ſame, and yet there is a purgative Virtue or Quality-in Sc:b1ms that 
the Glais hath not : So for Alabalter and ſome pieces of Arſenick, how 
much do they differ in quality, and how little in bodily appearance 2 So 
in the Body of Man, if we could ſee the Humours and affe&ed Parts, 
and the current of the Blood, we could not tell whether People would 
live ordie of thoſe Difkempers, or how they would change, or what 
they would bzcome for the molt part : for an Humour looking like anos 
ther in an abſceis of the Liver, Spleen, Reins, or Lungs, (ball not raiſe 
Symptoms alike, nor work alike, becauſe the quality that is in it, alters 
it and works it; in one abſcels there is a petrifyivgquality,and that turns, 
all the matter in ahccle time into perfe&t Rone, one or many ; in and-. 
ther Abſceſs, Ulcer, Apolthume or Tubzrcle of any of theſe Bewels, 

the matter looking the ſame with the foxmer, is a vivifying ſpirit, and; 
that matter takes lome or other Rrange. and commonly different form; 
and enlivens and increaſes ; anothes Abſceſs hach a matter like the for- 
mer, but in this is an Earthy Gummy Spirit, and infipid , and this rutns 
all the matter into a Caruncle or Fungus, or if it be a little otherwiſe 

qualified, a Glandule,or many Kernels ; in another Abſceſs is a fermen- 

ting qualitied ſpiric, and that makes them Aguifſh, and this differs 

hugely in quality zater ſe ; for ſome fermentative matter is colder and 

duller, becauſe it wants the ſharp and hot ſpirit that is in other Hu- 

mours, nd this cauſeth colder Agues ; the ſharper and hotter the ſpirit 
in this matter is, the hotter is the Ague : therefore many times they that 

drink much frong- Water make a cold Ague all hot Fits. Again, this 
matter differs in the peculiarity of the quality,- ſome fermenting twice 
in one day, ſome once in twenty four hours, ſame once in two days, 
and ſome but once in three or four days: In another Excrementitious 
Matter is an Ofſihick quality, and then a Bone is generated of the big»: 
neſs and ſhap2 with the Excrementitious Matter, for the Olfifick Spirit 
tranſmutes itas it lies ; even asour Wells in England, and Earth about 
Shefford, turns the Wood into perfect Stone in the ſame figure it was 3 
and ſo a few Grains of Es Ari, or Effence of Gold, tranſmutes 
much Lead or Quickſilver into perfet Gold ; we ſee m'[[ritude of Ex- 
' amplzs from Seeds thrown into the G:ound, or Animals Semen, either 
injeted into Uterufles, or laid in Fleſh, Mud or Earth, or Fruits, 
which works upon the fic matter itis in, and turns it into the form of 
the Creature from whom this Seed - came, and: it enlivens. And the 
Stars do very much qualifie and alter the Seeds in our Humovrs : Hence 
tt is that ofren Coughs, malignant Pleurthes, Q_inzics, malignant Ter- 
tians, 
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tians, . and divers firange confuſed kindes of Aoues, are Epidemical ; 
and I have obſerved the mutations in divers Diſeaſes to be from the 
Moon, and the other Planets, eſpecially that Planet that was Lord cf 
ws Fur and Sixth Houſe, at the Decumbiture of the Sick : and a Pra- 
Ritioner of Phyſick in this Town told me, when he had a long licknels, 
he could always tell when his Paroxiſms , or times of vgreater illneſs 
would be., when the Sun was afflied by the Body or Aſpe& of Saturn, 
or his Significator afflited ; and did not Yenw ſtand his Friend in ma- 
ny ſuch evil Aſpe&s, he thought he ſhould have died. | 
_ Nowſucha Method doth Nature obſerve, that it is the caſual influ- 
ence of the Planets (fimply, or conjoyned with fixed Stars of the great- 
er Magaicudes,that are milde or gentle-natured) npon our Blood and Hu- 
mouts, and as the quantity and quality of our Blood and Humours vary, 
ſo che Scars a& variouſly : for the Agent can do nothing, if the Patient 
is not fit; and one Planer doth not ſo powerfully alter one mans Body as 
anochers, becauſe in one it was his Significator at his Nativity, in the 
ether 2 Significator of his Fortune, in ano:her a Significator of his Re- 
ligion at his Nacivity ; and ſo though our Humours and Conſtitutions 
are much alike, yet in this reſpe& the Planets vary, There is natural- 
ly in ſome matcer,a greater proneneſs and aptitude to petrify ; in other, 
to oilify ; in other, to vivify or animate ; in other, to carnify ; in other, 
to ſanguify ; wp other, to latify ; in other, to ſpermafy and crinify : 
and chough-the greater number of Planets that are ftongeſt at ſuch a 
time, do diſpoſe the Humours to putrify or vermify , (for ar ſometimes 
both old Folks and Children have Worms more than in other ſeaſons) 
yetin all Bodes there be not thoſe Humours; and in all Bodres that thoſe

VVe fee huge murations and changes dayly and 
hourly; ſometimes 1n ſome fick perſons, and how do theſe come, but from 
the motion of the Morbifick Cauſe ? and how is that changed and mo- 
ved-ſo ſtrangely, but by the Attoms in the Air, drawn into our Body in 
our Breath, which are qualified from the Planets ? 

We have in our Phyſiology, Fatroſophy and Prenmatography, ſufhicient- 
ly d:zmonſirated the force of the Heavens on all ſub!unary Beings ; but 
we will here adde ſome more : Whence is it in Moon-Ey'd Horſes theig 
Eye or Eyes grow full at full Moon,and then they are bind ; and as the 
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M-0on decreaſes, they decreaſe, and then they -ſer-better 7” Miny Coutts

2, Concerning the alteration of Diſeaſes , changing of Symptoms, 
and of all diſeaſed Parts, dying and growing fick, iris appatantly fee 
in ſome Diſeaſes by the alteration of the Moon, and divers have®to 
me, That when the Plague did rage in this Town of Hitch; ' moſt” fell 
fick or died at change of the Moon, or full Moon, and four or five were 
buried then together, and when the Moon was at her full ſtate, was the 
ſickneſs in many in its Criſs or Exaltation ; and it is apparant to many 
iorelligent Phyſicians, that our Bodies: are fullet of moifture- at full 
Moon, than other times ; and Experience ſhews'us, the Epileptickand 
Convulkve have fits at full Moon, commonly, and the Reaſon may be; 
becauſe water in the Brai»is oft found by DifleCtion tocauſe Epilepfies; 
and other Diſeaſes, which the PraQtical Phyſicians hitherto did net ima.

:Diſeaſes according to, the alteration and motion of the Planets, but 
who ſo is well skilled in Attrology and Phyfick, arid ſhall-at the decum- 
biture, .or chief time of. the {ackening of- his Patient, -draw-a Scheam 
of the Heavens, and obſerve all along the mutations of the Planets,and

There are divers obſervatiqns- extant of the operation of the Planets 
on mens Bodies, but few, in regard of the'uſe there would be of them, 
and excellency thereof ; but theſe would require much time and pains 


to deſcribe to puzpoſe, therefore we ſhall omit them. 

We ſee alſo there is ſtrange Antipathetick quality in-Lightning to 
bereave us ſuddenly of Life, and a blaſt of Air blaſts many ; ſome. in 
the field, ſome ſanding at their door ;- ſome- are bereaved of ſence, 
ſome of motion ; ſome 1n.the whole body, ſome only'in one particular 
part ; ſome in one manner, ſome in another ; ſome in one degree, ſome 
in another. , 

We will ſpeaka lictle here in the Vindigation of Aſtrology, -it may 
ſatisfiefome,it need hurt none;; Truth alone muſt pleaſe God, and frams 
p:a be condemned, ' .-1 STE 

1, Thevarious motions of the .Planets, argue an intention of Pro- 
vidence,. more in making them then other fixed Stars'; five eſpecially 
have no other reaſon of their wandring to and from, backward and fer- 
ward ; ſometime in one Sign, ſometimes inanother ;- ſometimes (Wif- 
ter, ſometimes ſlower ;. ſometimes in. Conjunction , ſometimes -1n 
Oppoſition one to another; nothing was made in vain, no not the leaſt 
parc in the.leaſt Creature, nor nothing to be idle, os 
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2.God doth all by natural czuſes,and what ſhall we ſay are the cauſes 
of ſuch and ſuch things, but what we experience ? if one thing bere doth 
ſympathize and antipathize with another, and one depends upon ano- 
ther, and one governs another ; Why may not the Stars more pure, 
high and great bodies influence upon, and alter theſe leſſer, groſſer and 
low compolitions,every Agent being more noble than the Patient ? and 
the Air is the mediate caule, 

3. There may as well be quallifications of peculiarity in the Sun, 
Moon, and five other Planets in the Macrocoſm, as in the Heart and 
Brain in the Microcoſm, and Liver, Spleen, Gall, Lungs and Reins ; 
and if God hath planted Originally in all ſuch bowels peculiar quali- 
ties, and theſe operate accordingly upon the reſt of mans body, inferi- 
our in dignity to them ; why may not the bodies of the Stars have alſo 
peculiar natures and qualities implanted Originally into them, and ac- 
cording to theſe they operate ? for it is certain all things were made 
for an uſe, and why they ſhould obſerve ſuch Rrange motions and or- 
ders, no other reaſon can be given, than what man hath found by ex- 
perience ; and that for which every thing is moſt fir, for that it was 
made, and that is the rightuſe of it : It would be tedious to relate the 
wonderful qualities, ahd Spirits of ſtrange and tupendious Natures, 
that are placed in many bodies, flight and ſorry to look on, as the at- 
tractive force in the Loadſtone, in Herb Moonwort, the chaſtity of 
Emeralds and Sobriety, the ſhivering of Quickſilver in fire or bot wa- 
ter, and its flying to Gold ; the fighting of Spiritof Tartar and Vittiol, 
the quality of moving Love in ſome Plants,of diſſolving ſtrife in others; 
of relealing the bewitched, and driving away Spirits ; of cauſing mad- 
neſs, and inducing fleeping td death : See theſe in one place or other 
of our Phyſiology and Fatreſophy, with many more ſtrange and prodigi- 
ous qualifications of the Spirits of Plants and Minerals. We do not 
deny but things affect one another by the Attoms and Exhalations that 
ariſe from their bodies;but what accompt can any give, why the Attoms 
of one is of ſuch a quality to cauſe Soliding and the Attoms breati- 
10g from another to caule Love, and the Attoms breathing from 
another to cauſe madnefle ? every body, as it is a body and 
earth 1s not ative, or moveable ; doth neither taſte, nor ſm-ll, nor hath 
a colour for the moſt part, but the Spirit that is in it, moves and acts it, 
makes it grow, taſte and imell ; and as ſoon as this Spirit or Soul is eva- 
porated fiomitr, it looks oftentimes pale, but conſtantly loſeth irs (cent 
and taſte ; ſo when our Souls are gone, we look pale, and corrupt pre- 
ſentiy, even as Plants as ſoon as their Spirit or Soul is gone : bodies 
were only made for Receptacles of Spirits or Souls, and theſe Souls or 

C Spirits 
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Spirits do a& and move theſe bodies ; and according to the peculiar na. 
ture or quality of theſe Original implanted SpIrits,{o they at diveſly , 
now why may not the peculiar qualitied Spirits of the Stars operate and 
alter the Spirits placed in the bodies of terrene and groſs things, ac- 
cording as they are fit and changeable, eſpecially feeing every minute 
w2 mult draw in Air? and if the laying of Plants about us, and Mine- 
rals and Animals, do ſo alter the Air, that ſometimes we are fick, ſome- 
times comforted by them ; the Stars may as well doit : What influence 
hath the Sun for heat upon this world, more then a thouſand Cities 
ſet on fire? and yet the Sun is at a valt diſtance ſo to heat the Air all a« 
bour. The exactly demonſtrating theſe things, would require a larger 
diſcourſe than we are Willing here to ſpend thereupon, What is our 
Brain ? what doth it look like ? a Gelly, or knotty Flegm ; yet in this 
matter is a Choice quality implanted, our ſenſation and motion ; what 
is the Heart to look upon, or to feel, or touch, or taſte, er ſmell? 
meerly fleth : and yet ſee how it differs in dignity of quality ; and there 
are nobler Spirits placed in it, than in other parts of the body ; it hath 
the Seed of Blood, and is able to change all nouriſhment into red hot 
Spirituous Blood, ſpecially as Nature ſhall have need thereof ; and 
hereby doth it influence upon all the body, as the Brain by motion and 
ſenſation operates and alters all the body ; GOD could as well have 
placed the Seminary Principle of Blood,or Sanguification in theSpleen, 
and the Soul in the Liver, for the fleſh doth nothing ; he could 
- have made any fleſh capable of the higheſt qualities and faculties. 

4. Allowing this force to the Planets, and ſome fixed Stars as they 
happen to be joyned with them, vipdicates GOD from injuſtice ; for 
certain it is, that the humers alter our minds, and our conſtitutions 
change our judgements, and lead us to divers appetitcs : and the Or- 
Cans are not alike fitted in all to be wiſe or fooliſh, ingenuous or fro- 
ward alike, 

If he that is born a natural Fool, ſhall repine and ſay, Why was I not 
born capable of knowledge as other men? what had 1 done in the Womb to 
make my Creator more partial to me, than the reſt of man-hiud ? It may be 
Anſwered, It was his lot to be begotten, conceived and born at ſuch 
an unfortunate time, when the Planets operating upon the propitious 
matter in #:ero ſo diſpoſed him. 

Another may Obje&, hy was I made of ſuch a melancholy temper , to 
be dejetied at every ſmall buſineſs, and to ſwoon at every light grief, and'to 
be diſcontented with my li fe ? Some muſt be melancholy,as ſome are mer- 
ry; there muſt be variety; and it fell according to their nativity to be 
iuch, without any partiality, or ill reſpe&ts in GOD towards them : ſo 
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for the paſſionate, that ſuffer for their Tongues , and cannot help it, 
they wiſh they were of another temper, and could forbear ; and are 
apt to be angry that they are ſo apt to be angry:but ſome muſt be angry, 
elſe there would be none patient if all were alike; and it fell caſually to 
their lot to be ſo : if God did immediately, without contingent cauſes, 
ordain or make them ſo, they might have ſomewhat more to ſay and to 
repine at ; but now God is blameleſs, for where the cauſe accidentally 
falls, the effeRs follow : but the cauſes are ſo wiſely from all eternity 
ordered, that they ſhall keepin a mean, and not much tranſgreſs; as 
thoſe cauſes that diſpoſe men to be natural fools, or Atheiſts, ſhall nor 
come ſo often by one to a hundred, as thoſe cauſes that cauſe Wiſdom 
and Worſhip ; nor ſhall they come altogether, but ſhall happen now 
and then, that Nature may have ſome variety. 

Perhaps a good mans Barn is burnt by Lightning,and his Neighbours, 
2 wicked mans, isunhurt; God is no reſpeRer of Perſons nor partial, 
it fell out according to natural cauſes, that the Lightning did dire& to 
this mans Barn in a contingent manner ; anditis the nature of Light- 
ning, where the Beams and Attoms ate conglomerated, and ſo made 
ronger, to burn ; if God h2d with material hands took a Torch and ſer 
it on fire, as Enthuſiaſts ſeem to think himto a&, ſurely then the juſt 
man had had ſomewhat to have aid : it isa dignity to God to a& by 
cauſes, and one cauſe under another ; the outward cauſe operates up- 
on the inward cauſe, and the remote upon the vicine, the primary up- 
on the inſtrumentary : If a King would have any thing done, and mult 
do it himſelf, it wonld not be ſuch honour to him, as to do it by ſubſer- 
vient means, and meſſengers; ſo God is the more dignified and ho- 
noured by Nature, then if, as Exthsſiaſts would have him, he didall im- 
mediately by material Hands, Feet and Mouth, without the intervene 
of natural cauſes. 

Sometimes it Rains twice as much in one Land or Soil as needs, and 
in another Land or Soil at the ſame time is not half Rain enongh, ſo 
that both are ſpoiled, one by a flood, - the other by drought ; and if God 
did this immediately by immediate counſel, and with material hands, 
asif he ſhould pour down buckets, without the contingency of natural 
*cauſes,bow might men complain,and ſay, God dealt haraly with them. 

Many times upon the Sza a Winde ariſes and drowns a good mans 
Ship, wherein are far better perſons than in another Ship, that at that 
time arnives ſafe, 

Many times a 200d man is Wounded of Thieves going abroad, is kil- 
led by a fall, or taken with the Plague, or killed with Lightning, when 
many far worſe at the ſame time, and in that place may eſcape; and 
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were it not that all things here happen alike to all in a contingent man- 
ner to us, though predeltinated and pre-ordained by G OD, we might 
repine ; the S» ſhines on the good and bad, and rain falls on the juſt 
and unjuſt : And Man is ordained as Aſtronomers will ſhew by cal- 
* culating a Mans Nativity, to this or that good or miſchief that he will 
hardly avoid ; and becauſe we do not fore-know or fore-ſee, we muſt a& 
warily and wiſely ; for we do not know, though it is predeſtinated to us 
to be poor or miſerable, or evil, but by our endeavour we may avoid it ; 
for we do not know our Endeavours will be bootleſs, till we ſee the 
event : ſo we ac as if nothing was predeſtinated : All our labours and 
endeavours, if it be not ordained, (hall not make us rich, or eminent, 
or favoured, or lucky, 

Yet GOD commonly ordains a Thing by ordaining the Cauſe; as ſuch 
a man is ordained to thrive ; why ? becauſe he is made of a cunning 
induſtrious and parfimonious temper ; yet many a great Drinker, ſtoath- 
ful and unskilfrl fellow, in compariſon of ſuch, ſhall thrive and grow 
richer ; Nature is full of vatiety , and degrees and kindes in every 
kinde. 

Did not things alſo in States and Kingdoms fall out according to a for- 
tuitous and accidental hap, and the fortune of Mens happy Nativities, 
why did eMabomet that Great Impoſtor, ariſe to that credit and honour 
in the World ? Why did not God make him an untimely birth, or cauſe 
his dayes to be ſhoyt,that he ſhould not corrupt the World with his De- 
Rtine ? or raile other cauſes to have deterred his Followers from credi- 
ting him? Is henot CH RIST's Oppoſite ? and did he not take up- 
on him to be Mediator betwixt GOD and Man ? And how miraculoufly 
hath he proſpered through many Nations and Ages ? 

To this adde the remarkable Afﬀairs of this World,to wit, The expun- 
oing and debellating of Chriſtianity by the Turk, and the ſetting up of 
Maheom:tiſm in all thoſe parts where Chriſtianity. did at firſt with much 
difficulcy and blood ſhed, and perſecution gain riſe ; but I will not ſay 
that chey upon whom the T ower of Siloam fell, were greater ſinners than others, 
r.or he that was born bliude nad ſinned 1m. or by. his parents more than others 
chat were horn ſeeing, but according to Natures courſe, which when God 
contradicts, it is a Miracle, and Miracles rarely happen : What is be. 
come of the ſeven Churches of Aſia their founded Chriftian Religion ? 
Hath not the Turkicth Power overcome? and is not MAHOMET ad- 
vanced in Throne above CH K1ST in all thoſe Quarters ? Yet I ſay, 
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Exitus atta probat, careat ſucceſſibus opto 
Quiſquts ab events fatla notanda putet. 


I wiſh that they may never ſpeed 
Who by Events &er judge the Deed, 


Non aliena putes homini que obtingere poſſint ; 
Sors hodierna mihi, cras erit illa tibi. 


Think thing ftrange that Man cannot decline, 
For what's to day my Lot, to morrow's thine, 


And ſo we all undergo viciſſitudes and vatiety, Cappadocia, Aſia the leſs, 
with Phrygia, loma, Pamphylia, Licaoma, Pontus, Bithyma, Galatia, 
Greece, Syria, Epheſus, Smyrna, Thiatira, Philadelphia, Pergamos, Judea, 
Feruſalem and Paleſtine ; are not all theſe under the Turk , and ſubje& 
co the DoArine of Mahomet ,, where the Doctrine of FESHS did io 
ſpring forth and atiſe, and flouriſh for the time ? 

The Jews were thought a peculiar People to GOD, beloved by their 
Creator above all Nations and Languages of the World, and yet what 
Nation hath ſuffered more ? how oft hath Fersſalem been won, and ran- 
ſacked, and ſometimes quite demoliſhed, and re-built > How oft have 
they changed their Governments? The King of Aſhria conquered 
Iſrael,and captivated them,and the King of Chaldea the Fews ; fince they 
have been conquered & enſlaved tothe Perſian, the Grecran,the Arabian, 
the Roman ; the Twrk now governs all,and the Jews and Chriſtians live 
by permiſſion, and pay Tribute. What b:came of thoſe hundred thou- 
ſands of men that went to redeem Fer»ſa/em, and CHRIST's Szpul- 
chre from. the Turk, in the appellate Holy War ? Surely Enthuſiaſms are 
not regarded by GOD : Many think they are holier than other Men, and 
that GOD muſt proſper them, or that GOD is engaged to make them 
ſucceſsful over the wicked, as they imagine : I ſay, No: GOD will 
not alter the courſe of Nature, unleſs upon weighty grounds, and thoſe 
Miracles are ordained to come ſeldom, 

Yet whoever thou art, do-not think I thinkit good to fin, or that it is 
bootleſs tor bz good ; thou-wilt hereafter repent, a thouſand times re- 
pent the wilful commitſſion of every evil Aion, but thou muſt not think 
GOD is obligedto defend thee in Fire or Water, in Battel or Tempetts 
more then others thou imagineſt fat worſe than thy ſelf: for GOD is 
impartial, and Effets muſt follow the Cauſe, and the Caves. muſt 25 
on as GOD {iz them One1nally to go, , 
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And let none miſtake me concerning Predeſtination, I do not med. 
dle with Predeſtination to Salvation or Damnation in any ; that is onely 
in GOD's Cabinet-counſel, nor can any tell any thing thereof : nay 
though Spirits have told ſeveral Secrets of the future Being, they durſt 
never divulge any thing of: moment to Mankinde, concerning how we 
ſhall liverhereafter, or who thall be happy, and who unhappy, or how 
many, or how and in what manner, 

Now ſeeing we ſee apparantly the univerſal order , gradation, pro- 
oreſs and event of things, is after this manner of contingency ; what evil 
or abſurdity is it toallow it # cauſe? and why may we. not as honeR- 
ly and lawfully ſay, The Stars, under GOD , are the natural cauſe 
of all theſe Contingents and caſual Events (caſual, meer! y,48 to our fore- 
knowledge) as any other things ? 

Furthermore, the Planets operate upon our Mindes, not onely by mo» 
ving, encreaſing and altering the quality of our Humours (which we 
have largely (hewn in ſeveral places of our Phyſiology and Fatroſophy, but 
chiefly in our Chapter of the place of the Soul) but by raiGng Contin- 
gents and intervening Accidents : |

One man is minded to go a Journey, a ſhower of Rain falls, and al. 
ters his minde. | 

Another intends to revenge himſelf upon his Adverſary ; he falls 
_ and that changes his minde, which before he reſolved ſhould not be 
changed. | 

Another intends to do much work on his Trade, and that he will not 
be drawn away by company to bezel and drink ; but company come and 
>a him, and his minde is changed, and he goeth with them with 

elight, | 

One reſolves he will never be a Quaker ; but out of Curiofity and 
Novelty he will hear the Quakers, with hearing them his mind is Chan- 
ged, ſo that he becomes a Quaker. | 

One reſolves to kill or undoTuch a Perſor, and he reſolves his minde 
that 
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ſhall not change, nor none ſhall intercede for bim ; yet when that per- 
ſon comes and asks forgiveneſs, acknowledges his fault, and promiſes 
and ſupplicates, his minde is changed, and he hath rather (a minde 
now quite contrary to his former minde) to do him good. 

Another intends to live bravely, and ſpend freely, and build fine 
Houſes ; but he ſuſtains a great loſs in his ERate, and then his inten- 
tions alter, 

But abundance more may be heaped up unneceſſarily, which the 
common capacity of Men, if they would but conſider, may ſee clear- 
lie, 

And no man I believe, but at divers times is in divers mindes, and 
of different Intentions and Inclinations, though there be nothing in- 
terpoſes, nor no differing or freſh Contingents : and this ſuddain and 
often variation of our Mindes, Intentions, Defires, Appetites and Af. 
feRions, mult have a Cauſe ; and what wickedneſs or ab{urdneſs is it to 
attribute ic to the Planers ? for Experience -ſhews it, and in Reaſon 
their various and differing motions anſwer to the various and differing 
motions of our Humours and Aﬀe&ions, 

I know by my ſelf, and have heard others ſay, They were moſt melan- 
choly, when they had leaſt cauſe; and Lovers are ſometimes wonder- 
fully inflagrated towards. one another ; and at another time, no oc- 
caſion given, quite off from defiring one another. But we might be 
infinite in theſe things':: And Senxerrus, in Epitom. Scientie Nat, ſaith, 
Experience (hews the Humours are altered bythe Stars,and the Minde by the 
Humours : CMores ſequuntur temperamentum corporis ; Experientia con- 
tradicere nefas : The Manners follow the temperament of the Body ; and 
it is unlawful to gam-ſay true and manifold Experience. 

5. All Mankinde was made Upright, with the Countenance upwards, 
and all Beaſts look downwards to the Earth ; that was ſomewhat in 
Providential Intention that Man might look upto the Stars, and weigh 
the Majeſty of the Heavens; and Beaſts were made onely to feed and 
orovel on the Earth, vherefore they bad not their looks made upwards, 
to view the Glory, and Power, and Wiſdom of their CREATOR, in 
the Heavens and Starry Globe, It was a good Obſervation of Orid,

6. The multitude of Aſtronomers that have bzen in ſome Countreys, 
and in many Ages, have had expetience.of the force of the Stars; bur 
; | £32 
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the Rules of the Antients, as our Phyſical Rules,are many, infirm, and 
true but ſometimes, and were ill grounded ; and God hath ſo wiſely or- 
dered.it, that man ſhall not be certain always therein, for then he would 
be preſumptuous : In many Scheams an Aſtronomer draws, there are 
as many Arguments againſt as for the thing, ſo that he knoweth not 
which to judge ; in moſt Scheams there are ſome Planets that by the 
Sign they are in, or Houſe, or Degree, or Aſpe&t, deny, according to 
Altrological Rules, that, thar others afirm ; and in ſuch Caſes we mutt , 
take the trongelt, and conclude from the poſition of the greater num- 
ber; as in an Aflembly moſt Voices carry it, 

7. Letus confiderthe Air : What cauſes Rains, Thunder, Winde, 
Miſts, Snow, Froſts, muddy and bright Weather ? do not the Planets, 
and fixed Stars as they are conjoyned with them ? and how doth the 
Air change our Bodies ?''I my ſelf having weak Eyes, have found them 
far more miſty and aking again Rain and in moiſt Weather ; others 
againſt Froſt and in froſty V Veather, have Itching, and Puſtules break 
forth, ſome almoſt always ; ſome againſt Rain have their Corns ake ; 
divers do prognoſticate change of V Veather by their Corns : ſome will 
ſay in dark foggy weather they are far more melancholy, dull and drow- 
fie ; and ſome then have their Heads ake : we know ſome Bodies are 
huge ſenſible of cold, and every ſmall thing caſts them-down ; ſome 
will in V Vinter go bare-legged, and in Sow, and catch no harm : the 
Conſtitution and Cuſtom are both to be conſidered : ſome that have had 
Bruiſes will feel pains there upon alteration of weather, and no time 
. elſe, after the Bruiſe is healed : divers when the weather begins to be 
open at Spring, and warmer, have Puſtules, VVheals and Itch bregk 
forth ; and ſo in ſome at fall of the Leaf: ſome have a matter brea 
forth always at Spring and Fall ; and we ſee Tertian Agues are moſt rife 
at Spring, Quartains at the Fall or eAmtumn, ' To enumerate no more, 
Hippocrates writ of theſe things, and of the qualities of the V Vindes, 
and he will be believed, and in ſuch things his experience may be ta- 
ken, though we muſt not look to finde things ſo as he writ in each other 
Body, concerning the change of 'the Air and Weather ; if they hold 
true in every tenth Perſon,it is ſomewhat : for we ſhall finde ten whoſe 
Bodies are not ſenſibly altered by Rain, or V Vinde, or Thunder,to one 
thatis : ſo Bruits and Plants foreſhew change of V Veather. 

Becauſe we would fairly and fully ſatisghe our Readers concerning the 
Influence of the Planets, we ſhall proceed to take off a few Obje@ions 
made by the contrary-minded and opinioned; theirs is onely Opinion, 
which comes from Opz»or, I think ; ours Experience, which comes fxom 
E-xpervor, to have tried, or made proof of, 

Objett,x, 
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ObjeAt.r, Twins are born both at once, and yet often nat alike, nor have 
fortune alike, nor die at a time, 

Anſw, Often Twins are'ſo alike, that they are fain to tie Threads or 
Ribbands about them, if both of one Sex, to diftinguiſh ; but in the 
birth of divers Twins is a quarter, or half an hour, or more diſtance, 
and then they may have two Significators, and the Srgzs may be gone 
off thoſe Houſes : and alſoif the birth of the Twins was very exact, as 
totime, it 1s probable they were not conceived at once, and that is ve- 
ry material, and may change their Diſpofitions : VVhat is the Reaſon 
the Children of one man and woman ſhould often times ſo exceedingly 
differ in Complexion, Conditions, and Fortunes, Were there not ſome- 
what to alter ? | 

Obje&. 2. Thoſe that are kjlled in Armies in Fights, were not born all 
at once, but had ſeveral Nativities , and a Death alike at one time. 

Anſw, A man may be born in January, February, March, April, or 
any.other Month or day of the Month, and have an unlucky Nativity ; 
ſome are killed by the Combuſtion of their Significator, or Lord of the 
Aſcendant ; ſome by his Afpe& with Satarz or Mars, or Conjunion 
with the Lord of the Eighth Houſe, the Houſe of Death ; and ſome 
were killed inthe 18, ſome the 19, ſome the 20, 21, 22,23,24th (and 
ſo onwards ) Year of their Age, nor were they all born in one 
place, 

ObjeR. 3. *T* an uncertain and fallible Art, 

Anſw. The Vulgar ſay, if a thing comes to paſs that Aſtronomers or 
Aftrologers predict, They are Witches, and do it by the Devil; if it 
fails, they ſay, Itis a Deluſion, and there is nothing in it ; even as they 
judge in other reipects : for if a Me.;jcine cure one, they think it muſt 
cure others, though of another Diſeaſe ; and if they they knew one die 
of the Jaundice, they will pronounce Death to all : Oze Swallow makes 
not a Summer : One Experiment is too ſlight, or two,or three, to ground 
our belief upon in ſome matters, If it had never failed, men would 
have been preſumptuous , mot would have gone to have known their 
Fortunes ; and that would have been an inconvenience in all Govein- 
ment, Trading and Actions Men do undergo - GOD made all things 
upon grave Counſel, and well. weighed Contiderations, that they ſhould 
hold together ; aflift, and not confound one another ; each to keep its 
place, and nor to do ano: hers ofhce, 

Moreover, If Aſtrology was certain, Men would ſry it was cf the 
Devil : If we condemn 1t for incertainty, better may we condemn the 
Practice of Phyfick, for that is more uncertain ; i: is termed, Ars Con- 
jefturals, Let any Phyſician by the Signs he findes in cen perſons judge 
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their Diſtzmpers thus and thus ; and when theſe come to be opened, 
more by much are falſe than true, that he did imagine ; yet, where di- 
vers of the moſt learned Phyficians have bzen called to give their ad- 
vice and an accompt of ons fick perſon ; one hath ſaid the Diſeaſe was 
this, and thus ; another, that, and ſo ; every one differing ; but when 
the party hath bzen opened, another cauſe hath been found in their Bo- 
dy, of Death, differing from each of theſe: So in Prognofticks ; what 
Sign or Signs hold for Life or Death in all? The Tokens in the Plagae 
are held the mott infallible ign-of Death, and ſo indeed they be, and 
yer Phyſicians have obſerved divers having the Tokens,to have eſcaped: 
nor are thz Criſes of truth, nor the Cure : What M:dicine are we ſure 
will cure two in one Diſeaſe ? no Medicine cures all, and each Medi- 
cine hath cured ſome :.I dare confidently affirm that there is not one 
D:ug or Medicine in an Apothecaries Shop, but at one time or other by 
one or other is uſed for an Ague ; and the uſe of nothing would be up- 
held, did not ſome think themſelves thereby eaſed or helped. 

ObjeCt, 4. Scripture ſpeaks againſt it, 

Anſw.. The.Scripture ſpeaks againſt the abuſe of it : for in thoſe times 
and Countreys when and where Scripture was Writ by the Jews, the 
Aftrologers truſted too. much to it, and diſowned the Supreme Creator 
and Rector, and preſumed much-upon it, and aſſumed all the honour to 
themſelves, and called the Months and Days by Planets Names, and 
worſhipped ſuch Planets on ſuch Days, and diverted men from patient 
ſubmiſſion to a ſuperiour Hand of Providence, thinking theſe the alone 
and Supreme Deities, becauſechanges fell upon Earth as they had ob- 
{zrved them to change. Of all the relations ever I read of the Com- 
merce b2twixt Witches and evil Spirirs, or alſo heard, I never could find 
the Devils told them any thing of the Stars, nor do they know any there- 
of, or practiſe any thing thereby ; they are GOD's Creatures made for 
our Books, to read ſuch Deſtinies as it pleaſeth GOD man ſhould fore- 
know, 

The Scripture doth extol the Science, admire the frame of the Hea- 
vens, demonltrate the Influence the Planets have, and ſhew what they 
were made for : Bur, if becauſe of the abuſe, nothing muſt be in ufe, 
every thing muſt be laid afide ; the beſt things are moſt apt to be cor- 
rupted : and, Oprimerum corruptio eff peſſtma, as Philoſphers ſay : See 
Gen.1,14,15,16,17,18, Fudg.5.20. fob 25.5,6.Chap.38.7. & 29-30, 
31,32,33. Pſal.136.7,8,9. Fob 9.9,10, Pſal.8,3,4. & 19,1. and divers 
other places of Scripture aſſent hereto,

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ObjeR.5. It makes men Atheiitical and Heatheniſh, 

Anſw. It may be abuſed, and many without it may be Atheiſtical 
and Heatheni(h, and moſt with it are fincere Adorers of a Deity ; re- 
ally the Stars and Planets, and the Poles, and the Clouds, and their Of- 
fices and Actions are clear demonſtrations of a GOD, as divers of the 
fore-cited places of Scripture hint forth. There are abundance of peo- 
ple that hear what others ſay , and believe with the moſt, and never 
queſtion or trouble their heads about a GOD, . or his Attributes ; as the 
lenorant is related to give an accompt of his Faith : [believe as Mr. 
Vicar believes, and I believe be knows , for be is Book-learned, and I am not 
Book; learned, All the works of GOD dignifie and exalt him, and the 
more we know, the more we muſt ſee the Power, Wiſdom, and Love of 
GOD : weſee ſuch and ſuch things come to paſs, and what wickedneſs 
i$ it to attribute them toa cauſe? If 'we made GOD to do them with 
material hands, and to be bodily preſent, and to uſe Inſtruments as we 
do, to effe& them, it would hugely degrade and vilifie his Maje- 


 bje..s . It may wrong divers, 

Anſw. Thatis in the Men, the Art doth not conftrain them; there 
are Knaves 1n all Societies, that are a ſcandal to the reſt, and vitupe- 
rate the Profeſſion : but the better and higher things be, ſo much the 
more they endamage when abuſed. 

Obje&.7. If they go too far, they may have to do with Devils, 

Anſw. By a Retort : If they have to do with Devils they may go too 
far; butit is poſſible ſome men may be inſtigated by their Curiohty to 
contract with the Devil, to make them capable of telling Fortunes, and 
fore-knowing things, ſeeing Aſtrology is oft ſo uncertain ; bur of ſuch 
we mult judge What may be,hy what hath been ; they have ſeldom been 
Aſtrologers : and few Witches have any judgement in Aſtrology, if 
any ; nor doth the Devil will them to learn any thing thereof, or teach 
them therein ; and without Aſtrology men may have as much deſire as 
with it to foreknow : that way that is really good, the farther men go 
ie it the better, and lazy men & unlearmed,and void of ſcrutiny {poil all 
profeiſons, and are a (cincal to what ever they profeſs ; and ſois Wiſe 
dom without a good practice, We ſhall conclude with the Dogmaticks 
of the Aſians and Chaldeans, ouurdheir 74 tra Tois kata, Things be- 
low do ſympathiz* with things above. 

Yet the Stars do not ſo far alter and govern, but there are many 
things fixed, and alwayes the ſame as to their Nature and Baſis, as 
Plants, Animals, Minerals, Man, &c. Alſo in man are fixed Prin- 
ciples of Blood, Bone, Fleth and Marrow ; and in his Minde Univer» 

D 2 ſally 
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fally is,firſt, An apprehenſion of a Deity : Secondly, A propenſity to wor- 
ſhip chis conceived Deity ; in Proſperity to thank him, and in Adverſi- 
ty to pray : Thirdly, Almoſt all mankinde believe they ſhall live after 
this Life; or that their Souls bz immortal : Fourthly, All mankinde do 
belizve that GOD is able to do all things, bez Omnipreſent, in all pla- 
ces, bz Onnivident, knowing all ſecrets, and to- be Eternal and Im- 
mortal : Fifthly, Alt mankind do think,this Being Eternal, Omnipotent 
and Omnivident, muſt make them happy after this life, and puniſh them 
for thzir Evil Deeds : Sixthly, All men hold Love, Chaltity, Patience, 
Meekneſs, Charity, Humility, Aﬀability, & Honeſty, good ; and Cruelty, 
Perſecution, Lying, Fraud, Murder, Theft, Adultery, Reviling, and 
Curling, evil: And theſe are ſtamps of the Divine Eflence in Man, 
which are Univerſal, and the Stars onely alter, not take away : Yer 
there are Athieſts, it is true, and others co contradict what we have ſaid, 
bur the univerſality of men of our Form and Parts in the World, of all 
Nations are poſleflzd of theſe fix things, and they are true : For GOD 
would not give to the Univerſal Nature of Man to believe that that is 
falſe : Yea, the very Bruits ſeem to have a Conſcience, ſo that when 
they have done a fault, they ſhrink or hide themſelves, or run away ; and 
whzn they have done well, and go upon wartrantable grounds, how bold, 
cheerful and confident ate they ? 


4. Next willfollow to be ſpokcen of the Signs of Diſeaſes :- and in 
theſe is an high miſunderſtanding, both in thoſe that write,and thoſe that 
red Practices of Phylick, chiefly the laſt : for if the Ancients, and 
moſt of the Moderns or Neotericks were out in the Cauſes, they muſt 
needs be in the Signs that they appropriated to ſuch and ſuch Cauſes : if 
there be any diſpute about this, let my Antagoniſts obſerve the twenty 
next Patients that come under their hands, (for in ſo many the Rules of 
Nature may be diſcovered) and ſee if their Diſeaſes and Signs will hold 
and run parallel with thoſe of the Diſeaſes they read in Barrow, Ronde- 
letins, Euins, ef gineta, Primroſins, Riverius, &c, Truly (o far as I have 
odſerved many Patients, (having writ about 1400 Obſervations for my 
own private ute hitherto) and read Obſervations of many other men, I 
cannot finde Nature is confined to a method, or runs in that road Au- 
thors have delivered ;. and whoſo opens many, ſhall finde that the Li- 
ver, Spleen, Reins, Gall, S:omach, Lungs, &c. are otherwiſe affected 
than as the Ancients thought; and that they do onely caſually and acci- 
Genrally light to be ſo affected as the Ancients have deciphered ; the 
affection of, the Bowels in the difle&ted, agrees chiefly in diſagreeing: 
The Truth is, where. we have one Patient that by, concurrence of Signs 
ſeems 
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ſeems to have any one Diſeaſe named in PraRtcez of Phyſick, we have 
three thatare referrable to none of thoſe Diſeaſes ; and in many Pati- 
ents ſometimes together, we finde ſuch rare Caſes that never before we 
ſaw or read of, Allo th? Change-in Diſeaſes is very conſiderable ; to 
day, or in this hour, the Sick moſt complains of Headach ; to morrow, 
or the next hour, the Headach is gone,or with it remaining is a Stomach- 
pain ; the next day it is changed into vomiting and purging, and then 
perhaps that ſtops, and the Party is Heart-burned : and a multitude of 
ſuch various Changes are ſometime in ſome ſick People, that lie long ; 
and what ſhall we call this Diſeaſe > ſometimes many Bowels are wz2k 
or diſeaſed together, and by the Signs, where ſhall the Diſeaſe be ? 

For Example ſake, we will ſhew by one how the Courſe and Order of 
Nature may be gueſled at in many, 

Here died lately a Gentlewoman of Hitchin, ſhe lay fix weeks fick ; 
had a fall out of a Coach, being with child; ſhe was very well, her con- 
dition of child-bearing conſidered, for a fortnight after, ſhe was a little 
bruiſed betwixt the ſhoulders, all ſeems to be well ; a fortnight afcer the 
fall ſhe grows 11l, as formerly in child-bearing ſhe had deen, of windy 
pains and ſtitches ; it took her with a litcle Cough and raifing, and the 
pain did remit, and go into her Shoulder and Back, her Urine high, and 
Pulſepretty ſwift , ſom? ſigns of a windy, ſome of a legitimate Pleuri- 
fie : after a week ſhe grew better for a day or two, then worſe ; her 
ſpitting and excretion encreaſed, and pain fac in her righc fide ; the 
could hardly ſwallow, that ſhewed the Oeſophagus hurt, and upwards on 
high, any hard thing hurt her ; ſhe cook Lohocks, and raiſed much or- 
dinary Flegm, like an Empyemi : then a week after her raiſing conti- 
nuing now and then, ſhe ſpat Blood, her Coughing frequent, and one 
morning ſhe vomited much Blood by Coughing and Excretion ; but af- 
ter that the new ſymptom Hemoptoe ceaſed, the was partitss wicibus let 
Blood : after a month or three weeks (h2 grew finely well, her omach 
to meat was recruited, her ſleep greater, her coughing not ſo much, and 
the purulency leſs ; then a week being pafled, ſh2 grew worſe, ſhe com- 
plained no more of th2 Ozſophagus, her Expuition and Cough urge, and 
her Legs (well', and the grows Althmatical, ſhe raifeth much fxtid 
Flegm, but now void of Blood; ſometim:s a fir of raifing eaſes her fide- 
pain, wich ihe laſt weeks 01d not much trouble her,and ſometimes not 3 
and ſometimes her Althma fits were eafed by coughing, and ſometimes 
not ; her Aſthma ſometim*s left her, and then (he was hugely provoked 
to cough and raiſe; the wanted ſleep and an appetite to any food ; ber 
Aſthmatical fits being but thiee or four, though ſhe was always at laſt 
{hortwinded, left her before her death, and ſhe raiſed, as if matrer did 
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flow into the Lungs from ſome vicine part exceeding ;- and two hours 
afore death (he felt her ſelf oppreſſed with this matter, and raiſed nigh 
half a pint, coughing and ſpitting it forth ; and after this great fit of 
railing, fainted, and her Head (hook, and ſhe died with ratling of the 
matter in her Cheſt:the deſired 1o riſe before ſhe died,and talked chear- 
fully, and much, the night before ſhe died; and theſe in many arg to- 
kens of death, but not in the generality, Here were divers other ſymp- 
roms and changes of leſs note, that came on, and went off again: ſhe 
was delivered very ealily, and during two or three dayeyg of purging, 
after h2r delivery, her Coughing was eafie, ſhe raiſed Jeſs, and her 
pain and Aſthma very little, but her Lochyes Ropping,' the Aſthma -and 
Purulent Matter encreaſed,and the died three or four dayes after. Moſt 
Phyſicians thought her delivery would have freed her ; the Childe was 
very lively in Utere, notwithſtanding her ſickneſs, and born well, but 
died a week after, having principles of Corruption in it from the Mo- 
ther ; one thought it a true Pleuriſte, another a baſtard one at firlt ; then 
it ſeemed an inflamation of the mouth of the Stomack ; then ſome Signs 
ſhewed it in the Stomack; for in Child-bearing ſhe uſed to vomit, and 
this was reſtrained after ſhe ſickened : ſome figns were for Adhzſion of 
the Lungs, ſome for an Empyema; ſome that the Lungs did ſwim in 
purulency, ſome of Ropped Blood; ſome Signs argued it inwardly, as 
hurt in ſwallowing, ſome outwardly as her ſoreneſs in her fide to touch ; 
ſome argued V Vind, for when it went into her ſhoulder and back, it a- 
'bated in the fide, 

A month after ſhe fickened (but ſhe was let blood before) her blood 
looked like yellow fat Broath when it was cold, and in it were ſeveral 
.congealed fleeces, like bits of corrupted fleſh. 

VVho would thinkin thoſe that have piſſed purulent matter, that 
it came from the Heart, as appeared by difletion ; i# vivo ommia ſunt 
prrvia, 

5. Let us conſider the Prognoſticks ; He is a wile Phyſician that 1s 
. 'notraſh herein : I know a Phylician of mean parts, and great practice, 
that I have admired he ſhould happen to judge Life or Death ſo fallly, 
inſomuch that other Phyſicians have made it a rule to g» by, that ſuch a 
party will live, becauſe ſuch a Phyſician ſaith, She will die , and ſo on 
thz contrary : what can be found in the Pulſe and Urines ? 

They talk of a Serratile or Saw-Pulſe, Vermiculating or Crawling 
Pulſe, and Intermitting Pulſe. I could never find any thing here- 
in worth taking notice of ; in well people the Pulſe will intermit as 
well as in fick, and in dying people it is ſeldom found ; and it is 
-oft the fancy of the Phytician that muſt make all things , ſo op 

| reads; 
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reads : the chief difference in Pulſes is, the mifemcſs and ſlowneſſ*» 
ſtrength and faint neſs of the beating : and what may be judged hereby, 1s 
this ; in fickneſs, (for in health with working or running, the Pulſe will 
beat faſter, and in ſome perſons naturally Rronglier than in others, an 
than at other times) The ſwifeneſs of the Pulſe argues an Enemy in the 
Blood, or an Humour of an Heterogenious quality to it, that the Hearts 
as the Blood paſleth through it, taſts and feels ; and therefore lets it 
out as ſoon asever it is in, and being out by Fuga YVacws, dilating it 
ſelf, draws in more, and ſo ſends it (ſwiftly about the whole Body ; if 
there be an high Heterogeneity the Heart expels it the Blood by the 
Pores and Habit of the body, or ſome particular part , if the Heart is 
ſrongeſt,* and there be Principles of Fermentation in the humor ſo qua- 
lified : now if with this (wiftneſs there is Rrength of the Pulſe, it argues 
Nature is ſtrong, and the Spirits are not extin& ; if with this ſwiftneſs 
the Pulſe is faint and weak, the Spirits are ſunk, and there is feebleneſs 
and fainting 3 for in Syncopeand Deliquiums ſcarce any Pulſe is found, 
or very little and ſmall. 

Urines are looked upon by the Vulgar, as the greateſt Prophetical 
matter about the Body of Man ; how familiar is it, and as ridiculous and 
abſurd as familiar, to carry waters to Phyſicians, to know patties diſtem- 

s, not telling a word of their Symptoms to the Phyſician ; judging 
im filly and unlearned in all other things, that cannot tell all their Ails 
by their Water ? and this they do frequently,not intending to take Pay- 
ſick, but to beſtow a Groat to know what their Diſeaſe is, (Which they 
underſtand as much as Geeſe) and how and when they may recover, and 
whether they ſhall live or die by their Water ; the which,if a Phyfician 
knows all the Symptoms about the ſick, and his Conſtitution, and could 
ſee into his Body, he could not oftentimes truly determine of : in dy- 
ing people frequently the Water grows better,and in well people it will 
change ſirangzly, be ſometimes paler, ſometimes redder ; ſometimes 
thicker, ſometimes thinner :the Nights Water is oft unlike to the Dayes ; 
and ſome well perſons make thick crude Water, and in others, when it 
is cold, it 18 thick and ſedementary like the fick ; the very food we eat, 
and liquor we drink, alter our Urine. I have read of a Fruit in the new 
World, a kind to Coecns Baphicas, that when our Countrey-men ate of 
it, ieſo coloured their Urine, that they thought they had pifled blood, 
and were afraid to eat any more : ſo I have heard of other things, ſome 
that uſe to drink much Wine, piſs the ſame for ſmell and colour, 

Furthzrmore, when the Urine paſſeth only by and through a few parts, 
I fee not how it ſhould ſhew the Conſtitution of all parts ; it doth fhew 
chiefly diftempers cf the Kidzeys and Bladder, but that. being the _ 
and ; 
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and Channel, Natnre firives to waſh off, and throw much filth that 
way by the Kidneys and Bladder, and Urine, as Water is good to waſh 
off and make Fzculency and Sordity ſwim away ; that is ſome reaſon 
therefore, that bothin Cronical and Critical diſtempers, thick muddy 
ſedementary Urine is good, when the Diſeaſe 1s breaking away, : efpeci- 
ally, if before the Urine was clear ang limpid, andas if it was trained 
from all foul matter. 

Indeed I have often, to ſatisfie people, gueſſed at their Diſtempers 
by their Urines, and one may often pleaſe them 3 1f ir was an high red 
Water, I judged a Feaveriſh-temper, and then I gueſled that they had 
Head-ach , Back-pains ,- Thirſt, want of Appetite, Heat, want of 
Relt, Faintneſs, one day worſe than another, (Fe. With vartation ; 'if 
the Urine was pale and thin, I gueſſed at Odbſtructions, that it was ftrain- 
ed; andin Obſtructions uſually are theſe ſymptoms, Windineſs, pair 
at Stomach, and Roppage, and loading there With inappetence and Bra- 
dupepſia,or ill digeſtion ; ſhort-windedneſs, Aches in Knees and Shoul- 
ders; and by fits in the Head, paleneſs of Countenance, dulneſs to 
Aion and Weatinels, heavineſs' of the Mind, &c. but in:Men and 
Womenis great variation; indeed we ſhall rarely find two exaRtly alike 
in all things ; but theſe things thus conjectured, have often pleaſed ; 
Populus qui vult deci decipiatur, That people that will be deceived, ler 
them be deceived, Some will undertake to tell them, whether itis 
a Mans or Womans Water, their Diſeaſe, and whether they will die or 
live. 

Indeed in Hair-piſſing, V Vorm-piſfling, (which Roxdelptias ſaith, He 
would not believe, till he had once ſeen them) Stones, Gravel, Blood, 
yellow Urine, mucus or pus and ſuch like ; ſomewhat is ſhewen of the 
very thing that cauſeth the diſeaſe, but how it is ſeated in the Body, in 
what degree, and in what part, we are often to ſeek notWithſtand- 
ng. 

Hippocrates his Aphor:ſms of Progneſticks were pretty good, ſo much 
as he wrote thereof, and founded upon what he had experienced ; yet 
becauſe we meet with ſuch variety, we muſt not expect them to hold 
00d (as to the plurality of them) in each other perſonithat they con- 
cern; tis well if in one in three they hold good ; and ſome of them will 
rarely be found true, becauſe Hippocrates writ them from the Obſerva- 
tion of ſome one ſingular caſe we (hall ſeldom ſee again,or eſpecially to 
terminate {o, 

We will here write a few Prognoſick Signs, that the Reader in read- 
ing other books may not be deceived in his underttanding,or expe& more 
ther: ie (hall find, 

APHORISMS, 
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APHORISMS. 


I. Every Diſeaſe how dangerous and truculent ſoever, ts not in all 
and at all times Mortal ; nor 18 any Diſeaſe ſo ſlight and trivial, but at 
ſometimes in ſome it may lead to death, 

II. Rarely in any one ſick perſon ſhall we find all Signs Mortal, ex- 
cept nigh death ; nor rarely in any conſiderable ſickneſs (hall we finde all 
fgns of health ; but we judge from the major number, and moſt con- 
derable ones. 

III. That Diſeaſe that is (light and ſmall at firſt, may be mortal at 
laſt, for that that in aremiſs degree cauſeth fickne(s, in an extream may 
cauſe death, a minimi maxima, from the leaſt beginnings are often great 
events ; but we are in all caſes to be ſparing in Prediftion for Life or 
Death, for that is only in the fore-knowledge of God. 

IV. Some ſicken one day and die the next ; ſome have many Criſes, 
and do hold out divers years; and ſome after a tedious fickneſs die, o6- 
thers live; if we would przdi& herein, the chief thing is, to tell whe- 
ther any of the principal Bowels are waſted, changed or corrupted, in all 

this while, 

V. All intermitting ditempers (quoad intermſſionem) are ſafer than 
confirmed and continued, becauſe theſe ſhew Wind or Water, or ſome 
Fluxible matter, and that the parenchyma of no part, or mals cf blood 
is much afteed ; and alſo in the Intervals, Nature gets Rrepgth and 
relief, and the greater they be, the more, Furthermore it ſhews, that 
there are ſome Seeds in the Blood and Humors , that grow to maturity 
- inſuch a time, arid traſmute ſo much matter ; and then the ſpirits of a- 
nother nature to it, fight With it, raiſe a fermentation, and throw it off ; 
and then Nature 1s quiet, till the remaining Seeds grow to maturity, 
and have infected as much more matter. ; 

VI. Nature doth not obſerve that order or method of proceeding in 
Criſes,as hath moſt generally bzen thought;bur to ſome 2Crilis is the it, 
to ſome the ſecond, to others the third, fourth, fifth or fixth day ;* and 
then, three, or four, or five, or ſix dayes after : nor do molt char die, 
die in a fit, bur for the moſt part after divers fits, which do not c&me at 
ſet times, nor are jult of an equality, and of one manner ; the ſick die 
in calmneſs and ſetledneſs of mind, and as the Vulgar obſerve, do of- 
ten lighten before death: And that is a bad fign, when the fick ſhall 
ſay, They are well, and feel no pain or ail, ſuceenly, and on no apparenc 
cauſe,that were very ſick & weak a little before. Indeed we ſee Feavers 

obſerve Ciiſes or Paroxiſmes, and therefore call them inte1micting Fea» 
E vels 
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Vers and Agnes ; andif there de any ſet fits or Criſes in Fevers, they 
are of Nature to the ſormer, though leſs dpparant, which I think they 
Call continual Tertians, Quartans, or Quoridians, and ſome have axacer- 
ations every ſeventh day, elſe I cannot find it vetity any more than b 
accident, that they ſhould have Criſes on the third, -ſeventh, elevent 
and one and twentieth days of Acute Diſeaſes, or in one of theſe : for 
the Criſes are onely from the alteration of the Planets governing the 
Diſcaſe, and Moon, and thoſe happen not ſo,or at any ſet times ; there- 
fore ſome People twice in twenty four hours, grow extream fick like to 
to die, and have perhaps no more Critical fits of five or fix days af- 
rer. 

V!T. In all Diſeaſes obſerve what was wonted to the Sick in health, 
thoſe things are not ſo bad in ſickneſs : every Diſeaſe ſo far ag it differs 
from Nature, the worſe ; any thing that wont not to be in health is bad, 
or if it be in either extreme, | 

VIIT. If thoſe things that ſhould refreſh, as ſleep, eaſe, nouriſh- 
ment, cc, make the worſe after them, *tis bad ; and joyned with other 
i41 Symptoms may give ſuſpicion of death. 

IX. There is no Diſeaſe but one time or another, in one or other, is 
cureable ; and there is no Diſeaſe ſo ſlight and momentleſs, but in ſome 
or other, at one time or other, it is incureable : yet though from Pra- 
Rices of Phyſick we reckon of onely ſo many and juſt ſuch Diſeaſes, 
yet there are many grand Alterations, Tranſmutations,' Corruptions, 
Enfifſures, Animificaiion, Petrification, Apoſiemation, Adhzſfion and 
Abſumption of Parts and Bowels, that are commonlieſt in the begin- 
ning and loweſt degrez incureable : . L 

1. Th2y are hard to be known by figns, and then fit Medicines are 
not preſcribed. 

2. The Medicines taken, come not nigh thoſe parts. 

2. The Medicines are not long enough, or largely enough taken, 
though very proper. 

X. All Diſeaſes of Malignity, wherein there is a ſeparation of the 
infe&ed matter in the Blood, from the Blood, if that recoils and finks 
;nco the Blood again, it ſheweth death, and rarely otherwiſe, if the 
matter have an high Heterogeneity to the quality of out Spirics conſti- 
tuting our Virality ; therefore few that have the Plague-Sores or Car- 
buncles that go in and fall flit, or-in the Pox, but they die ; but in Flea- 
Spots, Red Gum, Spots of Children, Ring-Worms, Tetters, Impeti- 
v0, Cc. becauſe the matter is not ſo-contrary to our Blood and Hwmonrs; 
3£ ir fall back, or fink into the Blood, it kills not commonly. : Yer Phy. 
ficians have gone on hugely blinded in theſe things ; for yyharſoever 

mat. 
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matter by Feaver and Fermentation is caſt forth of the Blood by the 
Skin and Habitum Corporss, if it he outwardly a few days, and the Par- 
ty ſweat and be hot, the Spirits of that Humour that contain the quali- 
ty inimical to our nature, fly forth and exhale ;, and then if che inſipid 
and mild Blood or Humonr' be ſoaked up again, it doth no harm;;. for Na- 
ture finding it purged of thoſe high Antipathetick Spirits, receives it as 
2 fimular matter: Every thing, yea, Inanimate things, apply to, and 
draw to them things not agreeing in figure but quality, and things of 
contrary qualified Spirits put off and withdraw from one another : and 
leſt -any ſhopld think this opintonal onely, (as, moſt received Princi- 
ples are) we have related many ſound Experiments and Obſervations 
1n our Book called PhySology, Fatreſophy and  Pneumatography , which 
none denying , all muſt confeſs, 
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XI. In every Diſeaſe, Acute or Cronical, if a Dyſpnza or Aſthma 
fupervene, it is anEvil Sign ; 'becauſerwe live by. breathing, and be- 
cauſe the Heart, the Fountain of 'Life, wants fanning and blowing up, 
to keep the natural fire of our Bodierfrom dying or going out, 

X11. In all ſickneſfles, though there be na pains, noapparant ill ſym- 
ptoms, and though all the Bowels ſeem firm, and the Party is pretty 
ſtrong, yet if the Heart, the Fountain of 'Life; ſink, and faint, and lan- 
2uiſh, without intermiffions, and the Spitits.are depreſſed, be nor too 
fecure ; for the evil qualities of the malevalent Planets, raiſe the fick- 
neſs, and deſtroy our Lite in a Confuſed Diſeaſe, without any known 
Cauſe, 

XIII. In all Diſeaſes wherein Deliriums, Fluxes of Blood, Vomit- 
ing, Looſneſs, Swgu/tzs, or great Appetite,. do. ſupervene, ſometimes 
Death, ſometimes Recovery ſuddenly terminates and ends that Diſ- 
eaſe ; yet there is probability why Fluxes in ſome may cure, and lead 
to Death in others : for the ſame Signs and Accidents are not likely 
to. fignifie. ſo bad in ſome Caſes and Confitutions, as in others. 

XIV, If any one 1s inwardly afflifted, and ſeemingly in Noble 
Parts, and afterward he is outwardly afflicted , and in the Extremities 
or Superficies, uſually itis looked upon as a good fign, and ſo indeed it 
is, unleſs it de an Expatiation of the Motbifick Matter, and not a 
Tranſlation ; for if withal the Inward and Nobler Parts are as much 
afflicted -as before, .when the Superficies and Extremities of the Body 
were not {woln,it1s an Argument of Death, and weakneſs of Nature to 
repel.

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XV. Inprognoſticating concerning any outward Humour, Abſceſs, 
or Flegm, we muſt conſider whether is moſt in fault,” the part affeRed, 
that being naturally or caſually weakened, cannst repel ; or being Rti- 
mulated, doth violently draw ; or the foulnels and fulneſs of the Body, 
that ſends Matter and Humours to a part weaker than others: if the 
fault lies principally in a remote part that cannot repel, or elſe attracts, 
commonly it is 'not ſo bad as when the Blood is loaded with fzculent 
Humours, and doth there on heaps diſgorge them, and makes it its 
Channel, thither to ſend its off-purgings ; yet when both are together, 
the worſe: therefore ſwelling of ' the Legs after Agues: are offen, of 
troubleſome conſequence. 

XVI. Inall Diſeaſes the'more-the Spittle, 'Urine, Excrements-and 
Sweat break forth in quantity or manner, contraty to Nature, and what 
thoſe people uſed to have in health, ſo-much the worſe; and the more 
Winde, Flegm, and Water -we ſee in the fick, the worſe, becauſe they 
_ defe& in the Concoction, Heat, and free paſlage in the Bowels and 
Body. | | , | 

XVIL, In all Diſeaſes, where there are figns of no Bowel to be: al- 
tered, or waſted, or corrupted, and that.the maſs. of Blood is not affe&t- 
. ed, there is great hope of cure, and that by vomiting, purging and open= 
ing : for Diſeaſes that come from. corruption of the Food, putrefattion 
of Humours, and ObſtruQtions. in the firlt ways, lie liable to have their 
Cauſe eafily removed , and'then the. Effects ceaſe : Tolle Canſam, & 
eeſſat Effeflus, Itis a great piece of Art to diſtinguiſh inter ſimulta ; be= 
rwixt unlikes every ſtupid man may diſcern: Windineſs,gripings, inter- 
mitting pains, vomiting, looſneſs, unſavory belchings, breaking winde 
downwards, purſineſs, clogging and ſhort windedneſs,the colour, ſmell, 
and conſiſtence of things caſt out, and what is retained, ſhew Diſeaſes 
in _ firſt Ways, or, Stomach, ſmall Guts and great Qnes, or Urinary 

aſlage. , 

XVIII. Where in a fick Perſon we finde many Symptoms, ſome 
ſeeming to ſhew-a Diſeaſe in one Part, ſome in another , ſome Sym- 
ptoms of long laſting, others of a ſudden termination of «the Diſeaſe ; 
we mult judge from the moſt and Rrongeſt, what and where the Diſeaſe 
3s, and how.-and when. it will ceaſe ; alſo thoſe Symptoms that laft 
longeſt, and without intermiflion , and that came fuſt, are moſt 
ſignificant; 

XIX. Moſt Diſeaſes that come from an outward, procatarQtick-and 
known Cauſe, commonly are molt void of Danger, and. ſometimes by 
forbearing what they knew gave occaſion to the riſe of the Diſeaſe, ate 
cured by Nature ; In others, the knowing of what cauſed a Dileaſe, 
gives 
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gives good grounds for the appropriation of Medicines to cure it: As - 
the Vulgar uſe to ſay, A Dſcaſe well known, ts half cured. 

XX, Weare to conſider the nature of the Bowels : for a Humour 
in ſuch a part familiar thereto, is not ſo dangerous as in another part ; 
witneſs Flegm in the Lungs, Winde in the Inteſtines : Stones, Iron, 
Bones, hard Things, Bullets, &'. in the Stomach, being things ſwal- 
lowed, and accuſtomed to the Stomach, are not ſodangerous as in other 
Parts not accuſtomed thereto, and not having a capacity for, and ways 
to avoid, and the faculty to digeſt them; in the Brain and Heart, be- 
cauſe they are the Nobler Parts and Seats of the Heat, Spirits, Motion 
and Senſation in us, thoſe Humours that both for quantity and quality 
may not hurt in other parts, may in theſe kill; and 1n all Diſeaſes of the 
Bowels, Blood, or Humonrs, We ate chiefly to conſider wheth2r the quan= 
tity or quality molt offend ; for accordingly we muſt preſage and metho= 
dize our Cure, 


Theſe things are good for a Phyſician toknow, .and do hold true for 
the moſt part : butit is very frequent that we finde thoſe that ſeeming- 
ly will not dye, todye; and divers that ſeem by all Symptoms likely to 
dye, recover ; yea, and ſome that are thought departing, and have their 
paſſing Bell rung, recover : thence is the Vulgar Proverb, Solong as life, 
there ts hope, X 

We will here give the Reader one Example, whereby he may judge 
of others, and of the Cauſe and Current of many Diſeaſes, after this 
manner ; but the:Stars ſhew more _.in Acute than Cronical Diſtem- 

els. 
: A Kinſman of mine, one Mr, Norton, a Miniſter. of -a Neighbour 
Town called Bartoy, falling fick about the beginning of Auguſt 1662, 
died Auguſt 5. in the morning, I drew a Scheam of his fickneſs, buc 
had not.the time of his Decumbiture, but found his fickneſs corre-- 
ſpond exaGtly with the Scheam, according to the common Rules of A- 
frology : Cancer was upon the Cuſp of the fixth Houſe, the Houſe of 
Sickneſs, a Sign that governs the Breſt,and is Watery; and he was chiefly 
afflicted in his Breſt, and much troubled with moiſture and winde, and 
vomited : the Moon Lady of the Sixth being weak, and afflicted by Mars, 
made him troubled with Choler -; Mercury was his Significator , 
Lord of the Third, being a Kiſman, he was Retrogade in the-fixth Houſe, 
and nigh Combuſtion, going to it in his Retrograde Motion ; that ar- 
gued him very weak, faint, and opprefled with heaty and ſo he was, yet 
not clearly a Feaver, as divers have; his Urine moderately high, he. 
was, giyen to ſighing ; when Mercury came to Cazimi with the Sun, . 
he 
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he died not, but when the Moon, Lady of the Houſe of Sickneſs, came - 
to a perfe&t Quartile Aſpea with Mars, Lord of the Houſe of Death, 
then-died that Good Man : The night before he died, the Moon applied 
to a Sextile with Jpiter, and Trine with Hercary, and then he had Re- 
freſhment, and they were in hopes of his Recovery ; but leaving 
thoſe Aſpects, ſhe drew to an Aſpect of Enmity with Mars, Lord of the 
Eighth, and then he ſuddenly changed. There were ſeveral Signs of 
his death ; Mercwry his Significator, in the fixth Houſe, Retrograde, un. 
der Combuſtion 3 Mars Lord of the Eighth Houſe, and Satwrs there- 
in, and the Moon weak ; Cancer upon the Sixth, being a moveable Sign, 
and Mars afflifting the Moon : There were ſome Tokens of the Jaun- 
dice ſometimes, and he vomited Cholerick matter, and watetiſhs and 
though he took a vomit, it ſtill lay at his Cheſt,” 


6, Letus take notice of the Judicatations and Cure, both for Me- 
thod and Medicine, that the Ancients and Neotericks that follow them 
have ſet down : In Cacochymy;we mult alter ; in Phlethory,purge, and 
bleed, and ſweat ;: in Cold, we mult heat z and in Heat, cool ; we muſt 
moiſten the Dry, and dry the Moiſt : Theſe are approved Philoſophi- 
cal Rules, and are certainly true and good, quoad modum & prada : 
Conſideratus confiderandss, 

In the cure of all Diſeaſes, we ſhall chiefly meet with two differen- 
ces, I, Diſeaſes of Quality, 2. of Quantity, 

Difeaſes of Quality are cured with, IT. Antidotes, 2. Specificals, 

Diſeaſes of Quantity are cured with Vomiting, Purging, Bleeding, 
Sweating, and Diureticals; wherein are introduced Drters, Moiſtners, 
Heaters, Coolers, Openers and Stypticks, 

Firſt, Concernivg the cure of Diſeaſes of Quality, theſe things are 
moſt conſiderable ; That every peculiar quality mult bz 6ppoſed by a 
p2culiar quality oppoſite to it : inour Bodies, in one or other, at one 
time or other, are moſt, if not all the qualities that are in the Earth, in 
Animals, Plants and Mineials; and we finde ſuch a Plant agrees 
with ſcarce any man, and another agrees with this man, and not that ; 
it is becauſe in the firſt Plant was a qualified Spirit Heterogenious to 
the common Nature of Mankind, in the ſecend a quality there was He- 
terog2nious onely to the peculiar qualification of the Humours in ſome 
Bodies : thoſe that are uſed to take Poyſons, take them harmleſly, be- 
cauſe their Blood is by the frequent uſe of thoſe things changed into their 
nature, and ſo not being contraries do not fight : One thing is an Anti- 
dote for the Plague, becauſe irit the Spirits are of an heterogenious and 
adverſe qualityto the quality that ferments our Blood ; another thing 
18 
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18 an Antidote for the Pox, and kills the the venom or quality thereof, 
that is not ſo peculiarly oppoſite to the Peſtilence ; another killeth the 
quality of the Blood and Juyces in the French Pox, that hath no adverſe 
Spirit to the Small Pox : One thing is goed in a malignant Pleurifie, 
Angina, or Peripneumonia, that doth no good in ordinary Quinzies or 
Pleurifies : R:veriny did well obſerve that bleeding People of a malig- 
nant Diſeaſe, in one City all died; in another, where the Diſeaſe ſeem- 
ed the ſame, all lived that were let blood : See Rzverins his Accompt 
of Malignant and Peſtilent Diſeaſes, their Cauſes from the Stars, in 
Capite de Febre Peſtilenti, 

What is the Reaſon in things Inanimate one kills and deads another, 
one draws one to it, and expels or draws back from another ? is it not 
the adverſe and inimical qualities in them ? They that pleaſe to ſearch 
our Phyſiology of Qualities, Sympathies and Antipathies, may finde ma- 
ny Examples and large Experiences thereof : So-that it is a weakneſs in 
thoſe that know not Nature or its variety, to conjecture ſuch Eff:&s 
come about from the form or figure of things, and correſpodent pores in 
things that receive the Attoms of ſuch a figure. 

We read of two Thebane Princes, Eteocles and Polynices, two Brothers, 
Who bore one another a deadly hatred in their Life-time, and fighting a 
Duel they killed one another ; and according to the manner of the Gre- 
£1415, Were to be burnt to Aſhes, to keep their Aſhes Monumentally in 
a Pot, and ſo never bury them in the ground as we do ; their Bodies be- 
ing both laid in one fire together, the flame divided, and went up in 
two tops, ſo that their dead and ſenceleſs Bodies ſeemed ciſcontented 
to lie together, who in life had ſo hated one another. 

Without doubt many acute, malign, and confuſed fickneſſes, would 
be beſt, eabilieſt and certainlieſt cured by Plants of that Planet that are 
antipathetical to the Planer that is found to cauſe the Diſeaſe ; alſo by 
Sympathy, that way Plants may cure ; as, take an Herb of Yenzs to cure 
a Diſeaſe cauſed by Mars, 

I wiſh Phyſicians 'would take notice how many ordinary illiterate 
People cure Diſeaſes frequently with one Trifls or ſmall Simple, when 
they with their Methods and many Compoſitions, Intrinficks and Ex- 
trinſicks, fail! to do it : ofren they give but one Medicine or two, the vit- 
tue of it, and that a Simple for the molt part ; witneſs the cure of ma- 
ny Gripings, Pains and Stitches, which they cure commonly and pre- 
ſently with Acorns, or Stich-Holly, or Powder of refined Rofin; Jaun- 
dice they cure calily and oft with Specificals, as, Lice, Saftron, or 
Turnerick, Earth-Worms, or Chelidone-Roots : Drophes they cute 
without ſuch Methods and ſeveral Intentions without compohitions, and 

mulit- 
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multiplication of them, with Horſe-Radiſh-Roots, Eldern or Dane- 
wort, Flower-de-luce-Roots, or Guaiacum : Agues they cure eafilier 
and ſpeedilier with Camphir hung about their Necks, than with all 
the Methods and Compolitions Phyhictans uſe commonly : So with de- 
coRion of Five-leav'd-Graſs, or decoction of Herbigraſs, Feaverfuge,- 
and Centuary, or any one of them, do the Vulgar, thrice given be- 
fore their firs, oft drive away Agues; or With Yarrow, Plantain and Net- 
tles bruiſed, and laid to their Wriſts, or Garlick and Gunpowder, be« 
cauſe theſe axe Specificals. Almoſt in all Diſeaſes of quantity, is a pecu- 
liar nature and qualification of the morbid Humour : What variety is 
there in the Method of Phyſicians ? and how in one Diſtzmper let ſe- 
ven or eight unknown to one another, be ſet to preſcribe, and they will 
variouſly dire, not onely for Medicines but Method ; one will think 
purging requiſite, another not ; he may rather approve of vomiting ; 
this may be againſt it, and hold bleeding moſt requiſite ; another is a- 
eainſt all evacuation, and holds onely alteration good : another he is 
for Aſtrological Cure, and ſees what Planet gave the diftemper , and 
uſes an Herb of an Enemy Planet tocure by Antipathy, or of an Ami- 
cal Planet to cure by Sympathy ; yet we may find ſome Herbs under the 
dominion of ſuch a Planet, very improper ; but a wiſe Phyſician will 
take thoſe that are proper for the Diſeaſe, ſua Natura: One or two 
Specificals that ſure and tried Experience manifeſt, do more than large 
Compoſitions hodge-podge, and miſh-maſh,"and Chaogs's of Simples. 

I wonder, not onely the common People, but Phyſicians,and in other 
reſpe&s wiſe-ones, that they ſhould idolize Mithridate, Venice Trea- 
cle,and CMarhiolws his Antidote, &c. large Miſcelanies of all together, 
that were intended to be good for every thing, and ſpecial for no- 
thing, 

I ask whether Compoſitions have Virtues that none of the Simples 
have ? If they receive their Virtue from the Simples, then he that 
knows the nature of the Simples, may beſt judge the force,and nature, 
and doſe of the Compoſition. I ask whether every Simple doth nor 
retain its virtue and force? if not, why were they put in? if they do, 
then are there contradiRtions, to inhiſt onely on Mithridate , by which 
all others may be judged after that manner. If any give it for the Head, 
it muſt be becauſe ſome of the Simples,or moſt,are good therefore, and 
thence the compoſition receives its virtue ; Fennel Seed, Oil of Nut- 
megs,and Caſtorium are appropriated thereto, & what are th:ſe to forty 
other things improper, in a dram of Mithridate ? very few, if any graing 
of thele are therein, and were they not the {tronger given alone in due 


quantity ? 
Beſide, 
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Beſide if we intend to help a tupid diftemper of the Brain by Mithri- 
date, becauſe in it are Peppers, Stzchas, Cattorium, Fennel Seeds, O/, 
Nwciſte, &c, do we not do more hurt by the Opium that is in Mithii+ 
date > What Diſeaſe may not ſom: of the Simples be proper for ? and 
what Diſeaſe is the whole Compound ht for > be not Agarick, Opopa- 
nax, Ornis and Aſarabacca-Roots purging? Hypochyltis, Acatia, red 
Roſe Leaves, Frankinſence and Storax binding ? Turpentine, Caflia 
Lignea, Scordium, Fennel Seeds, Acorus, Saint Johns Wort, Valeri- 
an, are ſomewhat opening ; and Cinamon, Spicknard, and Celtica , 
Gum Arabick, red Roſe Leaves,Opium, Acatia, Hypociftis, &c. fop 
up and bind, hinder all Fluxes, and ſtop and indurate the Humours ; 
ſome are violently hot, as the ſorts of Peppers, Acorus, Myrth, Saf- 
fron, Ginger, and Muſtard Seed, Caftorium, Cardamoms, Cubes, 
Opopanax, &c. and Opium withſtands them all ; ſo that if they are gi- 
ven in a cold Diſeaſe, becauſe moſt are hot, Opium adds to the Diſeale; 
if an hot Diſeaſe, becauſe Opium Rops motion the producer of hear, the 
other will inflame ; ſo that it can be given no way to do 200d, but ano- 

ther way it may do harm : ſome things are proper in any Diſeaſe, and 

ſome improper in any Diſeaſe : in Contraries muſt needs be contradici- 
on : behdes, ſome are proper for one part, ſome for another, ſo that 

the Compoſition is peculiar to none : Scme are Arthiitical, as Coſtus, 
Fennel Seeds, Caſtor, Ginger, Stzchas, Acorus ; ſome PeRoral, as 

Styrax, Gum Arabick, Saftron, Myrih, and red Roſe Leaves ; ſome 

HyRterical, as Galbanum, Opopanax, Sagapen, Opium and Caſtori- 

um ; ſome are Hepatical, as Gentian, Afarabacca, Orns and Caſlia 

Lignea ; ſome are breaking Wind, or Carminative, as Cubebs, Car- 

damoms, Peppers,. Caſtorium, Acorus, Aniſe and Fennel Seed, ec. 

and Opium contradiRs all; for that, beſides other things, makes the Me- 

dicine unfit in Windy Diftempers. This clearly confutes thoſe that 

make one Medicine to be proper for all Diſeaſes, when each quality 

doth only oppoſe its contrary. 

I ask whether one ounce of Caſtor, or of Galbanum, or of Valerian 
Roots, given alone, would not do more, then to mix either of them 
with four times ſo much of that that is umproper, and then give but one 
ounce for a doſe ? 

I know divers may flie to that falſe Aſy/xm or refuge, Experience in 
this caſe tonching Mithridate : I have obſerved it, and nothing is done 
by it, but ſuch as in all likelybood Nature would have effe&ed,or elſe it 
makes no mutation at all commonly, or people grow worſe : Tradition 
is the only plea,not experience ; for experience, not phantaſtically and 
conceitedly taken, will not — it; but abundance of Compoti- 

tions 
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tions have we generatiyreceived in ſeveral Diſpenſatories, only meſſes 
of al:ogether ; and how rediculouſly are they compoſed and multiply. 
ed? We ſhouldread to judge, not to learn of Tradition in ſuch caſes, 
when we think our ſelves fit to praCtiſe ; for Tradition doth many times 
conſent only in diflenting ; he that only reads, and remembers what 
he hath read, to go by, and to juſtifie his praRtice,is not fit to be a Phy- 
fician ; but he that can demonlirate all his proceedings upon grounds 
and accounts of his own ; for what he remembers he hath read, is ano- 
ther mans Wit, none of his; and he ſhall hardly find three Patients in 
- ten that he can tell how to compare to Practical Chapters of Phyſick 

touching Diſeaſes ; and if he hath no ground of his own to regulate Au- 
thors, he may go to a wrong Chapter, as well as a right. I have uſed 
to charge Compoſitions well with the Specificals I truſted to, and to 
have a great care they were in their fult force and virtue ; for other 
things that are but ſweetners and Vehicles, it is no great matter what 
irtue they have: I have chiefly truſted to Simples commended by Ger. 
rards and other Herbals, for they were experienced good in ſuch Di- 
{empers they are praiſed ; alſo I drew out all the choice Remedies for 
Simples I could find in thoſe Authors 1 had, and ſuch I did affeR to uſe 
*03 Compokitions : he that knoweth good Simples,may make good Com- 
gofitions, Yerteven in Diſeaſes of Contagion and epidemical, we muſt 
1ak2 away Impediments,elſe our Alexipharmicalls will not take place. 
1n ſome yomiting is good toclear the Stomach, which may hinder our 
Cure ; ſo the foulneis, Roppages, and putrified Matter in the ſmall or 
2122t Guts, mult be took away by Lenitives in Malignant Diſeaſes, elſe 
ſuch Impediments will hinder the raking place of other things ; Soit is 
apparent in Chyrurgery, that the Chyrurgions Office is only to take a- 
way Natures Impediments; he cannot heal, Nature doth that : the 
Similar and Homogenious parts in Ulcers and Wounds defire to unite , 
were the Impediments took away, as 1s Foulneſs, Sanies, Apoſtema- 
110n, Sarcofis or Excreſcent Fleſh, Pain, Swelling, Heat, Inflama- 
tion, and Aux of Humours, There are ſome Medicines indeed glew- 
ing and glutinztive; but theſe cannot heal, but draw together the Lips 
oft Wounds, and ſo united parts grow together ; yet alſo they glutinate 
and Craw up Oritices of corrupted ſores, and ſo the bottom being foul, 
a worſe 18 Mace, and an hollow Ulcer ; ſo that nothing properly can 
»>2 rermed an Healer, only they all do their Office, ſome one way, ſome 
another, to take away Natures Impediments : all the bet Medicines 
in th2 world ſhall not cure ſome Ulcers, eſpecially, not till ſuch a 
tume, and then perhaps a trivial thing, or Nature on her own accord 


willdo it; for it wes ſtrive when Nature is not diſpoſed, in all Diſeaſes 
we

we do nothing, Nature alone will do more : the Stars are a principal 
cauſe ; for if any one be wounded or bruiſed at ſuch or ſuch a time, he 
will not be healed of a long time, and till that time come all our Arts 
and Remedies never ſo choice ſhall not avail ; and when the time 1s 
come, an old Womans Plaiſter, or ſome petty thing chances to cure 
it, In ſome tumors no ſuppurating Plaifter or Oyntment will make them 
ripen that are not naturally, ſpecially at that time,diſpoſed to ripen and 
ſuppurate ; and in others, no diſcuſſing or diſſolving Topicalls will hin- 
der them from ripening ; ſo that if we chance not to light of the right 
time, and to aſſiſt Nature in that way ſhe is diſpoſed and inclined ; yet 
10 Many tumors, ſpecially if we wait, in ſome longer, in ſome a ſhorter 
time, Diſcuſſion is made by Diſcutients, and Suppuration by Matura- 
rers ; becauſe Nature was thereto ſuapte, inclined or diſpoſed, or elſe 
did Rtand neuter ; and ſo by outward force,as by a weight pur into Scales 
that were even, the Ballance was turned. 

InExanthemata and moſt Eruptions & Tumors, the proper way next 
to \{weating 1s, to uſe Topicalſs, «3s Ha93pnor, to open the Pores, and 
let out the evil Quality or Heterogenious Spiric of the Diſeaſed Matter, 
ſpecially in malign Puſtules and Tumors; for the malign Quality be- 
ingevaporated by inſenfible Tranſpiration, the Mals left is infipid and 
vad of Heterogeneity, md(s is ſucked up again by the Veins,and recei- 
ved by the Blood; for inimicalls love not ts be joyned together, 

I have obſerved in the uſe of Dialthea Oyntment, Oyl of Lillies, of 
ſweet Almonds, and ſome like hereto, that ſwellings anointed here- 
with, make their dimenſions and extenſions the larger, ſpecially if we 
do anoint farther then the ſwelling reaches, and before the matter is 
fixed, while it is fluxible and thin, ; for though theſe Diaphoreticalls 
and Emollients are very proper to let out the fiery ſharp or Inimical 
Spirits of the humour that cauſed the Blood to ſeparate it, and throw 
1t off upon a part weakeſt, and that could notrepel,and nighet; yet they 
looſen the ſubjected fleſh, and make the capacity larger for the humcr 
to \wim: in, and the skin to be diſtended ; yet we muſt nor look any 
thing ſhould happen atike in all ; we are ſure the Medicines have al- 
wayes ſuch virtues, and connatural operations ; but the difference is in 
the Body, and there is agreefnent only as to diſagreement ; yet we may 
properly ſay, (denommario ſumitur a majori) that ſuch is the ordinary 


courſe of Nature, that happens moſt frequently amonglt ſo many viri- 
erties and diverhties, a, 


Reader, what ever I deliver, that I do not prefix or annex to it, 7 
ehink,, 4 think, 1t # probable, or the like, thou mayeſt take for a ſure

and 
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and ſound Truth ; for I have not given my ſelf to believe Tradition or 
any Opinions of men, but have judged them, and brought them to the 
Bar of ſure Experience; and Where I could not find two or three good 
and infallible witneſſes in Nature for them, I rejected them, eſpecial- 
ly if the courſe of, Nature in other things did not harmonize and hold 
therewith, 

I do not dere any man ſhould believe any thing becauſe I believe it ; 
let him believe the Experiences, Examples and Hiſtories that men have 
in divers Ages. and Countreys conſentaneouſly writ ; no projects of 
their own Brain, nor Imaginations ; for that hath ſpoiled all Learning 
every waere, becauſe men will not contemplate the works of GOD, 
and know-all the Secrets and Varieties in the wonderful courſe of Na. 
ture, the real effets of a GOD. How would men agree in all Points 
of Religion, and of Opinion concerning GOD, and how He is to be 
worſhipped, what He is, and wherefore He made this World, and the 
Office of, Man, did they truely and really (void of all fond Concepti. 
ons-and Imaginations) adhee to the courſe of Nature, and ſearch her ? 
Doubtleſs God did not give a Rational Faculty to Man, to deceive and 
entiap him ; and we ſee what one Eye apprehends black or white, ano. 
ther doth ; and what one Pallate taſtes ſweet, another doth ; and what 
one Ear hears ſound ſhrill or loud, another doth ; and what one Noſe 
ſmells unſavory, another doth ; and what one Hand touches hard or ſoft, 
the Hand of another feels it ſo ; I mean purely according to Nature : 
Then let us conclude theſe things are all true, and really 1o,that the u-. 
niverſal Nature of Man conſents to own and approve of ; and that 0- 
ther things are queſtionable, and muſt be brought to the Bar of ſure Ex-. 
perience, to be tried : for GOD gave us-not our Senſes, Heating, See- 
ing, Smelling, Feeling, and Talting, to deceive, and entrap, and con. 
found us : All mankind might be ſatisfied in one Religion, as well ag 
in unanimity in Philoſophy, were things cleared, that one mans Eye 
might ſee them as well as another ; no man ſurely would deny Experi- 
ence, that he could both ſee, hear, feel, taſte, or ſmell himſelf : So the 
Do&rine of Spirits is writ by the experience of many men ; and did not 
the ſelf-ſame things happen- in our. Age and Countrey , we might 
dilttult Tradition : When we heat men ſay they:ſaw ſuch things them- 
ſclves, and they were addicted to no fond belief, and in all other things. 
Haid and prudent, we may have reaſon to believe them. 

2, Concerning the cure of Diſeaſes of Quantity, we might ſay ſome- 
what, whereof hath partly been ſpoken before ; and touching Vomit- 
ing, Purging, Bleeding, Sweating, and Ureticks, we have-ſpoke in our 
Book of Noſolegy, in pur Phyſiology and Jatroſophy, whither we _ 

| tac 
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the Reader : - becauſe we did not there deſcribe the Humours to be 
purged, and their diverſity and nature, ſo that the Reader might fin- 
cerely and throughly apprehend the Truth of thoſe four Humours, 
Flegm, Choler , Water and Melancholy, we (hall diſcourſe a lictle 
thereof here. 

I do allow, with the Ancients and Neotericks, that the Humours of 
the Body may be called propetly, eaiyue, Flegm, y033, Choler, uSoq, 
Water, u#\ayxeiz, from yiaey, black, and yea, Choler, Melancholy, 
or black Choler : But that the Reader may know the truth, we ſhall 
vive theſe Exceptions : | 

Firſt, That the Names are onely Figments and Phancies of 
Men, 

Secondly, That Nature obſerves no Method or Order herein, 
as, that that Humour that is not Flegm , muſt be Melancholy ; 
or that that is not truely Melancholy, according to Phyſicians 
Deſcription thereof , muſt be Water ; and that Humour that cor- 
reſponds not with either of theſe, according to Ancient Rules 
and Authorities, muſt be Choler : There is- no ſuch thing in 
Nature. As for Example ; Melancholy by its Name fignifies 
black Choler ; by their Attributes it muſt be black, and a kind 
of Choler , it muſt be fluid and thin ; by the. taſte, ſay they, 
tart; by nature of mutation , . Scirrhous, and apt to grow fzcu- 
tent : I anſwer, We may finde an Humour that is black, and 
very bitter; in the one it accords With Melancholy, in the 0- 
ther with Choler ; what then ſhall we call it ?- Another. Hu- 
mour is found black, thin like Water, not coavulative ; what 
ſhall we call this ? alſo ſweet in-tafte, ſo that the taſte agrees 
with Flegm, the confiſtence with - Water, . the colour- with Melan- 
choly, Soin the generality. 

Thirdly , Why ſhould we grve Names to-Humours, and thoſe: 
naturally to be ſo qualified, when we finde not ſo in the courſe- 
of Nature ,. not as a Rule, onely as a Contingent and Accident ? 
For ſuppoſe any. Phyſician ſhould open a Mans . Head, or other 
Part, and finde therein the cauſe of his Death to - be a gellied 
Water, black, ſtinking, and infipid ; muſt we therefore write 
of all ' mankinde, there is an- Humonr in all Bodies which - we 
thus call, which is gellied, black, ſtinking and infipid, when we may ne- 
ver find exactly the ſame again? For in another that is diſſe&ed, we 
may find the blackneſs of an humour, but not the abſence of taſte ; or 
the gelliedneſs of an humour, and not the blackneſs ; or the Rinking of 
an humour, and not the gelliedneſs : and 0 it is as -purely accidental : 
thad. 
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that we meet with Flegm, Choler, Water and Melancholy in the Bow. 
els,eſpecially Choler and Melancholy, juſt as they deſcribe: Water in 
the bellies of Hydropicks agrees the moſt together, and in all may pro- 
perly be called Water ; yet in ſome it is thicker, in others thinner ; in 
ſome clear, in others yellow, in others blackiſh; in ſome ſinking, in 
others ſweet, in ſome bloody ; ſo that 1t is hard to ſay whether it is 
wateriſh Blood, or bloody Water : and in other parts of the Body, Wa- 
rer (if it be good to uſe ſuch a general name to expreſs our ſelves) differs 
more, ſo that it is hard to (ay whether it be wateriſh Choler, or a chole- 
rick Water ; or a wateriſh Flegm, or a flegmatick Water; or a water- 
iſh Melancholy, or melancholy Water : They that intend to be ſais- 
fied in Truth alone, and to acquieſce therein, had belt build their Faith 
on ſure Foundations, and read Obſervations, Anatomies and DifleQi- 
ons,and conſider all from what they can expenence,or what many others 
have experienced, not conjectured, 


I think it the beſt way to teach any, tolet them 1ead onety Obferva« 
tions, and Experiences, and Similitudes, and therefrom,with their own 
conſideration, and comparing one thing with another, make general 
Rules and Tenents in Philoſophy. What man can imagine (that did ne. 
ver experience himſelf, or read, or heat it to have been experienced) 
that there is ſuch variety in fire? that ſome fire will burn and not be 
ſeen ; and ſome look like flame, and yet not burn ; that ſome ſhould be 
quenched with Oyl, and kindled with Water ; that ſome ſhould burn in 
the depth of the Earth, and in the Sea, and in Lakes ; that Wood rub. 
bed together ſhould burn ; that Fire ſhould be procured from a Glaſs of 
Water ſetijn the Sun, Toe laid betwixt, and many ſuch things : It is not 
fit men ſhould write of a thing, .that know little thereof, onely conje- 
Rurally ; for therein men loſe their time and pains , and cannot aflerr 
any thing but from ſuch a mans ita dix:t, or pſe dixir, or ſo many men 
are of that minde, when by experience the thing might be put out af 
all diſpute, | 
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Of the New Method, or « Aftrologo- 
Phy/ical ay of Studying and Practi- 
ſing Phyſick. 


N all ſick Partieg, more notice is not to be taken of the ſick Parties 
Information, than of the Poſition of the Heavens at the time of 
the Parties falling fick, or when his Decumbiture and firſt lying 
down was, or when grievous Symptoms did ariſe : if this time 

cannot be taken, then the Phyſician muſt draw a Scheam of the Hour 

and Minute he was firſt ſent for in, and wherein the Parties Urine was 

ow and the Queſtion made from the Sick, and Advice taken 
ſt, 

The Phyfician in this Scheam muſt conſider the Lord of the Aſcen- 
dant, or firſt Houſe, to be Significator of the Sick ; and the Lord of the 
fixth Houſe, to be Significator of the Sickneſs ; the Lord of the Seventh 
-—_ the Phyſician, and Lord of the Tenth the Medicine or Phy- 
hick, . 

Yet if the fick Party enquire not himſelf, the Lord of the Aſcendant 
ſhall Ggnifie the Enquirer or Querent ; and if it be a Brother that is 
ſick, the Lord of the third Howſe ſhall be his Significator, or for a Neigh- 
bour ; if a Father be fick, the Lord of the Fourth ; if a Wife, the Lord 
or Lady of the Seventh ; if a Child, the Lord or Lady of the fifth Howſe ; 
and ſo as to other Relations, according to Aſtrological Rules, too tedi- 
ous here to go thorow ; yet I alwayes thought the Lord cf the Aſcen- 
dant to have in all figures agreat f1gnification, 

The Moon in all t-igures, eſpecially of Diſeaſes, hath great fignift- 
cation, though ſhe be neither Lady of the Aſcendant, Sixth, Eighth, or 
Tenth Houſe, 

In Scheams for the Sick, the principal Significators of the Sick, and 
his Diſeaſe, and the Moon, if they be in the firft Howſe, or firlt Sign 
Aries, afflicted, they fignifie the Sick is afflicted in the Head, or ſome 
part thereof, as Eyes, Ears, Noſe, Mouth, Face, &c. 

If in the ſecond Houſe, or in the ſecond Sign Tarras, they ſhew Diſ- 
eales 
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eaſes in the Neck and Throat, as, Struma's, Kings Evils, and melan. 
choly fickneſſes ; but the Lord of the Sixth, the Sign thereof, and the 
Moon, mult chiefly ſhew what the ſickneſs is. 

The principal Significarors in the third Sig» and Houſe, chiefly ſhew 
ails in the Arms, Shoulders or Hands ; and Gemini (hews diſtempers of 
blood, in what Houſe ſoever, 

In the fourth Sign and Hoyſe, the Stomach, Breſt and Lungs are affe- 
&ed ; Carrer gives (cabbedneſs and wateriſhneſs, 

In the fifth Howſe, and in Leo, the Party is afflicted in the Back and 
Loins, or Heart, or about the Ribs ; and Leo (hews Choler,or too much 
high Blood, 

The fixth Houſe, and S:gn Virgo, (hews diſtempers in the Meſentery 
and Abdomen-Guts, and tuſt Ways ; Yirgo is melancholick, and gives 
Fluxes and Windineſs, 

The Lord of the Aſcendant, of the fixth Houſe, and Moon, in the ſe- 
venth Houſe, and ſeventh S:g» Libra,ſhew the Diſeaſe is in the Kidneys 
or Loins, in the Buttocks or Groin and Privities ; Libra gives heats 
and ſurfeits, and venerious diſtempetrs. 

In the eighth Houſe and eighth Sign Scorpio, ſhew afteRs in the Pri- 
vities, Anus, and Share, in the Huckle-bones and Buttocks ; Scorpio 
ſometimes ſhews Piles, Stone in the Bladder and Tenaſmus, 

The ninth Howſe and S:gn Sagitary, the Hips, and Hams, and But- 
tocks are affected : Saguary gives Itchy fiſtulous corruption, and Scia- 
tica's, 

In the tenth Houſe and tenth Sign Capricorn, the Knees and Hams, 
and upper Leg is afteted : Capricorn oft gives outward blemiſhes, and 
thoſe from Melancholy. : 

In the eleventh Houſe and eleventh Sign Aquars, the Skin, Legs and 
Anckles are amiſs. 

In the twelfth Houſe and Sign Piſces , the Anckles, and Feet, and 
Toes are affited. . Judge by other Signs the nature of the Diſ- 
eaſe. | 

It cannot be expected that in all or in many figures we ſhould finde 
the firlt Sign Aries, on the Cuſp of the Aſcendant , or Taxrss on the 
Second, or Geminzs on the Third ; therefore we muſt judge from the 
oreater probability ; for there will be great alteration in all Scheams : 
nor muft we expect to finde often the Lord of the Aſcendant, or Signi- 
ficator of the diſeaſed man, the Lord of the fixth Howſe or of his Sick- 
neſs, and the Moon, all in one S:g» or Houſe ; but we muſt judge from 
the greater probabilities ; two are greater than one, and the Lord of 
the Sixth is moſt fignificant, as to the part afflicted ; the Sigh he is in, 
and 
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and the Sign that deſcends on the fixth Houſe, and the Degrees of thoſe, 
chiefly ſhew the part or parts afflicted ; compare the Sign the Moon is 
in with theſe. 

In the next place(having found out the part affeRed)we muſt ſee how 
it is affeed,or what the cauſes ; and therein we muſt conſider, Firſt, 
the nature of the Sign that 1s upon the = of the fixth Houſe, the 
Houſe of Sickneſs, and alſo the nature of the Sz2n that aſcends, which 
is ſomewhat, though leſs conſiderable than the Sign of the ſixth. 

If Aries deſcend on the fixth, it (ſhews the Sickneſs fiery and hot and 
cholerick : Aries ſhews Puſhes, Wheals, ſmarting Pimples, Tooth-

Taxrn is an earthy cold dry melancholy Sign ; and that ſhews,

Gervins is 4n airy,hot,moiſt and ſanguine Sign ; it ſhews Putreſcence 
of the Blood, Windinefſs, diftemper of the Judgement and Phan-

hank is a Tropical Sign, the-only Houſe of the 2o0n, wateriſh,cold, 
moiſt and Flegmatick ; it ſhews upon the fixth in'a Diſeaſe, a cold Sto- 
mack, abounding of Flegm, Pthy{icks and Catatrhs,Coughs, Drophes, 
wateriſh Apoſtemations, Cancers in the Dugs or Paps, and other Infir-

But we cannot ſtand ſo long as to.deſcribe the tenth part requiſite for 
the Phyfician to know, he muſt fix{tiudy Aſtrology, and therein he may 
be informed of many otherthings ; adjoyning thereto the knowledge 
of the Humours, and their various Motions, Mntations, increaſe and 
decreaſe, alſo the Veſlels and the Parts, and their natural Offices and 
Uſe,and which way apteſt to be ſpoiled,or molt capable of Corruption, 

Aquarts is an airy,ſanguine, hot and moilt ign, governing the Legs 
and Ancles, Hence may be guefled,. if upon the fxth Houſe, or the 
Lord of the fixth or 24% be therein, that the party is there (however in 
other parts beſides) afflicted; and that there are varices. or goutiſh 
windy Pains or SWellings, or Lameneſs, or Cramps, &c. of that na- 
ture ; but it requires abundance of curioſity, more certainly and accu- 
rately ro deſcribe particulars. | 

Piſces, is-cold,moiſt and flzgmatick, ſhewing Gouts, Lameneſs, Fleg- 
matick Swellings, Drophes of the Feet, Chilblanes, Phlyfiexe aquoſey 
Flegmatick Apoſtemations, &c, of like nature. 

Now for the Planets, Saturn, Jupiter, Murs, Sol; Venus, CMtrenry, 
Lymna. 

Saturn, Chara Rerized by Lord of the Aſcendant, ina Scheme that is 
drawn at the decumbiture of the Sick ; denotes the Perſon of the Sick, 
and thac he is of. a cold earthy; dry melancholy Conſtitution, or incli- 
ned more or leſs thereto ; Lord of-the ſixth Houſe , the Houſe of Sick» 
neſs, . it argues the Diſe:ſs to be in that part, that the Sign he is in prin- 
cipally governs, compared with the Sign deſcending upor:the Cuſp of 
the fixth; and obſerve the Degrees he is in in that Sign,for accordingly 
the chief Grief is higher or lower in that part; alſo by natural ſympa- 
thy he principally cules the Spleen: Theſe things confidered, and that he 
is Cronical, portending Dileaſes of. long time, Aftrologers have ob- 
ſerved,. that alllmpediments in the right Eare,.and Teeth; that Qoar- 
tane Argues, all dry and m:lancholy Diſtempers, Lepra and Elephahti- 
abs,:Palligs, Tremolipgs, loſs of. Hearing, Carweand Coma, Sopor-and 
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Stxpor, Gouts, vain Fears, Ruptures that gtow Scirrhous, Dog Hun- 
ger, Hzmorrhoids, &sc, of .like nature proceed from Satwrs, 

Fupiter 2, hignifies, when he perſonates the ſick party, that he is 
moderately hot conſtitutioned, abounding with blood, and if well dig- 
nified, that is, of very good inclinations of mind,affable and grateful : 
When he is Lord of the {ixth Houſe, and perſonates the Diſeaſe accor- 
ding to the Sign he 1s in that principally governs ſuch a part, and the - 


. Sign upon the fixth, there chiefly the Sicknels lyes,and the Sign that the 


Moon 18 in; yet Jupiter peculiarly governs the Liver, and the venal 
Blood in that part may be inflamed, or apoſtemated, or break forth : 
he 1s obſerved to cauſe molt Diſeaſes that ariſe from Putrefaction of 
the Blood, Pleutifies, Inflamation of the Lungs & Liver, heart-beating 
from Blood offending in quantity or quality, Quinzies, Pains in the 
back, becauſe he governs Leo, Putrid Feavers, &#c, of like quality. 

Mars, charaRerized &, Lord of the Aſcendent, or that Houſe tnat 
ſhewes the pero of the ſick ; ſhewes his temperament to be hot and 
dry, cholerick, and of a fiery angry mind. 

When he fignifies the Diſeaſe, he ſhews the Jaundiſe ; he chiefly by 
Homogeneity of Nature, governs the Gall : Alſo Aftrologians aſcribe 
to him theſe Diſeaſes, Evils of the left Ear, Tertian Feavers, Megrims, 
Carbuncles & Peftilent Agues, Malign & Epidemical Feavers, Filtula's, 
Ringworms, S* Anthonies Fire, ſharp and cholerick Eruptions, Boiles 
and Exanthemata, Wounds, Cuts, Burnings, Scalds, Paſſions of the 
Mind, as Anger, Fury, Frenzies, Deliriums,and others conſonant and 
deducing their cauſe from Choler. 

Sol, or the Sun, the Fire and Light of this World; is characterized 
thus, ©, he ſympathiſes by Homogeneity of Nature-with. the Hearr, 
the Microcoſrmical S#x ; and as the greater of like nature by ſympathy 
or ſimiliar attraction, influences upon the leſs, ſo. the Swn-upon the 
Heartof Man. The Solar M:n is hot and dry, but more temperate than 
Mars ; he ſhews fault in the Arterious Blood and Heart, as Paſpitation 
and Syncope, vitiared or defeRive Sanguification : If the Su bz Lord of 
the fixth and very weak,and afflicted by Satzrn, judge the Seeds of San- 
ouification are almoſt extinguiſhed, Mans right Eye is given to the Sun, 
and Womens left : therefore in Infirmicies of the Eyes, the Sun is 
to be conſidered : The $2» thews in all Figures, but more where he is 
a hgnificator, Strength or Weakneſs of the Vital Spirits ; and though a 
Man hath many and great Enemies, yet ſo long as he is ſtrong to keep 
them out or over-power them, it is nothing ; but where Nature is weak, 
and can make no rehiſtance, a little thing dejeRts her.

ihewes much how the Diſeaſe will change; and it is much to be confi- 
dered who the applies to, and from whom ſhe ſeparates, her Dignity, 
and the Nature of the Sign,'and Houſe ſheis in ; ſhe fignifies Water in 
the Head, that"may cauſe S:apor Tremor, 'Palfies, Apoplexes, Verti.

-— Concerning. Criſes in Diſeaſes, Hippocrariſts and Galenſts, ſet the

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third or fourth day, the ſeventh, the ninth, the twelfth and fourteenth, 
doubling three or four, and ſo to twenty offe, for critical dayes ; but 
experience finds truth in ſomewhat elſe: indeed in many Sickneſles, 
which therefrom we call Agues, or intermittent Feavers ( every Ague 
18 2 Feaver, but every Feaver is not an Ague; ) the Criſes come once 
a-day, thitwe call a Quotidian, or twice in 24 hours, that we call a 
double Quotidian, or when one Criſis or Fit is off, trait ſucceeds ano- 
ther ; another hath a double tertian, w:z, a Criſis twice in three dayes, 
that ac firlt had it but once in that term, A Paroxyſme truly conſidered, 
is nothing but a Crifs ; and there are no other certain legitimate and 
methodical Criſes; another hath a fit but once in four dayes,that we call 
a Quartane, or two dayes ſick, one well; which therefore the vulgar 
call A third days Age ; another every fifth or ſeventh day is flick ; and 
now in theſe I allow, the Galemcal Criſes, but not in common acute and 
not feaveriſh Diſtempers, as continual Tertians, Quotidians and 
Quartanes ; for the Quality of the morbifick Humour may be ſuch,that 
it may make one fick every day, and yet a fit comes but once in three 
or four, wherein is Exacerbation ; and here continual Feavers differ 
from intermitting, becauſe in the Criſes or Paroxyſms of continual Fea- 
vers, the infeted Matter is not thoroughly expelled ; in pure intermit- 
tings it is, only the Seed of ſuch a nature, lies in the Blood that tranſ- 
mutes in two or three dayes as much more morbid Matter, which the 
Blood perceives, and ferments-to ſeparate, and doth effectually by 
Sweat, Urine, Vomir, or Exanthemata do it, The word «pias comes 
from xpipw, to judge : And eMvicen ſaith, Criſis eff velox motus mor- 
bi ad ſalutem,uel ad mortem ; (0 that we gather that is truly a Criſis in the 


' meaning of the Antients, that is a ſuddain change,ſo that Death or Life 


may be judged apparently, 

To which I anſwer ; How many, as the vulgar ſay, do lighten afore 
death, are very well rid of their pains and miferies, and ſeem palt all of 
a ſuddain, and die within few hours after 2 how many are there that 
have many ſharp Criſes afore death ? at leaſt two or three frequently, 
and the Sick eſcapes them, and grows b2trer afrer each, and yet dies at 
laſt, ſooner or lacer : in ſuch a Critis, or after the Criſis is over, the 
Sick die quietly and eaſily, 

rat ous, 2 Fit comes from Tepo2vye', to ſtir up;; and I know not 
what great difference can be made rwixt Criſis and Paroxyſmm, for the 
Criſis is a Paroxyſme, but every Paroxyſme they mean is not a Criſis ; 
and why ? becauſe Crifis portends a ſuddain change ; and we can there- 
by judge of the death or ſuddain recovery of the Sick, 

I an{wer ; there is- no {uch thing in the bounds of truth, only acci- 

dentally 
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dentally ſome may gueſs death or life, and as eafily (peak the contrary ; 
nor are Criſes alike in ſick pt1ſonsfor number, greatneſs, or conformi- 
ty of kind or invaſion. The truth 1s this, the Motion of the Hoon, of the 
Lord of the Aſcendant, Lord of the Houſe of Sickneſs, ind of the Houſe 
of D:ath, only and truly ſhew the motion Paroxyſmes, Exacerbations 
and Criſes or D:cretory Dayes, in ſuch confuſed and acute Diſeaſes as 
they attributed Criſes to ; and if that appears, Criſes muſt not happen 
every third, or fourth, or ſeventh, or twelfth, or fourteenth, or ſeven- 
reench, or twenty one day, and no other, as they did falſely conceit : 
When the Moon applies to a Qartile or Aſpe of enmity to the Lord of 
the Aſcendant, or Lord of the fixth, then is like to be a ſick fit 5 when 
ſhe applies to a Sextzle or Trine AſpeRt, to either of them, then is like- 
ly to be an interlude or refreſhment, other AſpeRs and Planets motion 
not caufing the contrary ; the Moon in oppoſition to the fignificator of 
the Sick, or his fickneſs cauſeth extraordinary illneſs ; alſo when the 
Lord of the Houſe of Sickneſs (the more if he is a malevolent Planet, 
as Saturn or Mars) comes toa Qwartile AſpeR,or Oppoſition to the Lord 
of the Aſcendant, there is raiſed 1n the Sick a Paroxyſme or Crifis,the 
Lord cf the Aſcendant being weak,and by nature an enemy-to the Lord 
of the {ixth, ſo much the worſe, the more the Sick is caſt down, the 
Lord of rae eighth being the Houſe of Death, if he be ſtrong and ma- 
levolent, and come to a Quarti/e AſpeR with the Lord of the fixth (any 
Aſpect with him is bad) and the Lord of the fixth, and alfo of the firit 
Houſe be weak, and otherwiſe afflicted, we may ſuſpe& death ; but if 
the Sick through ſtrength or friendly Aſpects of Fap:ter or Venw,or Lord 
of the ſeventh or tenth, the Houſe of Phyſick or Phyficians,do paſs that 
firs it is likely they will recover : but the true Significators of the Sick 
and his Sickneſs ſhould be taken at his Decumbiture,. and ſo conſidered 
all along in their places, Signs, Houſes, Dignities, Motions and Aſpe&s 
with other Planets; yer if we draw a Schem at the Decnmbiture or fiſt 
falling fick, and CAars be Lord of the Aſcendant, and e Mercury of the 
ſixth, and we draw another a day, two or thiee after, there may be ano- 
ther Planet Lord of the Aſcendant,and another Lord of the ſixth Houſe, 
but the courſe of the firſt are to be confidered moſt ; and ſeeing there 
is ſvch great chang in moſt, both Critical and Cronical Ailds, the pre- 
ſent Lord of the Aicendant, fixth and eighth Houſe, are to be weighed 
in every Scheme we draw upon changes of the Sick ; but in all things 
conſider the Moon, though Lady of none of the aforeſaid Houſes, alſo 
Tupiter and Venus, though by gevernment of houſes no Significators or 
conlignificators, yet ifjoyned by body,or friendlyAſpeR applying to the 
Loxd of the Aſcendant or fixth Honſe,ſpecially if trong,they bring great 
| refreſh. 
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refreſhments,caſe & alleviation to the Sick ; ſo the malevolent Planets, 
Mars and Saturn, though they be Lords of *Houſes unconcerned in the 
Sickneſs, which Mews their ill-will and power the leſs, and the leſs to 
reſpe& or tend towards the Sick, yet joyned by body or by Quariile 
Aſpe& or Oppoſition refleing upon the Lord of the Aſcendent or fixth, 
or Moon,they do deje@ the Sick, and increaſe his Griefs ; indeed any 
AſpeCt, though Tr:ne or Sextile, of the Significators with them,is bad ; 
that part is moſt afflited according to the Sign they caſt an inimical 
Aſpect to,and are in: but in moſt Schemes and Figures that we draw;we 
ſhall find much and many contradiRions, in ſome it is hard to ſay one 
or other,there are as many reaſons or arguments for a thing,as againſt it; 
and we know not whether of them are moſt or greateſt : And even ſo we 
find things in the univerſal courſe of Nature here below, to be anſwer - 
ing to the divers Motions, Stations, Fortitudes, Aſpe&ts,and Retrogra- 
dations of the Planets ; for in one mans happinels is this or that un- 
happineſs, ſo that we can hardly ſay, he is more happy in his wealth, 
than he is unhappy in his ſickneſs, I have well conhdered it; and he 
that knowes theſe things, and doth well conſider, and compare,ſhall aſ- 
ſuredly, find that the contingents and things on earth, that happen to, 
and are in and about Man, come and fall out juſt according to the me- 
thod and order of the Heavenly Bodies ; and what detra&ion can it be 
from God, or Heterodoxity to ſay, The one i governed or guided by the 
other, being we ſee afluredlfy they do ſo fall our, and have their current 
and ordinary natural motion ſo and in that manner? for every thing hath 
its cauſe ; and if good comes immediately from God without the inter- 
vene of contingent and natural Cauſes, ſo then would Evil be made im- 
mediately wilfully and partially to ariſe from God, if it did not acci- 
dentally according to the Order of Nature ſo fall out ; which Order in 
Nature God hath committedto the courſe of the wandring Stars, ſo far 
as our reaſon and knowledge, experience and capability can reach ; 
which courſe of the Planets God at firſt made, and that is the wonder 
they have ever fince continued it ; and he knew how they would change 
and - Rao what and when,and how things would be changed and ef- 

eed. 

There may be many exceptions made which in one place or other of 
our Writing, or Scripture, we. have endeavoured to give ſatisfaction 
in, 
In all Schemes we muſt compare one thing with another;for as in the 
Heavens are good and bad and indifferent Signs, ſo in one fick Body, 
ſome Signs ſhew Shortneſs, ſome protraRtion of. the Diſeaſe, ſome (hew + 
Death, ſome Recovery, and ſome are neither, 

Moreover 
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Moreover,in all Changes we muſt ſee what Planets afi& the Hoon, 
and Lord of the Aſcendant and fixth Houſe, and judge of the Humour 
accordingly: Saturn governs the Petrif ying, Scirnifying, groſs and earthy 
Spirit in Man-.: Mars governs the fiery ſharp thin Evaporative and 
cauſtick Quality in Man : the Swn and Jupiter chiefly govern the San- 
guifick Quality in Man, the S*» more properly the Sanguifick Princi- 
ple, or Heart; the Liver and Venal Blood ate given to Japiter, and 
animifick Qualities. 

The Moon gives Wateriſhneſs and Moiſture, ſpecially encreafing ; 
decreaſing ſhe decreaſes it : Ven chiefly ooverns the $ rmatifick 
Quality ; and Mercury the Senſe or Rationality of the Brain ; but 
Venw gives Flegm chiefly ; Mercury inclines the Way, or that, as he is 
conjoyned with others. 

We ſhall next proceed to the Aſtrological Cure of all Diſeaſes, and 
treat as briefly thereof as we may conveniently, 

If the Diſeaſe is cauſed 'by Saturn,. we may cure by Sympathy with a 
Plant of Fpzter, the Sun or Mercury, for they are friends to Satzry - of 
we may cure a Diſeaſe cauſed by Sa:wr, by Antipathy, by a Plant of 
Mars or Virus, his enemies. 

If Fpiter cauſe the Diſeaſe, or be Lord of the ſixth, or affli& the 
Lord of the Aſcendant at Decumbiture, all Medicines cure by Sympa- 
thy ; all the Planets being by Aſrologians reckoned friends to Twpiter, 
but Mars, and a Plant of Mars may cure by Antipathy, 

If Mars cauſe the Diſeaſe, or be Lord of the Sickneſs, that is cured 
by Sympathy by a Venerial Plant ; by Antipathy by Medicines goVer- 
ned by any of the other Planets ; yet in this caſe, the Sympathy with 
Venrs is-of greater force than'the Antipathy of Mars,with the reſt of th 
Planets, 

A Diſeaſe of the Sis beſt cured by a Plant of Satzrs antipatheti- 
cally, for Saturn alone is his enemy ; but by Sympathy by a Plant of 
any of - the other Planets, indifferent friends with him, 

*-A Sickneſs cauſed or governed by YVemw, is beſt cured by Antipathy, 
by a Plant of Saturn, Contraria contrarijs cnrantur ; but the Plants of 
all other Planets being friends, if they cure it is. by Sytnpathy. * © * 

A Sickneſs cauſed by Merenry, is cured ſympathetically by a Plant of 
Tupiter, Venn and Saturn, being his friends ; antipathetically,by Plants 
or Drugs or Minerals of Sol, Mars and Lura, being Mercuries ene- 
mies, | | ne ES 
is A Sickneſs cauſed'by the Afoor, is cured antipathetically by a Plant 61 
Mercury or Mars ; (ympathetically by Medicaments under rhi&'goveth- 
ment'of YVeinw, Secondly, 
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Secondly, This is to be conſidered, that we drawing a Scheme at tt e 
fick mans deſire, or at his Decumbiture, or firſt viſit, or water ſent, or 
the like, we mult conſider the Lord of the tenth Houſe, fignifying the 
Medicine, and Lord of the ſeventh, ſignifying the Phylitian : if the Lord 
of the tenth be a Fortune and ſtrong, give a Plant that is governed by 
him, or Plants, eleRed as we {hall (hew in the following note or obſer. 
vation ;. but if the Lord of the tenth Houſe, or the Houſe of Phyſick, 
be weak,afflited, orin a Quartile AſpeR,or oppoſite to the Lord of the 
Aſcendant or ſixth houſe, and be alſo an Infortune, which makes it the 
worſe, give not « Medicine that is governed by him, for that is likely to 
do-harm;. no nor give any thing at that time, not until the Lord of the 
renth is well dignified, or a new and friendly Lord of the tenth ariſe by 
mutation of Signs, and alſo a well-dignified and qualified Lord of the 
ſeventh, and that are in good Aſpe&R, and nigh as may be with the Lord 
of the Aſcendant and fixth Houſe; give no Medicine governed by the 
Lord of the eighth, or houſe of Death: every Artiſt muſt look to find 
huge variation in the heavenly Bodies ; and rarely all theſe good Signs 
or Aſpects can be found together, theſe are not enough to give direci- 
on, unleſs men have Rudied the Grounds and Rudiments of ARtolo-

S kirdh, In the Aſtrological Cure of Sickneſs, we muſt not only give 
a Plant, Mineral, Gum, Stone,or Animal governed by ſuch a Planet that 
18 at ſympathy with the Planet cauſing or governing chiefly the Sickneſs, 
or a Plant of another Planet, Antipathetical to the Planet ruling the 
Diſeaſe, nor yet a Plant of either of the aforeſaid Planets ſympathe- 
tick or antipathetick, thovgh it be ſtrong and Lord of the tenth houſe, 
unleſs it be ſomewhat proper to remove the cauſe, or oppugn the ſharp- 
neſs, groſneſs, Wateriſhneſs, Ronineſs, vermifying, c&c.. of the Hu- 
mour, 

As for Example ; Mercury is Lord of the fixth Hosſe; a Vertigo, Le- 
thargy, or depraved Ratjocination is the Diſeaſe ; we would cure it by 
ſympathy or antipathy; ſee the Lord of the tenth, or Houſe of Medi- 
cine, he 1s Mars, he is ſtrong and well aſpectzd to Mercury ; well then, 
vive a Plant, Stone, Mineral, Animal, or other kind of Medicine that 
is under the dominion of Mars, but not any Plant, Stone, Mineral or 
Animal, but ſuch as experience thews proper, and reaſon demonſtrates 
to be oppoſite qualitied to the Quality of the Humour, -Matter or Va- 

our caufing the Diſeaſe:obſerve Pnyſfical Experiences, what Medicines 
w_ been found to cure in ſuch caſes, and chen look which of theſe are 
under the dominion of Mars, or which'of thoſe Plants under the g0- 
v:rnment of Mars are found available in ſuch caſes, for Plants of other 
H Planets 
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Planets have alſo been uſed, and have done good ſometimes in thoſe ca- 
ſes, that will not help another ; and that is a great reaſon, why one is 
cured by this, another not eaſed by thar, yet is dy another thing, as nigh 
to the formers Mans condition as may be. 

Other Books mult dire& what Plants, Stones, Minerals, Animals are 
governed by ſuch and ſuch Planets : yet herein I muſt needs condemn 
Aſtrology ; for Aſtrologians have not queſtioned theſe things on good 
Grounds, and certain and manifold Experience, and do differin judge- 
ment therein : Indeed for many Drugs it is hard to learn by any Rima- 
ting Experience, 'what Planets they are peculiarly ruled by ; all uch 
ought to be gathered when the Planets ruling them, are eſſeptially for- 
tified, as nigh as may bz, and given when the Planet governing it, is 
frong, and well aſpeRed by the Moon, and Lord of the fixth and firſt 
Houſes. 

Moreover, if any Planet be Lordof the fixth, Rrong, and well af- 
peRed, a Plant of his own may help that Sickneſs by ſympathy, | 

As for example; the Sw», the heat of the world, ſympathizes with-the 
Heart, the S»»and heat of Mans Microcoſm, the Sw» may cauſe ſwouns- 
ding, Heart panting and !ypothimy ; then-obſerve what Plants 
the Sw» governs, and chuſe out ſuch as have been found good not only 
in general for the Heart,but in particular for ſuch. Diftempers of itz and 
thoſe Medicines may be, Balm, Saffron, Rhue, Matigolds, Piony, Roc 
Solis, Roſemary, and Wine.

1, An Apoplexy, that is, a privation of ſenſe and motion in the whole 
body, from a thick flegmatrck humour in the brain, difficult breathing, 
and ftertor ; the two chief inſeparable ſymptoms, 

, 2, Catalepſis, ox.Cateche, (aid the Ancients, were another kind of fo. 
por, or ſupor, wherein of a ſudden all the faculties of the: Soul, and 
motions of the Body periſhed, the Sick lying in that very Rate wherein 
he was firſt taken, neither ſpeaking nor hearing, arifing from a cold and 
dry diſtemper; not of the ſubſtance, but kinder ventricles of the brain 
for the molt part, | | 

3.A Coma,or Cataphora,(ſome of the Ancients differed in thenames, 
and which two ſhould be put together , as nigh related) a propenſity to 
ſleep ſo earneſtly,that the fick cannot open their eyes:they diſtinguiſhed 
betwixt Come v1igilans and Sownolentum, thus ; in the vigrlans Coma they 
cannot hold open their eyes, but are awake ; in the Somnoleutum they 
both ſhut their eyes and fſtep :*. the cauſe,they ſaid, was a ſtrong refri- 
geration of the brain, from a flegmatick humour. 

4. Carus : This, ſaid the Ancients, is a ſudden immobility and in-. 
ſenhbleneſs of the whole body,the breathing being free, whereby it dif- 
fers from an Apoplexy, from a Lethargy by abſence of a Feaver , and 
becauſe in this the fick anſwer not, but in Lethargies commonly have 
that reaſon and power ; the cauſe, they ſaid, was Flegm, or a-cold hu- 
mour obltru&ing the fore ventricles of the brain. 

5. A Lethargy: In which Reaſon and Memory were impaired, if not 
abſolutely defunR, an irreſiſtible neceſſity of ſleeping , a Feaver from. 
putrified flegm in the ſubſtance nor ventricles of the brain, We might 
adde a ſixth, and.that is, loſt Memory, from: a cold diftemper and. 
flegm. 5 
Indeed Johannes Fohnſtonus in his Idea Medicine Praflice, bath many 
choice diftin&ions of all Diſeaſes, whereby Truth is exceedingly de- 
monſrated, and the Reader the better underſtood of theſe things; yer 
he did follow Tradition, as Sexnertas chiefly, who is a far better Pat. 
tern and Preſident for Truth, than Galen, Hippocrates, Celſus, Erin, 
AE gineta, Rhaſs, Avicen, and other Ancients. | 

If any man will obje& againſt me that the: Diſeaſes of the brain = 
ſuc 
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fach and onely ſuch, and in that degree and manner, and in no other 
than what the Ancients and Moderns have {delivered in their praQices 
of Phyſick, I (hall wiſh him to obſerve twenty or thirty of the next Pa- 
tients he meets with, and ſee if their caſes correſpond with the Chap. 
ters of the Diſeaſe he thinks theſe have : ſo alſo for the Cauſe, let any 
man open twenty or thirty (for in ſo many, if there be any Method and 
Order in Nature, it may be found out) and let him ſee if the cauſes 
were ſuch or ſo many, and onely ſuch and ſo many, in that place and 
degree the PraQticks have delivered : It is ſure Nature obſerves ſome 
Ocders, but it is not as to the Bodies of things, but their Spirits ; a 
Narcotick qualiry in any matter, as Water, or Blood, or Cholerick 
looked corruption, will cauſe a Coma,Carsns, loſt Memory or Lethargy, 
and in what part ſoever,.if it may be communicated to the brain, it will 
aſtoniſh ſenſe : Whence is the force of the Torpedo or Crampfilh com- 
municated at ſuch a diſtance 2 how doth the Lye of the Salt of Worm- 
wood aſtoniſh. the hands ? bitter Opium is Narcotical , and nautious 
Henbane ; the fume of Charcoal in a cloſe Room makes ſleepy, hot 
Spirit of Wine makes drunk like dead for ſeveral days : Plater hath a 
notable Hiſtory of one dead drunk with being in a Wine Cellar, that 
— and he cloſed up : by Thunder, Air, and ſome Baths, are men 
made ſtupid : Whatſoever hath a Narcotick quality, it oppoſes the 
Brain, becauſe the Brain alone of all the Body contains its contrary ; it 
is a quality oppoſite to ſenſe. and motion ,, which the Brain con- 
rains. 

Theſe procatarRick and outward cauſes do nothing, unleſs they work 
upon the inward ; for all are not alike made to ſleep with Op1um,or afto- 
miſhed with Spirit of Wine ;-all are not made Apoplectick with a box 
of the Ear, or ſudden fright,and yet ſome have : Nature abounds with 
variety, and in every ſick perſon elmoſt we finde ſomewhat ſingular ; 
and almoſt every ather or third caſe is a rarity. 

Secondly, If we confider the inward cauſes of Rupid, and torpid, and 
ſleepy Diſeaſes, they ariſe not all from one cauſe, or one matter, it is 
the Narcotick quality in the humour or matter that berumeth and dul- 
leth; yetT mult needs ſay this, there is as much. variety in the kindes 
anc degrees of aſtoniſhment, as in the cauſe: in ſome there is onely a 
ſleepy temper and dulneſs. Marcellus Donatu brings two examples of 
thoſe that ſlept many years together, and had no illneſs or Diſeaſe : eve- 
xy thing hath its extream of lictle, and extream of much, and Medium or 
Mediacrity, 

Some when they have been opened, have had a ball of viſcous flegm 
in the Bjain, that did dull and {omnify the Brain, others opened "_ 

ha 
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had their Prains looſe and watetith, and ſcattered as it were ; others 
op:ned have had an abſceſs and purulency found in the fore part of their 
Brain, that did die Lethargically ; others about the Ophthick Nerve 
have had 2 purulent abſcels and ſlimy water, others from Worms ; and 
we {ze Children that have Worms, or rather a ſweet mild humour we 
rrified, are fleepy;ſo in fits of the Mother, ſome lie 2 or 3 days flone dead 
as it were : In two difle&ed were found water ; in one reddith, in the 
orher paler, in both in the hinder part of the head ; and the Veins that 
ran from the fore to the hinder part of the head, 'full of black blood : 
In Apople&icks the head being opened , blood hath. flowed forth like 
Ink; in another ApopleRick, a thick and viſcous humour 18 found nigh 
rhe Context retiform in the head : In the heads of- other Rupid perſons: 
have much glutinous but clear water been found in the brain ; -ſo thac 
however it looks, if a Narcotick quality isin it, it makes ftupid:and 
ſenſeleſs ; or in what part ſoever a Narcotick quality is, it oppoſes it 
ſelf tothe brain ; for Opium lies in th Stomach or Guts, whenit raiſeth 
ſleepineſs, 2 i | 

Yet this we will allow'the Ancients, that where an humour 16oks black 
or red, commonly there is not a Narcorick quality init, as in flegm or 
glutinous water, not that the colour impedes the quality, but the quali. 
ty the colour ; for a fiery Spirit in an humour, makes it high coloured, 
and ſharp taſted, and ſtrong ſcented. 

' I ask what makes the aſtoniſhment? if they ſay the coldneſs and wa- 
teriſhneſs of the humour ; I anſwer, Blood and viſibly Choler cauſed it : 
if they ſay ſucha thing ; I ask why it is notfound in all ? for aftaniſh- 
ment was in all theſe, and that that cauſed the Atonithment was in all 
theſe ; bur neither thinneſs or thickneſs of the humour, aquoſity or viſ- 
colity, redneſs or paleneſs, taſte or odour Was in them alike ; therefore 
they did conduce nothing thereto, onely to be fit Bodies for a Narcoti- 
cal qualified Spirit to be ſeated in: Indeed ofren in Apoplexies, blood 
by blows or falls, Ropping up all the paſlages of the animal Spirits, and 
comprefling the Brain, cauſes Rupidity, but not commonly in (tupidity 
and drowſineſs. 

Poſſibly abundance more might be found in Authors , that have been 
opened, dying of ftupid and ſomnorous Diſeaſes ; but in theſe what 
ſhall we conclude (ro go on in the Rules of the Ancients) is the Cauſe ? 
if we ſay Flegm, ſome were found to have clear water ; if we ſay wa- 
ter, ſome were found to have black btood; if we ſay black blood, ſome 
were found to have viſcous purvlency or mature ; if we ſay viſcoug-paru-. 
lency or ſanies, ſome were found to have pure uncorrupred gelly tranſ- 


parant ; if we ſay pure tranſparant gellied water 1s the cauſe, ſome 
were 
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were found, as in the comunicated Obſervations to Riverius, to have 
a black ſtinking humour like Ink, that cauſed ſottiſhneſs and fooliſhneſs ; 
in others it ſeems balls of Flegm: have been in the ſubſtance of the 
Brain, and the Brainhath been wateriſh, and diſlolved, and looſe in 
others, 

Secondly, To particularize on any one of theſe, how ſhall we hold 
with Galen and Hippocrates, touching the four humours ? for if we ſay 
Flegm is white, thickand ſweet; Choler yellow, thin and bitter; Melan- 
choly black, fzculent and ſowr; Water clear, thin and infipid ; where or 
when ſhall we find Flegm, Choler, Water, or Melancholy the cauſe of 
Diſeaſes ? Iris by as great an accident that we finde Humours juſt thus 
qualified and principled, as any other thing : and why ſhould the An- 
cients make Poſterity believe that moſt commonly, for that ſhews a 
thing moſt natural, Flegm, Choler, Water, and Melancholy, or Blood, 
as ſome will have, are the cauſe of all Diſeaſes? for where once we 
ſhall find an humour pure Flegm, or pure Choler, or pure Melancholy, or 
pure Water,as the Ancients deſcribed, we (hall find them ten times 
contrary 3 ſo that it will be hard to ſay , whether they come nighelt the 
nature of Choler, or Blood, or Water, or Melancholy ; for if they have 
the taſte of one, they want the colour ; if the colour, they want the con. 
ſitence ; if the conhiſtence,they want the ſmell ; if the ſmell they have, 
they want the Virtue, Nature, Quality or Properties cf that Hr- 
mour. 

We ſhall not here ſhew all the diverſity of figns and differences in 
Stupid and Somnolent Sicknefſes : The Ancients ſhould have done well 
to have called all Stupid or Somnolent Sicknefle, and ſo have made 
diftinRion according to obſervation ; but deſcribing onely five kindes, 
as, Lethargy, Apoplexy, Catalepfis, Coma and Carus, and they to be {0 as 
we have deſcribed, the Reader is much deceived : for, for any to be 
fick of any Torpid or Somnolent Diſeaſe juſt as they have deſcribed, is 
very rare ; and why ſhould they deliver that as a common Rule and 
Method in Nature, that is as accidentary and caſual as any thing ?- for 
to which can we refer many Soparous Sickneſles ? neither Lethargies, 
becauſe they ariſe from another cauſe than what the Ancients did ſer ; 
and not Apoplexies, becauſe they hold them in a difterent manner : (© 
that neither in the Cauſe or Symptoms are they exactly referrable to 
any of their Names, nor perhaps Natures, 


IT, We ſhall treat of the Sickneſs of the Brain,wherein is an aggra- 
vation of Senſe, and exaltation of. the Spirits ,. contrary tothe other 
of Stupidity and Diowhinels,. 


The 


64 A Traflate of the Diſeaſes of the Head, 


The Ancients,and alſo Moderns,call them Phrenitiss, Mania,and Me 
lancholia. 

Phrenitis , ſay they, is a continual raging, with a ſharp Feaver, 
wherein the Imagination alone, ſometimes the Reaſon is hurt, from 
an Inflamation of the Membranes, or the Brain it ſelf; therein is, 
ſay they, a ſtoppage of Urine, breathing ſmall and frequent, 

Mania, ſay they, is a fury tivturne With boldneſs and fierceneſs, from 
the fire of the Spirits moved, or yellow Choler burnt ; as Eris ſaith, 
from puttified blood : there is no Feavet in this, ſome ſay, becauſe 
there is no putrefaRtion, 

Melancholia, ſay they, is a raging without a Feaver , with Fear and 
Sadneſs; without a Feaver from a melancholy humour, which they 
ſaid was Citherin the Head it ſelf, or did in vapour teem up thither, as 
from the Hypoconders and Spleen. This (ſhort deſcription I take, as 
moſt generally received by the Moderng from the Ancients ; but to go

oing be not in the Symptoms, Cauſe, Manner, and Meaſure of a Maria, 
1tmuſt be a Phrenſie ; if it be not correſpondent with the Siens 
and Cauſes of a Phrenhe, it muſt be a Melancholy : Alſo we will ob- 

'ſerve, if it be a Madneſs, whether commonly it is exactly ſo, or acci- 
dentally ; or whether m one fick Perfon moſt familiarly, which is mott 
natural, and ſhould have been writ of accordingly there : Are not Sym- 
ptoms ſome of Mania, or Madneſs ; ſome of Phremts, or Phrenkie ; 
ſome of Melarcholia,or Melancholy ? or at leaſt, ſome Symptoms argue 
one, one time z and change of Symptoms argue another Diſeaſe, ano- 
ther time. Whoſoever diſtrufts the Truth of our Experiments, and 
Examples, and Anatomies , may be ſatished from Skenkizs, to go no 
further ; he hath colleted abundance of mens obſervations : But to 
theſe wz have added the Obſervations colle&ed from many men, by 
Mavcelln; Doratus; divers colleRed by Fohannes Fohnſlonus ; divers

Two others from blowes on their Heads, could not ſpeak ; -ofie had a 
loſs of going,the other Convulſions of his Eyes; one ſaw things double, 
the other died. Blowes or cuts of the Back-Matrow alſo hath cau- 
ſed the like, though not ſo frequently ; for many times nothing is to be 
ſeen in $ E Brain, the Sinews, and only ſome pairs being particularly 
reſalve + ES | Tl 


But ſecondly, We will ſhew ſomewhat of Convulfions, contrary 
motions to Reſolution and Numbneſs, and the Kindes of Epilephes 
joyned with the Kindes of Convulſions ; there cannot a competent 
difference be gathered : for where we ſhall ſee theſe things clear and 
fully,and diftinQ,as Authors have deciphered in Praftices, weſhall ren 

times 
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times ſce diverſity and different caſes ; yet Epilepticks hold a manner 
as conformable one to another, as almoſt any Diſeaſe : in the Generg or 
kindes, we ſhall alſo ſhew diverſe degrees, and divers moving and out- 
ward cauſes of convulfive motions. 

When I was a Youth, I took white Hellibore for my Quartain Ague, 
and I had a Convulhon of my Gullet ; ſo that it ſeemed to cleave to- 
gether to my apprehenſion , ; and to 1iſe as if ſomewhat was in my 
throat, 

Weread of Sardis or Apr riſus, an Herb that brings convulſions of 
the Face, Eyes and Cheeks, and men dye as if it were laughing, there- 
fore that is called R:ſus Sardonins, 

Toadftools, or Fangs arbores, bring convullives, and ftrangling Sym- 
ptoms to ſome. Forreſt, Ob, 116, lib, x0, obſerved a Woman that 
had her Eyes pulled up, her mouth diftorted, her Cheeks drawn aſide, 
her tongue immoveable to ſpeak, vehement contractions of her hands 
and feet, but without Riffneſs, from Toadſtools, 

Quickſilver in its fumes and evaporations, received into the Brain, 
is very bad ; the ſame Foreſt#s, beſides others, relates thereof : A Gil- 
der therefrom could notfleep or reſt, but turned him this way and that, 
did tremble in all his whole Body , his Face grew pale, and for two 
months was grievouſly held ; but he nſed much Quick/ilver, for that 
Goldſmiths, Peuterers, and Gilders muſt uſe, 

Ferneliss relates of a Painter that, unadviſed, took Vermilion ; he 
fell into Palfies and Convulhons ; at firſt he perceived all his parts 
more torpid and immoveable, then they began to be contracted, 
and to be drawn cold, and fixed, and rigid , his going was taken away, 
his Azms and hands were moſt free of pain, but about his Stomach, 
Guts,and Hypoconders, were moſt intolerable pairis, which che cruſh- 
ing of his Belly gave ſome mirtigation to 3 he had Intervals and Fits, 
and ſometimes the matter did work moſt in one part, then in apother, 
and in anocher manner : He was after a fortnight reſtored. 

To. Fob»ſlonus in Thaumatographia, a man exceedingly deſerving in 
Phyſick, writes from Mathiolns, that Napellus, a Plant, was given to a 
Thief ; he ſaid jr ralted like Pepper ; he firſt felt a Pale and ſtiffneſs 
in his left Arm and Leg ; then'it ſeized upon his right, leaving the for- 
mer ; then he was co!d, and had Convulhons of his Eyes and Mouth ; 
he vomited like Leeks, and thought he had a Ball at his Navil ; he was 
ſometimes rational, and again doted ; blinde, and ſaw again thrice ; 
and wept, and was cheared ; he thought he mult inſtantly dye, and pre- 
ſently the pw leaves and incermits ; he thrice was blinde, and ſaw 
again, and thiice in an Agony of oo his Tongue of all opens

harmleſs; he had huge beating of his Temples , and after a long con« 


f;& Nature overcame, and he recovered . 
I could produce many more ſuch relationsof the nature of Plants 


and Minerals, and Creatures, to raiſe Convulfions, and the varieties 
of vitiated motion, as al(o all other ails man is ſubje& to, bur theſe 
may ſuffice here, We have ſhewed in our Book called Phyſiology, Fa- 
troſophy and Pneumatography, how man is taken from, and made of the 
Earth, and how moſt of thoſe Principles are found in his Body; and 
therefore is it that one Plant ſympathizes with him, and another antipa- 
thizes ; one ſympathizes with ſuch a part of his body, and not another, 
bzcauſe in that partis a quality of Homogeneity to the quality of the 
Plant ; ſo ſome Mzdicines ſpoil one patt and not another, becauſe in 
that part peculiarly is a matter of an antipathetick ſpirit tothe ſpirit of 
the Plant, and ſo thzy fight: Were there nothing in the body of man 
of contrary quality to the blood, and ſpirits, and natural Juyces , there 
would be no Diſeaſes ; for Friends and Conſimilars do not fight; that's 
the reaſon that a poyſon in ene man works thus, in another {o, becauſe 
the conſtitution and quality of the humours are not the ſame; and as 
Plants do operate, or Minerals, or Animals on the Body of man vari- 
ouſly, according to the various nature of them, and the variety of the 
ſubje&, ſo do humours : for what qualities are in Plants or Minerals 
heterogenious to the quality of our ſpirits that conſtitutes our vitality, 
ſenſe, and motion, ſuch may alſo bz in the humours, and the humours 
of themſelves inimical{ly qualified by the air, aliment, or otherwiſe, 
may raiſe the ſame, and ſuch diverſity of Convulſions\, or other Ails 
whatſoever, as Plants and Minerals, and Animals ds, 

There isa ſtrange kinde of depraved motion, called Fit: ſalts, of 
conſtant leapingand dancing, in ſome with: contractions, in others 
with Delirium : Some ſuperſtitiouſly belteved that praying to St, Views 
would help them, 

Tulp.Odſ,14. lib. Tt. obſerved a Maid fifteen year old to have Con- 
vulſions or drawing up of her Nerves,always fitting, but when ſhe Rood 
or Walked, (he had none :. and O6/[.15. he obſerved a contraction of 
of the Nerves periodically, or by fits ; it aroſe firſt from Exphorbiuns 
taken, the which an inordinate horror did follow, and-:then Spaſms, the 
fits were very bad, and ſhook all his Body, and his minde and ſpeech 
was took way, And Os/. 17, a Campenſis woman had a peculiar depra- 
ved motion ; ſhe ſtrook her Knee firſt with one: hand , then the other, 
long together very violently,nor could ſhe be diflwaded-therefrom ; imi- 
nting with diſtinction of blows:Black-Smiths beating upon the Anvil; 
the Houſhold could not help her, h»t 1zid a Cuſhion upon her knees, ſo 
that her continued and hard (ixiking hurt her the leſs, In 
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In others is a firiking Knee-againſ Knee conſtantly and hard, from 2 
depraved motion in the Nerves, occaſioned by a ſecret qualification of 
the humours and Aﬀral Influence. 

Any matter, as itis a matter, is dead, but the Spirit in it is ative 
and communicable; and eve: ' Spirit, according to the quality GOD 
gave it, different from others, a&ts and officiates : Into all pure terrene 
Bodies, GOD did at firſt according to his good pleaſure, implant a Spi- 
rit of a peculiar Quality ; he could have made Sulphur purging , and 
Scammony binding ; he could have made Rhubatb to have onely a pro- 
priety for the Head, and Sage, Roſemary and Betony to reſpec pecu- 
liarly the Liver ; for the Bodies are nothing but the Spirits they con- 
tain, and the peculiar qualities of cheſe Spirits : ſo in mans Body, the 
humours, to look and confiftence, ſmell and taſte, may be the ſame, 
and yet have many and various qualities, 

Berwixt common Falling-fickneſs and Convulfions and fits of the 
Mother, many times is little difference ; but what variety is there here- 
of? ſuch an one is ſo handled, it is hard to ſay, whether they be Uterine 
Convulſions, or a'Convulfive Hylterick Patſion ; in all theſe ſome fall, 
in all theſe ſome do not fall ; in all theſe ſome feel a rifing up of ſome- 
what Within them, and in all theſe in others there is no ſuch apprehen= 
fion : In Vertigo's they fall, turn round, and there is ſuch variety, and 
Nature is not bound to a Road or Order ; that many perſons it is 
hard to-ſay whether they have a Vertigo, Epilephe, Convulon, or 
HyRerick Paſſion, or Swoonding : Some do affirm that men have Hyſte- 
rical fits, ſo like to women ; and: others ſay the Lungs ate the cauſe 
thereof : ſome foam at mouth, and ſnort ; ſome fore-ſee their fit, and 
fit down, and ſoprevent their falling : In Epilepfies ſome turn round 
a$ ina Vertigo, and then fall, and then have heavings of their Breſt, 
as in Hyſtericks, and then haye Convulfions, and then have foamings 
of the mouth, as in Madneſs or Drunkenneſs, and then ſnort as in A-' 
poplexies, and then ſtare and talk frangely, as in Phrenhes, and. then 
forgetall for a while, asin Lethargies ; and what diſeaſe ſhall we call 

all theſe Symptoms ? ſome HyR-ricks do fall, they gape, and firetch, 
and ſeem choaked, then have' falt contrations and convulhions, then 
perhaps hee Riff, and inflexible, and ſenſeleſs divers days, as in the 
molt exquiſite Apoplexy, pinched not feeling, 

Cornax. Encherid, Med. obſerved one (iff all over, his skin harden- 
ed like Leather, bis skin ſeemed as if it was Ruffed,, and Riff like jhe 
bark ofa Tree ; his Gullet was reſolved, bur Brain, Stomach, Anus, 
and Uiinary paſſage well; he was Riff- in all outward parts, /and back- 


bone could not be vent; nor his Joynts, 
K 2 Sole- 
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Solenandey obſerved one with pains and centraRtions of her Arms, 
Shoulders, and Knees ; ſce thoſe dittant parts ſhould be:affeRed toge- 
ther, 

Marcellu Donatus Hiſt. Med. Mirab. obſerved one that the great 
Toe of her Foot muſt always be moved, even in fleep, upwards and 
downwards, 

Saligs Annotat, ad Cap. 13. Pratt, Altomar, obſerved in one Mem- 
ber one while a Palſy, another while a Convulſion raged. 

Cardanns obſerved one after a Feaver and Convulfions, to have pant- 
ing and diſtenſion, Legs immoveable, and the Body leaping and toſ- 
fing. 
Faechinus Com, ad cap. 13. lib, 9. Rhaſis obſerved the Muſcles and 
Tendons Riff, and Rretched, drawing as it were part from paat, to diſ- 
ſolve Unity. 

Fernel. lib, 5. cap. 3. Pathol, obſerved a flatulent Convulfion, diffe. 
rent from all theſe, that didtwice or thrice a day afflit, ſtrong con- 
trations and coldneſs. 

Heurnins de Morbis Cap, obſerved one that had his Tnteſtines, Abdo-= 
men, Teſtes and Spermatick Veſſels drawn up; another was ſpaſmatical 
in the Azus : Divers obſerved the eating of Quails brought tlie falling 
Sickneſs and Convulfions. -, 

Concerning the inward and obſcure cauſes of Convullions and Epi- 
ſepfies, we will ſhew ſomewhat ; the outward, apparent, movent, and 
procatarRick Cauſes, appear in Praftices of Phylick , though defe- 
Rively, and ſomefalſe. 

Neretus Nerntius a Florentine Phyſician, opened one that had an 
Headach, then a Rheumatick Diſtillation, a Convulſion of the Neck, 
and Pofteriors ; dying, three ſpoonfuls of water was found to be ga-

We ſhall think it ſufficient to tranflate Thomas Bartholin, who to ſave 
others the pains of diſquifition, hath collected many Anatomies and 
' DifſcRions made by other men, Cent. 2. Hiff, 92. 

A'*Falling-fickneſs. by conſent of the lower parts rarely leaves any 
footteps of it to be ſeen in the Brain after Death ; for vapours are diſ- 
fipared with our Life : but if the Brain hath init ſelf 'contraRed any 
fauſr; it is eafily ſeen in the Dead. Bontiws Obſ. x.med.ind, in the Brain 
of a Souldier that had the Falling-ickneſs, found the Ventricles filled 
with a tough matter, and glutinous, . of 'a clayicolour; like yolks of 
Foos, but ſtinking: - Smetins in. 116,10, Aliſcel.” found! an abſceſs 'of 
white p15, Ballonins, lib. x. Ephem; found: ſinall and thin-Bodies like 

hairs 
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hairs in the Ventticles, to be the cauſe.: - That thin and. limpid Water 
was the'cauſe, both Yolcherns, Coiter, in Obſ, Hildan. in Obſ, Hevarins 
in Annot. ad ib. 2. Confil. Ballon. River, Cent. x, Obſ. 37. obſerved 
by difſe&ions : That Pm 1n the menings of the Brain was the cauſe, 
Fernelins, lib. 2. abdit Canſ. l, 15, Salmuth Cent, 1, Obſ, 17, found : 
That it was cauſed by a Corruption or Sphacelus of the Brain, Glandor. 
pins, Spec, chr, Obſ. 6.did find. Sometimes the Ventricles of the Brain 
are ſo fallen down in Epylepticks, that there is not an eafie and free 
paſſage for the Spitits ; even as Adrian Falcobmrgins an Anatomilt 
did obſerve, in opening publickly a Boy of ſixteen years old, that died 
in the very fit t chgge Was no other vitible cauſe of Death, or of the 
Falling-fickneſs, _than that the Vencricles of the Brain were very much 
compreſſed, and falling one upon anather, without any manifelt cavity ; 
but in the top of - the Brain, nigh the Cranium or Skul, he ſound har- 
dened blood ; and this my Brother Eraſmus Bartholinus ſaw. 

Alſo Cent. 3. Hiftor 80, relates of a Maiden, well-fleſhed, and of a 
florid Complexion, took with a Flux of the Belly, hardneſs in the right 
Hypochonder,. heat of the whole, thirſt, watchings, pains of the Head, 
white Excrements ; an Epilepſy ſupervened, and ſhe quickly died ; 0- 
pened, the whole Region of the Back, from the nape of the Neck, to 
the laſt Vertebra of the Spina, was black ; the Stomach in the left fide 
black, as if putrified and filed with a green humour ; Liver ſcirrhovs, 
and weighed ten ounces ; Gall large and filled with Choler ; bur the 
Brain weighed five pound, filled wich Water, and wich Bladders full 
of Water, 

It were an excellent thing, if all Symptoms differing, were com- 
pared to each differing cauſe, and ſo to find out what is the peculiarity 
of the cauſe, that doth cauſe that diverfity in the condition of two fick 
Parties, ſeemingly by the greater and molt permanent Symptoms, to 
have one and the ſame Diſeaſe ; yet where the parts ace alike affeed, 
or humours alike corrupted, the conſtitution will raiſe diverſity, 


Concerning the cure of all theſe Diſeaſes ſpecified, we.will give - 
theſe general Rules and Directions;forindeed. in each. of thoſe Dyſeaſes 
named, Carm, Coma, Apoplexia, Smubeth, Catalepſis, Memaria, Lt+: 
ſa,” Lethargos, Mania, CMelancholia, and Phrenits, Paralyſis, Super, 
Tremor, Convulſio, Epilepſia, &c. There is no Method general.; for” 
ſometimes contrary cauſes produce the like ſeeming effetts, -and one 
and the felf ſame cauſe ſeemingly, . though of a diveafe quality, !woyks - 
 varzous events z and we have: ſufhiciently-expreſied by the cauſes, rhe 


dverſity of cure 10 every one of theſe Diſeaſes,for that is the belt inſight 
wo - 
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we can'give to this creduſous Age, and addiced to fond opinion, tg 
ſhew the diverſity 'of Cauſes, which according to the Vulgur Proverb, 
Once known, the Diſeaſe .is half cured : And according to Phyloſophy, 
Tolle Cauſam & cefſabit Effetins, Take away the Cauſe, and the EffeS 
ceaſeth, 
FAPHORISMS. 

I. In every Diſeaſe, 'as the'Syinptoms vary, ſo the Cauſe ; and as 
the Cauſe varies, ſoin every Diſeaſe our Mechod muſt vary ; for in 
any ſickneſs there'be ſcarce two hold alike in all things. 

II. The Conſtitution eſpecially, bur alſo the Age, Cuſtoms and times 
of the yeat are to be weighed in the cure of 'every Perfon, fo that the 
method formerly delivered by Sylvine,” Roiideletins, Riverine, Heurnus, 
&c. is not ſufficient to learn any to praRiſe well and faithfully), unleſs 
they have diſtinguiſhing knowledge of their own ; in ſome, one ounce 
of the Emetick infuſion will work 20 times, in another ten, in another 
ſcarce once, in anothor it works onely downwards ; in one, one ſcruple 
of Jallap is a ſufficient doſe, in another of the ſame age, Sex and Rrength, 
one ounce will hardly work, and -ſo in the ſame manner for all other 
Medicines ; that that excites one Lethargick will not move another ; 
and that that reſtores Palfies in one, moves no ſenſe of feeling in ano- 
ther, for the ſenſe of feeling naturally is not alike in all. | 

II. Obſerve the Time of the Stars ;- for if given when Nature doth: 
not co-operate, we do nothing ; if Nature draws one Way,and our Me- 
dicines pull the other, a confufion is made, 

IV. Obſerve what contradiions there be in all Diſtempers ; take 
aWay the greateſt of two evils fiſt, and that that will be longeſt ere 
it kill, may be ſuffered longeſt ere cured : Alſo obſerve in 'curingone 
infirmaty, we do hot'aggravate-or make atiother ;| and alſo obſerve-yhat 
infirmities the fick uſually was prompt to, and judge that that was uſu- 
al to him in health, is the leſs dangerous in fickneſs, yet not without 
ſome exceptions ; alſo obſerve which Way the fick uſed to have his 
blood purged of Heterogenious matter, | 

V.” Phyficians are Natures Servants, and therefore muſt obſerve her 
Di&ates in any of theſe: Diſeaſes;'we may Purge,or let Blood,or Sweat, 
or move by Urine,,'or Salivate, or Synapiſate, or uſe Leeches as we 
ſee blood abound, and as we finde Nature opprefſed, or beginning an 
Excretion ſuch a way, - or of ſuch a matter, and in ſuch'a place, For 
Example, If any in a Stupid and ſottiſh. Diſeaſe bleeds much at Noſe, 
- hath the Hzmorrhoids ot courſes that uſed ro flow, Ropped, hath hear 
of the Body, beating of the Pulſes, ſwelled Veins, though it is contra- 


if 
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ry to Phyſicians Diredions in tupid Diſeaſes to Bleed ; yet it is con. 
venient here in theſe caſes to let blood, and chiefly in the Arteries; ot 
if Arteriotomy may not be allowed, or cannot be celebrated, a Vein of 
the Forehead, Temples, or behind the Ears, or Jugulars, ate to be 0- 
pened, for they draw immediately from the part ; and experience will 
witneſs for it, againſt thoſe of the Circulation, that in all caſes will 
bleed in the Arm, becauſe of the community of Veſſels : Furthermore, 
if in Falling-fickneſs, Convulfions, DiltraQtion, Light-headedneſs, and 
Melancholy or the like ; if any thing break forth by the Ears, or No- 
firils, or any other way ; we are to judge the Morbifick matter like to 
it, and we are to draw it forth by thoſe parts Nature hath begun and 
ſhewed us the way. , 

VI. We muſt endeavour,if we perceive itis a Matter or Humour that 
doth cauſe the Diſeaſe, to draw it outwardly, and from the more Noble 
to the leſs Noble Parts; Alſo we muſt obſerve the EmunGcories of 
Nature, in moſt Diſeaſes of the Head, ſhaving of the whole Head, and 
applying bliſtering Epiſpalticals were good , parriculatrly behind the 
Ears, and upon the Sutures ; vehement purging will do nothing in a 
confirmed Diftemper, and where Humours are ſetled and coagulated, - 
and the Brain corrupted, 

VII. This alone, what ever Practical Authors have writ, is conve- 
nient to all perſons ina ſleepy Diſeaſe, and to all perſons in araging 
Diſeaſe, and to all perſons in a depravation, or abolition of feeling 
and motion ; -to give Specificks, to oppoſe the quality of the Humour, 
that is Narcotical, or Maniacal, or Spaſmattical, or Paralytical ; in- 
all thoſe fits of falling, as Vertiginous, Hyſterical, Epileptical, Ca 
raleptical, Convulfive and Syncopical, Pzony, Caltorium or its Spi- 
nit, Succinum or Oil of Amber , Elks Claw, &c. are convenient, be- 
2auſe in theſe is'an oecultquality, oppoſe to that occult quality in the 
Humour that cauſeth the falling : in all ſleepy ficknefles, Roſemary, 
Betony, Caſtorium, Juniper Berries, Sage, Marjorum, Lavender, 
Lillies of the Valley, Tilz-Tree, Chamepitis, Aflafaetida, and Phu. 
Silveſtre, are Specifical, becauſe theſe in all Cauſes, and in all Hu- 
mours', endued with a- Narcotick Quality, whereby they work and- 
change our Bodies, do by an oppcfite quality in them oppoſe and over- 
power the Natcotical qualified Spirit of thoſe Humours, 

In-an agil, and hot, and ſpirituous qualification of Humours, which: 
doth produce raging, madneſs, and fury, and dotage,. and is of high 
Heterogeneity to the Quality of our Spirits; and therefore ſeveral Poy- 
ſons will cauſe Deliriums and Madneis, Roſemary, Fumitory, Beto-. 
oy; . Couſlips , Epithimum , Lapis Lazali, are Specifical againft Do- 
tage, 
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tage, and loſs of Ratiocination : but to (top the furious vapours of hot 
Blood, and the fermencing in hot and acrimonious Humours, and to 
obtund. their Actimony, and (top their Motion, Opium, Laudanum, 
Poppies, Nightſhade, L2ctice, Violets, Mandrakes, Henbane, Stramoni. 
um & Houllz:ks,have an Anipathetick Quality;for theſe cauſe reft,and 
are »2zxo) xa, of the ſame Nature and Quality that the humours are of, 
that caule Coma,Carm, and Lethergy ; torman being deduced'from the 
Earth, hath its qualities (I think all) naturally, or , by cuſtom, or by 
corruption in his Blood and humours, that are tobe fourd in Mine- 
rals, Plants, or other Animals : in ſome perſons Opium will not make 
ſleepy ; in ſome Tobacco will not cauſe Vomut, eaten ; in ſome Spiders 
will diſtend and ſwell them no more then their ordinary nouriſhment ; 
ſome eat Arſenick and Hemlock harmleſly.. The only reaſon of thele 
things is this, By cuſtom (or otherwiſe by a peculiar Temper) ſuch 
things eaten, turn the Blood and Juyces into their Nature and Quality, 
and ſo being Homogenious do not fight, and that is the reaſon of Ap. 
petites ; one loves one thing, another another, becauſe of a Juyce of 
ſuch a quality in his Stomach, that ſympathizes and antipathizes with 
ſuch nouriſhment, 

Let the Palſy, Convulon and Stupor, or trembling Motions come 
from what cauſe they will, hurting the Sinews, Earth-worms, Rhue, 
Caſtorium, Sage, Roſemary, Betony , Chamepitis, Succinum, or 
the Oyls of theſe outwardly help ; why ? becauſe 1n all, the Sinews are 
hurt ; now theſe affit and rengthhthe Sinews by a peculiar quality, 
implanted originally by God at their firſt makirtg, according to his good 
pleaſure ; and why Rhue ſhould have a quality to help the Sinews, and 
Henbane to hurt them, we can give no account : It pleaſed GOD in 
ſuch a Plant to put a Cauſtick Spirit, in ſuch a Narcotick qualitied 
Spirit ; and in ſuch an one a quality to reſpe& the Brain, in another to 
reſpe& the Liver, : 

VIII, If two or more parts are corrupted, inflamed, obſtructed, 
&c, we muſt chiefly-in cure, reſpect that that was firſt, for perhaps 
that cauſed the other ; a great deal of Water, or Ichor, or Sanies may 
be-heaped up in ſuch a part, though ſent from another ; as in Drophies, 
all the Bowels are oft found corrupted and rotted, and yet all were 
not the cauſe, but that or they that gave occaſion to the water to en” 
creaſe,” which corrupted all : ſo if much Water, or Blood, or Choler 
be h:aped up in the Head, we mult reſpeR the part ſending, as well as 
the part receiving ; perhaps the Uriters do not catry ſo much Urine as 
was wont ; -perhaps the Gall doth not ſeparate the Choler, it uſed to 
do, and eje& it ; perhaps the Blood is not let out or excerned,or ſweat 
out or ſeparated,or purified as it ought or uſed to be, More- 
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pct ary gry ay wet een g, _ the pead

X, The Lungs are very frequently found to ſtick to other parts, be- 
ing of a clammy Subſtance, and flegmatick Nature ; in all infirmities 
of the Breſt, they may ſtick, or adhere, or grow out of order, to one 
part orather; they are nigh, eſpecially too as that part conſents in cor- 
ruption With them. 

Pet, Paw, im a Tabid Perſon opened, found both parts of the Lungs 
ſticking or growing firmly to the Ribs, 

T ho, Barth, Cent. 3. Hift, 2, in another Tabid or Phthiſical Perſon, 
found the Lungs, being light and ſpongy, to be groyn to the Ribs ; 
andin the.76 Hiſtory of his 2 Cent, a Pchufical Perſon was opened, the 
Lungs were void of Blood, and dried, and grew firmly to the Ribs on 
the right fide. 

R;verins. Obſervat, Cent, 1, page 84, found in one that died of an 
Ulcer of the Heart, ſpitting of Blood, Cough, difficulty of breathing, 
pain of the ſide, &c,- that the Lungs were firmly knit to the ribs and 
Diapbragma, and Pericardiam, as if united into one Body, 

Columbus Lib. 15. Anatomie, ſaith, He bath frequently found the 
Lungs kit tothe Pleura, ſometimes in one ſide, ſometinues in another, and 
ſometimes in both, 

Johannes Bauhinus Obſ, relates one laboured of 2 defluxion upon his 
Lungs and Breſt; a Diarrheg-preceeded ; he had a Cough, great Rretch- 
1g out of the Stomach, belching and »axſea, he was diſpoſed to goutiſh 
and Stone=Cholical-pains formerly ;, dying ſuddenly, and opened, the

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Lungs on the right fide did cleave to the fide ſwelled, as if inflamed, 
the left part ſwam in bloody Water, ſuch as Bauhinus nere ſaw before ; 
in one Kidney was diverſe ſmaller, and one great Stone , the other 
Kidney waſted ; Water was in the Belly ; the Stomach that by the ſym- 
toms leemed affeRed, is not mentioned to be hurt, 

Hercules Saxoma did find in two, With ſome difference, that the 
cauſe of their Aſthma and ſpitting of Blood, was an inward corruption 
of the Lungs, and outwardly their growing to 'the Plewra or fide ; but 
one cf them ſeemingly died of a Dropſy.

And the next obſervation but one,was a diflection of a dropfical par- 
ty that coughed, was ſhort winded and Phthifical ; his Lungs were ra- 
ther dry then moiſt, and void of Blood, hangivg flaccing. 

Moſt of theſe things make againſt the Moderns, eſpecially ſuch as I- 
dolize the invention of the right wayes the Blood circulates in ; they 
attribute much to the Heart, Spirits, and too ſwift or ſlow motion of the 
Blood, and other fangles about the Veſſels and their community;which 
are but ſometime, if at any time, in any meaſure true : Men muſt ima- 
vine ſtill, that Nature muſt change and alter, as the Vertices of their 
Brains whirl about,

the Lungs dryed, void of Blood, and grown to the fides, and yerrmuch

XII. The Lungs are found Scirrhous, as all other inward Bowells 
are ; ſometimes full of hard knots, ſometimes they have thick Mat- 
ter in them; ſometimes. like Mrheroma, ſometimes like Steatoma, and 
ſometimes like Melicerss ; and ſometimes they have Worms, Stones, 
and concrete Matter or Blood therein ; and ſometimes they are Spon- 
gious, and ſometimes pure Carutcles : Yet the Practical Phyficians 
wrote only of Scirrhs of the Liver and Spleen, as if they were peculi- 
ar to thoſe parts alone ; they are indeed in thoſe parts as well as others, 
but as rarely ſo, and ſuch as they deſcribe, as any other ; ſo that from 
one or two Obſervations they chanced to ſee, (if they were grounded 
on Qbſervation) Experientia interdum Fallax ; they laid down the _ 
ra0 
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thod of Nature, which Obſervation might be as great a rarity and pe- 


culiar caſe as any, for in the difſeted two are not exattly found alike, 
or at leaſt rarely by one man in all things, 


Many times a diſpute is more about the ſenſe or fignification of a - 
Word, or the name of the thing, then any ching elſe ; onz meaning 
one thing by ſuch a word, another another ; one rakes the word from 
the Genuine hgnification of the Word, or Radix, or that from whence 
it is derived ; another from the common acception, or what ſuch have 
ſeemed to mean by it ; that ſhould alwayes firſt be known what they 
mean by ſuch Words, or Titles, or names of things, for perhaps 
_—_— they might at firſt underſtand one another, and be recon- 
ciled, 

But the word Scirrh was took by the Ancients and Moderng, as it 
purely ſignifies, being a Greek word ex};por, fromthe Verb outpi» to 
make hard ; yet they mean not only an hardneſs, but hard ſwellings 
thereby : Indeed many times the common uſe of a word, this way or 
that way, makes it proper this way or that way. 


Fohannes Bauhinus, as we have afore related, found the Lungs har- 
dened, but liker a Phlegmone then Scirrh, as the Ancients deſcribed ; 
we (hall rarely ſee any thing in all points exactly cohere with their de- 
\cription. . 

Petrus Spehrerixs, an Tralian Phyſician, found them hard, as afore re- 
lated, but as it were turned into perfect Rone, 

Schenchins Filwnu, writes of one that had a maſle of fleſh weighing 
three pound, that was concreted or hardned,as if the fleſh was laid plate 
upon plate, and outwardly was a Tumor in the fide, 

Fohannes Heſſus, in an Obſervation communicated by Joachim: Cams - 
rarius to Fo, Schenkzus writes , That one that ſpat Blood with a (alt di- 
Rillation and Cough was opened, and in his right fide was found a Tu- 
bercle ſticking tothe Lungs, it was large and like a Sponge, {ſo that it 
is appertinenc to the ſixch head, 

Nicholaus, Serm. 4. Tra, 2. Cap. 6, One almoſt ſuffocated, cough- 
ed up a piece of hardned fleſh, large, and other pieces ſmaller, and was 
eaſed;a year after the ſame ſeemedto be regenerated,and he died,choak- 
ed thereby. 

Bentvenius, cap. $8, de abditis. A woman ſeemed for a good while, as 
if ſhe (ſhould be choaked or ſuffocated, and topped vp; at lalt ſhe fell in- 
to a very troubleſome Cough, and brought up a piece of hard fleſh, and 
was eaſed quite, 

Foureſins 
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Fein obſerved an Athmatical ſo, by coughing up an hard Caruncle, 
eaſed, 

One voided in Shenkins a Tabid,that had a Cough diverſe years,wirh 
much matter like a fiſhes Bladder or Swimmer,as ſome; Lohoch Sanum, 
and de pulmoxe Vulpis, &c, did no good till this came up. 

We may. reduce things to Heads, but in all theſe heads are ſo many 
varieties, that they are ſcarce reduceable under any one name, they do 
ſo vary; ſo thatit is hard to ſay, Whether the b:long to this or that 
kind, or to any, or whether they ate a Genws by themſelves, or a Species 
of ſame ſtrange and diffrent Genas, : 

Skenk. pag. 218, hath gathered two Obſervations, 

One from Hollerins : One died of a Drophe of the Breſt, a Congh, and 
oreat thirſt, the Lungs were found wondertully dried ; but this is refera- 
ble to the eleventh head. 

The other from Franciſeus Michinus, of one that ap; 9-196 died of 
an Empyema or Dropſy of the Brett, the Pleara, and ſo the Lungs, Me- 
diaftinums, and partly the Spleen and Midriff, were thick and callous, ar 
brawny fleſhed. | 

Who would have imagined that Mr. Fra»css Edwards of Aleſy in t his 
County, troubled long with an oppreſling and iuffing at his CheR, eaſe- 
able by no PeRorals, ſhould have had an Animal like a Serpent bred 
there? he died at London, about the year 166 x,and was opened,the Phy- 
ficians. deſiring to ſee the cauſe of his ſtuffing and. clogging that they

Nor are all theſe things we have Writ, ſuch firange and rare Cafes as 
ſome may imagine , but if men were opened, they would be thought 
the _ cauſes of fickneſſes, the wonderful variety. of Nature.con- 
ſidered, | | 

Jo. Bilgerss in his Epiſtle to Gregory Horſftins, intimates how a Maid 
that had a ſtuffing and ſhort breathing many years,at laſt that encreafing, 
ſhe died, was opened ; the Lungs found blackiſh, but no other fault in 
them, (this is referrable to trengthen what we ſaid in the ninth Head) 
but when the Aſpera Arteria,. according to its-longitude, came to be 
cut up nigh the paſlages of the Lungs, through which Air is-to be brought 
for fanning native heat ». many black Caruncles like little knots or 
Peaſe,ſome bigger, ſome leſs, were found together,filling up the paſſa-

X111I. Diſtinion of Cauſes is took from Conſumption or abſolute 
waſting away of the Lungs, as ll other parts of the intern Body do - 
and truly there is ſcarce any thing we have writ of the Lungs, bur is 
found in other parts ; and what cauſes are found in other parts, conſid 
ratis confiderandis, may be found in the Lungs ; and therefore we have 
been the larger to deſcribe all particulars. 

A Gentlewomans Son, whom I knew at Hazntingdon, was opened at 
London, dying of a Phrhifick, he had bur a lictle bit of his Lungs lefe, 
his Liver huge large. 

A Kinſman cf mine in Ho!burn was Phthifical many years, and lived 
beyond expeRation; he had fix or ſeven children, all died, bur ſome li.

Georgins Craſecchm in tra#. de Pulmonam Vitus, DiffſeXed one that 
died of a Cough, and difficult breathing Phthifical ;. in the lefr capacity 
of the Thorax was much Water, purulent and fzculent, and ſome did 
atfrmilate ro Pwlris,and a very ſmall part of the Lungs left. 

By theſe iris clear,man may live with a little ptece of his Lungs; and 
he oftner dies of their ftoppages or diverſity of corruption, then of their 
waſting, ten to one ; and after this manner Nature a&ts in the reſt of the 
intern parts. 

Petrus Foreſts, in Scholio ad Obſeruat, 37. lib. 2, Relates of one

++ Aſcires, the werd for common Dropfies,comes from dew; 2 Greek 
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word fignifying a Baſon, Laver, or Pitcher, becauſe their Bellies refer 
to the Bellies of Pitchers,or Water-Veſſels ; ſothatfrom the faſhion 
of the tumid —_ it is proper to call them Aſciticks, though Water 
is not the Cauſe, but as the word is commonly taken, improper. 

2, Tympanites in Latine, and Tympany in Engliſh, according to the 
common meaning,ſhews a windy Drophie ; but the ſence of the 'word 
ſhews a Drum ; or that the Belly Rrutting forth and ſounding like a 
Drum, may in any perſon be called a Tywpany, though it may be with- 
out wind z yet water without ſome wind will ſcarce yeild a noiſe : It 
comes from $Ypreyry, that ſignifies a Drum. 

3. A third kind, or name of diſtinion uſed by the Ancients, was 
eAnaſarchs, or Leucophlegmatia, they commonly meant by the uſe of 
thoſe words a puffing up of the Body and Face from Flegm, the Skin 
looſe, Face blufted and pale ; ff we go to the meaning of the word in the 
Original Derivation «'vas#pxe, per carne, it fignifies ſome humour or

But people bave been deceivedin theſe, for Nature imitates no ſuch 
Order-or Rule, there is no neceſſity for a Drophie, if it be not according 
to the deſcription of Aſcites, to be Anaſarsa, nor if it be not Anaſarca 
muſt it be Tynpanites: To ſee a party juſt as Galen deſcribed, is as rare 
as thoſe they count ſtrange Caſes, We ſhall let the Reader ſee the 
Truth, as far as man hitherto can find a method in Nature, which in- 
deed in theſe caſes is to want a method ; ſpecially as to peculiar and 
{mall things : the quality in every matter, if we could ſee it, or know

- pour out-the Serwm into the capacity of the Abdomen, and: then fill a- 
gain ?, for we know nothing will endure a ſupzrabundance ; and'more 
Sernms ill oufing- and-prefiing into theſe bladders, breaks them, and 
they fall down flat, and by degrees gather more Serum, and are diſten- 
ded; indeed there is-rarely any Botch, Srruma, Glandula, Callu, Apo- 
tiem, Tumour, Ulcer, Gangrene, F:ſts/a, Cancer, Sphacelus, Diſcotora- 
tion, Tubercies, &c.. that happen to the outward parts; but they happen 


to theinwatd Bowels ,:as Diver, Spleen, Heart, Reins, Meſentery, 
Lungs, Merneg Paxcreas, Gall, &s. 2

we conſider that in all things are different kinds,and in all kinds differ- 
ing degrees, We muſt allow the extream of bloody Water, to be pure 
Blood ; for every thing hath its two extreams of exceeding little, ex- 
ceeding great, and its mean or medriocrity : - we ſee in ſwelled Hydro- 
ical Legs, and other ſwellings of the outward parts, the matter, 
ſeems 1ed hot. Blood at firft flowing , then by corruption, or the 
Atoms of the Blood exhaling, it'turns pale, wheyith or wateriſh often- 
times ; ſo in the Body of many Hydropicks Blood may firft low, and 
by lying, looſeth its colour, as beat 1 ſuppoſe, when it is extravaſated 
will quickly make it do, ſome have tryedit they ſay.

in other Guts was abutidance of wind, exceedingly diftending them, 
and breaking forth with great violence as ſoon as they were cut; no wa- 
ter was found in him.” Ido not ſee it ſo proper to call this 2 Tympany, 
as an Illiack paſſion ; and if it had been joyned with water, it had not 
ſo properly been called a Tympany neither, ſo that with Water (Wind 
commonly being made through RarefaQtion of Water by heat into Air) 
it might be called a Water-Drophe with Inflation, without Water an 
Inflation, Illiack or Cholical dittemper : Indeed where there is much 
Water, commonly is ſome Flegm ; and where both theſe be, .common- 
ly there 1s windineſs, becauſe they are made of a moiſt, cold, raw,and 
ſpiritleſs diſpoſition of the Blood and Bowels. 

We ſhall diſcover no more kinds of Drophes in this Order, but un- 
der the Concommitant Symptomes we thall enumerate, much more 
variety may appear ; but to go curiouſly to diſcriminate of each of thoſe 
ſeven.

ma or difficult breathing, that is moſt general, Plater. pag. 638, A

purgations, 1s delivered of her Dropfie. And Obſ.pag. 64. A Noble- 
man drew his breath with exceeding Rraitneſs in a Droplie, he uſed to 
drink hot and ſtrong Liquors ; be died. 

Skenk,pag.417. One Aſcitick, was not commonly ſo ftrait-breathed, 
but when, he went to eat or drink or to-{leep, he was atmoſt choaked; 
Ryver, Cent. 2, Obſ. 67. mentions an Althma in a Drophi, as an high 
trouble co the Hydropick party he mentions ; And

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hardbreathed, died hydropical ; opened, there. was a ſwelling of the 
Meſentery weighing twenty poutid, chat was three years increaſing, and 
cruthed up. the parts, -for the Lungs and Breſt, and all other parts were 
ſound ; and Obſerv,.39. an Aftbma in an Hydropick was exceeding 
oreat, water Ian out dayly per ſcrotum, but gave no eaſe.

In one (that he opened) be 
found the Kidneys exulcerated and perforated, and no other matters of 
corruption to or 18 other parts conſiderable, yet the cruſhing up of the 
Diaphragma and Lungs, by the redundancie of water , cauſed a great 
Dy/pnea; the party afore Death had let out much mater by bliſters, 
made in the lower parts , and the Belly did aſlwage and fink therefrom,

In a Lady I knew that was Hydropical, after letting Blood, wind did 
ſo increaſe that ſhe died Tympanitical ; the taking away Blood in ſuch 
cold Diftempers, which all are.not cold, weakens Nature, and adds to 
the Morbifick Cauſe. | 

Thoſe ſwellings that come ſuddenly all over , or in the Belly eitber, 
though the ſwelling dints like water, yet there is much wind thereio. 
See Tulp. Obſ, Med, 1ib, 2. and Plat, pag. 632, two ſuch were cured: 
All things have their variety, anddivers kindes, and every kind its e- 
cies, and every ſpecies vanety and degrees ; two Extreams, and one 
HMedinnw : the greateſt wiſdom is to diſtinguiſh between likes ; _

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might put an endto many Controverhes ; and to know Natures variety 

might end many Diſputes ; and when one ſaith a thing is thus, another 

ſaith, Nay, but 1t is {o, and both theſe may be true ; for in one it may 

be ſo, in another thus ;. one ſaith this is the Cauſe of a Dropſie, ano- 

- that, and both may be in the right ; for both theſe are in ſome the 
auſes. 

Sometimes there is much wind without any water, as in our ſeventh 
Head or Diſtinion of Kinds, and ſometimes there is much water 
without any wind or flatuofity ; ſometimes they are equally quantati- 
zed ; and ſometimes in an Inflation is a little water, and in an Aſc:tes 
a little wind; and ſo for Flegm, which is onely thickned water, or glu- 
tinated moiſture.

ſay of this, as of wind, ſometimes there is much water or wind without 
any flegm, and ſometimes much flegm without any water or Wind ;

ted together in one Body ; ſometimes a Tympany and Lexcophlegmatia

Johannes eAicholtzins, in his Epiſtles, teftifies of a Woman that in- 
Summer and Autumn had a ſwelling of her Belly, ſhe was newly marri- 
ed, and they thonght her with Child ; in Winter grievous pains tear- 
ing and tretching out, vexed her, ſpecially on Nights ; no other parts 
ſwelled , no ſeeming windineſs, ſhe grew ratherleaner, her Belly roſe 
in bigneſs; when they ſaw no motion of an Infant,ſhe was thought with 
Child no longer, but to haye a Drophie : ſhe died of wonderful pains ; 
and being anatomized, abundance of fat was found in her Body, no 
looſe water, but bladders of pure water here and there in the paſlages, 
that did diſtend the Belly ; no wind, her parts were ſound, Liver pale, 
and Caul very little,

But Rzveris, in Obſerv, Communis, pag. 285, relates of implacable 
Thirſt in a Drophe, where a continual Feaver was complicated. 

A Drophie began with Vomiting, Heart-pains, Jaundice and ThirR, 
Plater, Obſ.6F5 3. 

Some in Drophes have neither want of Appetite nor Thirſt, ax divers 
of onr aforegoing Obſervations, relating all the Symptoms that hap- 
pened todivers Hydropicks, mention ; as alſo Tidicew, in his Epiſtles 
to Fo. Schexk , teltihes, 

21, There are many other and varying Symptoms happening to Hy- 
dropicks, though not peculiar thereto ; as alſo all the Symptoms in Hy- 
dropicks do happen. in moſt other hcknefles ; which could not be, if 
Nature obſerved ſuch a Raje and Method in Diſeaſes as the Pratticks 
thought : Sometimes a Cough troubles Hydropicks, which we have 
obſerved, and to be from Serwm tranſuding into the. Breſt , and by its 
mild ſharpneſs tickling the Lungs and rough Artery ;. and thence, by 
the faculty of ExpulGon given them, they cough, that nothing may ftop 
our breathing : Two we have known recovered, that, coughed pretty 
much in Dropfies ; though Hippocrates, Seft, 6, Aphor. 35. ſaith, 7: ov 
USearnoua BE rarwoutrn, xaxew, Thoſe that bave water betwixt the 
Skyn, a ( ongh coming, it is evil : Scoljographns ad cap.39. lib.1. Holler, 
de Morb, int. alſo ſaith, In ſowe Dropſies, a Cough # no evil ſign We ſee 
reaſon in many Hydropicks for Coughs, the Lungs being found ſo faul- 
ty in ſuch a different manner when they are opened, ; 


Next we ſhall (hew from the Truth of Obſervation in divers, the 
beginning of Drophes, or how any may beſt. (though never certainly) 
tell the coming on of a Drophe : Indeed the knowledge of the Stars 
for all foreſeeing, 1s moxe .certain.'than Galenical, or Hippecratical 
Rules. - . 

We related two Obſervations before out of Horſtizs, of a Tympany 
with water, that began with little Urine, and crude, ſwelling of the 
Feet, Laſſitude, and ſhort breathing : In another water ſwelled with- 
aut Inflation ; the begzoning was inappetence, laſſttude, pale colour, 
faintings, and difficult breathing, 

In one a Dropkie began With ſwelling of the Feet towards night, atid 
bad breathing, Plat. O8[ , 632, And 

Plat, 641 page of Obſ. Extwberantie, One uſed to drink much varie- 
ty of Wine, he had a Diſtillation, a Cough, diffculty of breath, anda. 
Drophie enſued, 
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And Pag. 65 3. Firſt the hizmorrhoids were Ropped in one that 
they uſed to flow in, then the Urine was Ropped for three days, bur 
both were moved again, and at hberty; but then the feet ſwell, a Fea- 
ver comes, but that ſoon ceaſeth ; then comes thirſt, vomiting, Heart- 
pains, and Jaundice, and they alſo ceaſe in part ; the Drophe encreaſes, 
and continues, 

Plater, lib, 3, Obſ. Extub. pag. 655. A Woman hath her Belly grown 
_ great, anddiltended like a 1 ympany, or windy puffing up, then her 
feet towards evening begin to ſwell ; being timely taken, ſhe is cu- 
red, 

Fohanxes Fridericas did obſerve, in Obſ, Mod. a Diarrhea, Strangury, 
and hard breathing together, to begin a Drophie. 

And Plat, obſerved little Urin, thick and Saffton-coloured, inbegin- 
ing of. one Drophe, and very red-in another, 

'Riverius obſerved two or three Rheumaticks to fall therefrom into 
" Drophies, and to be peſtered with Diſtillations in Drophies, 

We will endeavour to be ſhort : Nothing holds alike in all ; ſome 
Symptoms come. before the Drophez and then ceaſe ; ſome begin with 
the Dropfie, and go thorow With it ; ſome ſfupervene, and laft till af- 
rer the Dropkie is cured. 

Daretuws commenting upon Hippocrates in Coacts, obſerved in one 


Dropkie an Epilepſie aroſe or ſupervened ; and to that Falling-fickneſs 
an Apoplexy, that took Life away : Epilephes are cauſed often of wa- 
terin the Brain, and therefore in reaſon they might oftner occur in 
Droplies. 


Next we ſhall diſcover what Diſeaſes or Aﬀects Dropſies follow up- 
on, that all may (ee what Method and Courſe is in Nature, as nigh as 
we can, briefly. | 

HMareellus Donatus, Hift. Med. lib, 4. cap. 21, wiites that he hath 
ſeen Drophes to follow ſomerimes upon a waſting of the Lungs, ſome- 
times npon Exulcerations of the Lungs, and ſometimes after ſpitting

Fohannes Fridericus Trafelmannus Obſ, Med. writes, One was ſubje& 
to Teriian Agues, and Eryſepela's for five years, then he was troubled 
with a difficult breathing, or ſhort-windedneſs, -a Strangury and Drar- 
rhaa, then his Belly ſwells, and he died Hydropical; erghteen pints of

ver grew to the Diaphragma, and was filled with many black ſtones,

To a Flegmatick bluft and pale ſwelling, came a ſwelling of the 
whole Body from Watet, Pains Renealmns,Obſ., 122, 

A pait! in the Region of the Spleen went afore a Droplie, Ruv. 
Cent. 3. 08(, 17, 

One had beating of the Arteries, a ſtopt and Flegmatick Diſtemper, 
- —_ were long fopped, and to theſe a Drophie puts a period, 
Plat. 6358, 

A Maid thirty years old had long a beating of her Heart and Arte. 
ries, difficult breathing, a pile colonr, then comes a Dropſie, where- 
ip Was great thirſt ; the middle of her Body, or half was macilent, de- 
jected appetrite,ſtopt courſes, and ſwelling of her Pace alſo were pre+ 
ſent, idem ibidem, | 

One that was ſubje& to Cholical Nephritical and Arthritical pains, 
had ſometinies his Joyms contraRted, he uſed many ftrong hot Drinks, 
and being old, none of his former Diſtempers,but a Drophic ſuperven- 
ing, took him away, Plas. Obſ. 641, 

After ſupprethon of Hemorrhoids and Urine, bringing a Feaver, 
the Feaver ceafing, a Jaundice enſues with Vomit 'and Thirſt; thoſe 
ceaſing, or at lealt mitigated, a Drophe takes riſe, and yetis cured, 
Plat, pag. 653. 

A Drophe did enſue on large bleeding, and frequent Hzmorrhages, 
Schenk, in Obſ, med. pag. 414. in divers. 


Next we will- deliver ſome obſervations of the difference of Drop- 
fies concerning their -Cronicalneſs , or Acuteneſs and Criticalnels, 
though divers ſuch have been diſcovered amongſt the Obſervations 
preceeding.

Drophie of the Breſt was four years encreaſing,all that while ſhort- 
windedneſs did afflit, and daily encreaſed : ,dying, the Lungs were 
found (potted outwardly, and being cuc, did inwardly appear putrified, 
Johannes Bulgerms, Epiſt, Med. | Fx 
Hercules Saxoma and HMercurials, Obſerved ſome Dropſies, ſoon 
made,in few dayes killing; difleed, much Blood, to fourteen or fifteen 
pints, were found in the Capacity of the Belly. kd 
We commonly. have obſerved Dropſies; as. they differ in afl other 
things, (6 in the Acuteneſs and Cronicalneſs,; ſomediein-a quartex of 
a year, ſome in half a year ; ſome atthe years end, and; ſome not till 
two years : and ſo ſome recover in a quarter, ſcme in half, ſome.in a 
whole year ; and ſome recover after two years, Hydropicalneſs,bur this 
not very frequent : they are beſt and eafilieſt cured at firſt, // |

Divers in. Dropſies finde one thing that cures them or leſſens their 
evil, and then through uncarefulneſs, or Aſtral Ordination, they fall 
back and die 3 and ſometimes are cured upon a relaps, but not ſo com- 
monly:that Medicine that gave help or eaſe at firſt,upon a relaps for the 
moſt part Will avail little. . | 


In the next place we ſhall ſhew ſomewhat of Prognoftick Signs : 
Though nothing is more uncertain; many things may be gathered from 
what Obſervations preceded : for we ſet down at the end of the Re- 
lations of the Symptoms, ſuch an one died, or recovered, ot was cured, 
to avoid the trouble of writing all thoſe Obſervations over again here, 
for the Prognoſtick Signs therein : for unleſs in many the whole Rela- 
tion is ſhewn, it cannot well be judged how deſperate or hopeful the 
Party might be by one Symptom alone rehearſed; but when he ſees all 
the Symptoms,-- and the Cauſe by difle&tion manifeſted, he might jud 
cculy of Life or Death ir another, the acuteneſs or flowneſs of the 
Diſeaſe in another. ſo handled, did- two exa&ly accord, or have the 
event exaRly alike, It is the part of a wiſe man to ſuſpend.judgement, 

; eſpecially 
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eſpecially raſhly in the moſt clear Taſes, for we are never able to fore- 
ſee theeffetvand divers operations of Nature ; wt muſt endeavour all 
things, but the work, © of God, as” Scaliger well ſaith, Sanitas opus eft Der, 
opera vero noſtra. - 

Dodonexs, Obſ. 38, A man Tympanitical, his Belly firack gave a 
ſound z his Excrements and Urine were both ſuppreſſed, and he ſud- 
denly died. 

Thoſe whoſe Urine or Excrements are altogether ſuppreſt, and yet 
they eat and drink ; we may the moſt certainly predi& their death in a 
ſhorter or longer time, if they do not go to Stool, or make Water, un- 
leſs Nature takes care to. void it by the Navil or other places, which is 
rare ; but whatis this Prognoſis toa Phyſician? cannot every Ruſtick 
ſay and ſee ſo much ? 

Plater in Obſ., Adrd, Writes of one whoſe Utine was ſo Ropped, 
and broke the Bladder,and flowed out into the hollow of the Abdomen, 
28 diſſetion did demonſtrate z any Countrey People, if they could tell 
how the bufineſs was (which the Phyſician could not, before opening) 
might predi& Death 3: however, : as we have ſeen ſuch died ſwelled, 
whoſe Urine could not be voided,or to any quantity, ſo might any ima- 
oine, as Well as Phyſicians. 

So fot Ganigrzned Exulcerations of the Legs, Thighs or Navil, any 
would predi& Death, if they ſhould continue rotting, the Water con- 
tinue running, and the Belly continue ſwelling ; but who can tell 
—_— theſe will continue encreaſing,or if they do, when or how they 
will kill ? | 

A Tabes fuſt of the Stomach, then of the whole Body, with drinking 
of Bath-Waters were permanent in one,whom a Drophe following did 
preſently kill, Fidus V;c>:u bib, 10, cap. 5. 

{ apiraceid, lib, 3.yag. 648. Pratt, With a Cautery in the Knee, 
was made Gangrenation, and the party died. Many times of Natures 
own accord doth the Navil break, and pour out water, and ſo the Legs 
and Thighs, by bliſters or bladders of the Skin ; and ſometime Hydro« 
picks are ſo cared ; but three to one ate not cured thereby : but as the 
water ouſes out by thoſe holes, ſo it encreaſes within the Body fre- 
quently, that the Dropfical are never the better ; and frequently if thoſe 
water-blifters or Ulcers run long in ſome Bodies, from a ſecret Cauſe 
they kill by Gangrene, or infeRing the Blood with a poyſonons quality 
they contra& by long Corruption ; which Plater did obſerve, as we 
alſo have been informed ; ſpecially if by Art tuch Ulcers, Bliſers or 
ve" have been made ; for as Hippocrates ſaith in that truly, 
Khers in Hydropich Bodio: ſcarce admit of Cure. | : 
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eAmatns Luſitanus, (apiraccins, Foreſtus, Marcellus Donatus, Ga. 
belchoverss, and Others, have obſerved divers Hydropicks that died, 
when water by Art or Nature, on heaps or by degrees, ran or was drawn 


forth of the Navil. : 

Nor is Paracenteſs in Drophies commonly lucky-: for when all the 
watety is drawn out on heaps, ſometimes they diepreſently,even as Fe. 
annes Ludovicss, ſixty years old, the water drawn forth, died in the Ar. 
tilts hands, Mich, Foann, Paſchalius, lib. 1. cap. 44. Method, Cur, 
Morb. 

Twlp. lib, 2, Of. 39. A Hebrew Phyficiar, opened the Scrotum of one 
Hydropick, that was hugely ſwelled, the water ran out by degrees.day. 
ly, and yet he died, So 

Plat. lib. 3. Of, Extuh, obſerved that though the water ran out fine- 
ly and gradually, and the Belly fell, and Dyſpuza abated, yet in a lan. 
guiſhing the party died : It is no judging 1n whom Paracenteſis Will 
take well; if they can be cured othermayes, Paracenteſis_is not tobe 
uſed ; iFchey cannot be cured otherways, Paracenteſis is like-to be an 
haſtener of Death : Yet the worſt of Medicines 'or: Adminiftrationg 
have cured, or ſeemingly helped ſome, or elſe they would never be kept 
inuſe ; and the belt will not cure all, 

The opening of the Hzmorrhoids that did formerly flow. in one Hy. 
dropick,did no good, Plater. 643+ 

Vidus Vifkins did obſerve a Dropfie that followed conſtant pains of the 
Stomach, vomiting and »a»ſea, that was mortal. 

Relapſes for the moſt part are mortal, but nor always ; one will ſay 
thisis the Cauſe, atiother that; but if we could ſee the inward Boyels, 
_ times we could not tell the cauſe,.or how.they might change, live, 
or die, | 

Many that have had many, and the worſt of Symptoms, have lived; 
and thoſe that ſeemingly have not been dangerous, have-died : andin 
DiſſeRions it is abundantly cleared, that Tome live till all their parts 


are rotted or waſted, or corrupted ; ſome till ewo or three are waſted, 


rotted, or corrupted ;- and ſomedie when ſcarce any Cauſe can be found 
worthy of ſeparating the Soul from its Caſe the Body: But the quality 
and heterogentity of all matjer to out Blood and Spirits, and that qua- 
lity that conſtitutes our vitality, is the chief Cauſe, which we can hardly 
{ee into. \ 

Fohaanes Johnſtonus, in his Thaumatographia de Lune poteſlate inter 
fubluna, ſaith, Dropſies are mnch moved bythe Moon, and they die at Full 
Mons ; and juſt then it took away a Reverend Prelate of the Reformed 
Churches of Poland : And we can confirm it.; for the Moon _ over 
; ater, 
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Water, and alters and moves it, lefſens and augments it ; nor is any 
thing of greater certainty to judge of the Acuteneſs or Cronicalneſs of 


_ ficknefles, or the event thereof, then to draw Schemes of the Hea- 


yens at the Decumbiture of the Sick ; but theſe are ſometimes ambi- 

guous even to the belt Artiſts, and they find ſometimes as many Rea- 

ſons for a thing, as againſt it ; and ſometimes, the Lord of the ſeventh 

_ impeded, the Artiſt ſhall miſs in Judgement; as alſo for other 
uſes.

ues, Aſthma's, ſuppreſſion of Urine, of Courſes and Hzmorrboids, 
Leone Cholicks, Rhewmatiſmus, Phrhificks, ſpitting of Blood, and 
Hemorrages, Which may more exaRtly and particularly be found before, 
as We have laid them down one by one, and ſhewed more Examples of 
one then of another, becauſe it happens more frequently in the courſe

A Gentleman drank divers Wines and hot Liquors, and uſed an hot

When my Hands up to my Wriſts were ſwelled two or three Win 
ters, and brake with bliſters or bladders pouring forth water, I found it 
was nothing but Cold ; they were exceedingly ſwelled with, water, 
and would pit ſo much as that an Egg might lie thereip, yet nopart elſe; 
nox Was it from vice of the inward parts: Warmer weather cored them ; 
but the Ulcers were hardly cured, conſtantly pouring out water, I have 
heard of others that haye had a particular Dropſig-of ' the Legs, from 
Randing-in cold water, 

Hydrocephals, or Head-Dropſies, have atoſe in Infants from their Mo- 
thers imagination in time of bearing. them, 


Secondly, We ſhall ſhewthe inward Cauſe of Drophies,. and which 
are the principal parts affeted, how many and how, and how thoſe 
and ſo may be affe&ed where this is no water gathered, and of the 
ftrange and Rupendious variety, and ſecret order of Nature therein, 
onely referrable to occult qualities in the parts or humours. 

It may be thought that I have a prejudice to Antiquity, and all Tra- 
dition'; I confeſs I dohonour and reſpe&t Antiquity and Tradition as 
much as molt men ; but wherever in Perſon or Profeſſion, in Antiqui- 
ty or Novelty, is Falfity and Deceit, I muſt be againſt that : Pacem cum 
Hominibus, bellun cums Vitits oportet habere ; We (hould be peaceful with 
Men, but fighting with their Vices : So T honour Antiquity, but not its 
Falfity. ] have delivered all things as nigh as I can, that the Readers 
may clearly underitand the Truth of Nature, and may read Tradition 
wy the leſs miſapprehenfon ; and alſo be able to confirm or enervate 

er. 
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' \{c-igicettain that the Antients delivered little or nothing of Truth, 
concerning the inward caoſes of Dropfies, nor cz8 the Reader under4 
Rand one thing in twenty, rightly as he ſhould, by their PraQices,even 
in moſt Diſeaſes ;ſpecially concerning the inward cauſes of the Diſeaſe: 
nor did they underftand Natures variety , nor Vermifick , Lapidifick, 
Crinifick, Oiſifick, Fermentative Putrefactive, and Preſervative Fa- 
culties, or Qualities, | 

We will fiſt ſhew the quantity of water that lifts up the B-llies of 
ſome, andis the cauſe of their ſwelling. 

In two opened <4 Thomas Bartholin, the quantity of water half filled 
a Tonna ; the Nephew of the Illuſtrious Prince of Hafme , ſcarce a 
year old, had 15 pints of water found in it, 

A Kinſmans Childe of mine, died , they thonght of a Dropſie, it 
was ſwelled, and like water : opened, not above one Pint of water was 
found in it : the Liver was huge large and knotted, but the Lungs 
waſted, the Liver made the Belly ſeem ſo big. Familiarly in diverie 
that were opened. where the Lungs are waſted, the Liver growes out to 
poſlefte the room they have left; my Kinſman had fix or ſeven Chil. 
dren,and all died ; he was Tab;4 and Conſumiptive himſelf, and ſo his 
Semen contaminated : they none of them lived to above five or fix y2ers 
of age as I remember : they opened onely one. 

The Quantity of water in a old woman, filled two- water Pitchers, 
Pet.

2, Now we have given inſight tothe Studious Readers of the Ex. 
treams, and Mediums, and variety of the quantity of Water found in 
the Bellies of Hydropicks, we ſhall ſhew the difference of the nature, 
colour, confiſtence, or ſmell of that Water. 

Th.Barth.Cent.x. 06.2. found it bloody and Rinking; and Cent, 3. 
Os/. $1. he found it in a Child one year old, dirty and Rinking ; and 
05.83. of that Cext, he found it vary from Water onely in colour , it 
was yellow. 

Pet, Paw, Anatom.1 3 With the yellowneſs-of the Water found a moſt 
orievous Rench ; what is the reaſon -of theſe things , cannot well be 
known ; I will not ſpend time and pains to gueſle, others may do that as 
well asT; it is too frequent for many to write confidently upon gueſle, 
which young Students believe, and ſo are built up in Pall z; inthe 
party,when all the Water was out,all the Guts,Caul, Liver,Meſentery, 
&c,were found fat, like Suet, 

Mercurialis found the matter pure blood, to 14 Pints inquantity, 
in the Belly, | 

The Water was yellow and ſtinking, in one, Pet. Paw. Obſ, Anat.24., 
and it was much 3 and O6/.28.it was yellow and corrupted. 

Much Yellow Water, and moft ſtinking, in an Her»ioſe, and Hy- 
dropick, where Liver was putrid,and little elſe putrified, P/ar 650.page. 

The water was like waſhings of raw fleſh,or bloody, Scheliographns ad 
cap.39. 1ib.1. Holler, de morbss anternts, 

Twp. lib, 2, Obſ, 40. Brings ſome examples of blood ; doubtleſs 
blood at firſt may, by corruption, turn water ; that is cleer by many 
things ; -it is hard to ja $6030 It 1s wateriſh blood,or bloody water ; 
but.we have ſpoke of this before. 

In ſome the Water is pure,clear,and ſweet. 


Next comes tobe demonſtrated the inward Cauſe of Dropſies,as by 
diſſeRion hath, been numeroufly demonſtrated : and firſt of the Liver, 
I. The Liver was found pale, Aicholizia i» Epiſt. and Pet, Paw, 

D:ſet.5, and Diſſet.19, it was of a burnt or aduſt colour, 
Tulp.lib,2+.0bſ, found it look as if roaſted and dryed ; we ſhall ſhew

Swellings of the Liver are in Hydropicks, as we mentioned of 
2 Kinſmans Child of ours : and P.Pawa,06ſ.28, the Liver was (wel- 
led, of 2 Saffron colour, and ſcirrhous, the Gall was obliructed, the 
Omentum waſted, and an involution of the Meſeraicks. 

I TI. Of the waſting of the Liver in Dropfies,contrary to the grow- 
ing, or out-ſwelling of it : Pet. Pawws, Obſ. Anatow, 29. in a woman 
found Fifty eight Pints of Water ; the Liver, Spleen, Reins and 
Omentum Were all quite waſted, and the Diaphragma in part, ere ſhe 
died ; *cis wonderful ſhe held.out ſo long, And in bis 31, Ob. Diſſett - 
the Liver was again found quite waſted, only ſome few Fragments of the 
Veins left , the Spleen allo with it was conſumed, FJobannes Fobnſtonus 
de Epate. & Splene, and Schenkins in Obſ., de Hep. have gathered lome 
Examples of thoſe that have been diſſeted, and had neither Liver or 

een ; I mean not both together, but one hath been abſent in ore, 
and the other in the other ; and yet no Dropſie, 

I 'V. The Liver was puttified, tied tothe Diaphregme, with abun - 
dance of Fat, and almott bloodleſs; Th, Barth-Cent 4.04.20, 

Pet. Paww,Obſ. 24.. found nothing elſe but the Liver corrupted. 

Obſ. Anatom. 27, Ulcers were in the bunch of the Liver ; they went 
to the Parenchyma, which was conglomerated, balf an Urne- of cor- 
ruption poured forih; 

Plat. Obſ. 650, Liver fuck to the Spleen, and Peritoneum : cut 
open,it looked like black condenſed blood, the Spleen and Reines were 
ſound, onely changed in Figure. 

V. Liver dried : it was pale and hard, P.Paw.O5/,15. 

P.Paw.Obſ. 19. It was of an aduſt colour, yet cruſhed, it fell in- 
to putrifaRtion; yet this cauſed no Dropfie , and ſhould have come 
hereafter, 

Twlp,lib.2, Obſ. 35. Liver was burnt and dried, with ſwelled Spleen, 
blaſted Inteſtines,-and putrid Kidny, in an Aſcites and Tympany. 

And O4J. 36. in one opened of a Jankice and Drophi, it was dried, 
void of Juyce, like a Leather, and very ſmall : cut open, like Ink and 
yellow choler were in it ; in-the patty all the inyvard Bowels were Cil- 
coloured from choler, or corrupted by warer.. 

Plater, Obſ.Extub.lib.3 found the Liver dried, and enfiffured,and in 
thoſe cracks little Bladders of water ; and this he attributed to hear; 
alſo, it is clear that ſome Drophes-come from heat , for cool things 
cure.

Johannes Schenkyns, Obſ, Med. pag. 395. ſhews Examples of Stones 
in the Liver, which do not always cauſe Drophies alone, but ſometimes 
Jaundices, and ſometimes other grievoug Symptoms and Aﬀects, dif- 
fering from theſe, having often death at end, 


Next we (ball come to.declare the faults of the Spleen in Drophes: 
The Spleen as well as the Liver, Kidneys, and other parts, is found juſt 
ſo, or otherwiſe affected, more grievoully than in the Drophe, and yet 
no Drophe, but other evils ariſe therefrom ; therefore it 1s hard to ſay 
what Bowel cauſes a Drophe,' or what particular affe& of that Bowel 
doth it 3 fince when it is ſo/affeted in others, other diftempers ariſe 
therefrom : the qualities in all matter, as we have ſufficiently demon- 
rated in our Book of qualities, in our Phyſiology, Fatroſophy and Prev- 
watography, give the motion and alteration to all Bodies, ſpecially as 
they are influenced upon by the Air, altered by the qualities of the 
Stars, | Ft 
| - Plater, andalſo Tulpms , Riverins, Barthol, &c, found the Liver, 

Spleen, and Reins the moſt conjoyned in ſuffering,or corruption ; yet 
in ſome Dropſies, both Liver and Spleen ate ſafe, and in others, both 
Liver, Spleen and Kidneys. 

I, The Spleen is fiflured or cloven, and Bladders of water ſick in 
thoſe ſometimes, ſometimes to the outward fides, and ſometimes both, 
Plater, Obſ.

the Inteftines blaſted, or corrupted in look ; one Kidney was putrid.,

Both the Liver and Spleen have been found in ſome abſolutely con. 
ſumed, I mean the Spleen in one,and Liver in another ; it was thou 
they never had any, however the Dropfie did-not follow in all rhaſe ; {ce 
Fohbnfon.Thaumatographia Cap.de Hepate & Liene,and Schenk, de Hey, it 
his colleted Obſervations. 


Next we will ſhew the Diſeaſes of the Kidneys, or how they are 
found in Drophes, and ſo they are found inother Sicknefles , where is 
no colleRtion of water ; and as they are variouſly found in other Sick- 
neſſes fo alſo in other Dropfies ; for every new difleted Perſon hath 
ſomewhat differing or new in his Bowels.

III. Exulcerated and perforated : P/ater.Ob/.pag.647.the Liver and 
Spleen were ſafe, the Kidneys perforated, and Bladders of water did 
cleave thereto, pouring out Serum into the hollow of the Belly,and the 
Meſentery,Caul and Lungs were corrupted ; moſt tikely the water _

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the Kidneys corrupted them , But rhe like reaſon is not to be given for 
all ; rfiat that holds good in one will not in another : if the reftagnating 
water did corrupt the Meſentery and Caul ,: and alſo Lungs that are 
more diſtant, why not the Liver and Spleen, more in the midt of 
the water ?

are the Channels to-convey, and have the faculty given to draw water, 
and where they have no great viſible labefaQation , yer not drawing 
and ſeparating Urine they may cauſe a Dropfre., Every like draws its 
like, the'Sreacet the lefle ; the Lungs draw Air, or Wind ; the Gall; 
Choler ; the Spleen, grofle fzculent blood , being of ſuch a matter ir 
ſelf, and the Kidneys, Serwm or water ; now'f any of theſe fail in theis 
office, man is burdened with that humour, that 1s not ſeparatcd from 
the Blood , avdcaſt off by the Conduits of Nature , and perhaps in 
one it turns whayiſh, in another , verifies, in another, petrifies, in 
anather putrifies, in another ferments,” 8c. and perhaps little altera- 
fion is foiind in the Parexchyma of the bowell': ſometime though the 
office is depraved or aboliſhed, God that appointed diverſe aliene and 
heterogenious humouts to be in our Blood, and generated by our Diet, 
appointed divers parts to ſeparate or eary off theſe aliene bumours ;

29, the Liver , Spleen and Kidneys were waſted with it ; and 
if onely being ſopped in water was the Cauſe of its waſting away, why 
is it not waſted in other Hydropicks2 and why alone ? and why ſome- 
time other patts are waſted, and not the Caul? yet I ſcarce believe the 
Caul to be any primary Cauſe of- Drophes.

And Platerxs, in one thatdied of a Rupture as well as Dropfic, 
where the Liver and Spleen did firmly grow to the Peritonewn, and the 
Belly full of yellow ſtinking water, the Veins were full of water, eſpe- 
cially the Vena Umbilicalis, and the Scratum was like a bag of wa- 
ter. 

Some huve experienced this ; they faſt a Dog two or three days, then 
he drinks largely water ; then they choak him, and cut him open, and 
find the Veins exceedingly diſtended : I ſuppoſe the Emulgents, I was 
not told which. 

Pet, Paw. Ob(. 13. found in one three emulgent Veins, and three 
emulgent Arteries, 


But the Heart and Lungs ſnrely deſerve to be ſpoken of ete theſe; 
but becavſe they are inan upper Ventricle, and ſeparated by a Mem- 
brane from the Bowels that lie moſt in the water, we omitted them 
till now. 

Some now adayes think the heart muſt be the Cauſe of Dropſies, be- 
cauſe the chief Inſtrument of Sanguification z but their prepoſleſled 
Conceptions muſt vail to Experience ; We ſhould think nothing to be 


ſo, 
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fo, tifl we find itby Experience : Of all the Bowels, the Heart is the 
leaſt corrupted in Drophes. 

Tho, Barth, Cent. 3, Ob, $1, Tt was void of blood ; in a Child a year 
old, the Heart did ſwim in the Pericardinm that was full of wa- 


ter. 

Plater, did indeed finde it looſe and flaccid in one or two,and a bone 
in itjin one Hydropick, But very little alteration is in the Heart, as in 
—_— inferiour Bowels, therefore that cauſes and ſuffers the 

caſt, 
Of the Lungs in general Dropfies, theſe things are obſerved : 

In a Drophie with a Phrhfick, the Lungs were rather drie then moiſt ;

Platerms, pag. 647, found the Lungs, in a general Drophe, inequal- 
ly coloured, and in part vitiated ; water was in the Thorax, and yet Li- 
verand Spteen ſound. 

Ina = cbr rw with a Convotvulus, Platerzs found the Lungs 
cortupted, and grown to the Side, the Liver had Rones in it, and the 
Spleen was malted, 


We will now ſhew'a few Examples of the Method of Nature in ma- 
king Bladders, Bliſters orVeficles to hold water where the Parenchyma of 
any Bowel ts peſtered therewith, either through moiſt aliament,or top- 
iog of the right paſlage of that water by the Kidneys,and ſo regurgitating 
upon this part or that ; orelſe the blood is watenſh, and throws it off 
there ; or elſe the part is apoſtemated, and the blood turns to water ; 
in this Caſe, Nature ordains bladders to grow, to contain the ſuperflu- 
ous moiſtnre in theſe Bowels : and becauſe it is ſo frequent and fami- 
liar, as we have ſhewn already by many Examples, we may look upon it 
as the Rule, or a Method in Nature ; yet as ofcen exſuperating water _ 
vets no bladders to hold itin, Yetif the Antients had wrote of Wa- 
rer-bladders in the Body of Man, their Cauſes, Signes, Differences, 
Prognofticks and Cures, they had done ſomewhat of reality and mo- 
ment, and might h2ve exhibited one of Natures Rules, giving there- 
Withal large exception, and diverfities, 

Plater. pag. 635. found Bladders of water affixed to the Superficies of 
the Liver, ſome ſmall, ſome as big as Hens Eggs. 

And pag. 648. The Liver was cleft, (even as we have ſeen the Kid- 
ney of a Calf, and Biadders of water therein) and in thoſe clefts lictle 
b!1-4dzrs of water, 

Johannes 
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Tohames Acholizigs in Epiſt, found no water-in the hollow of the 
, Belly, nor Wind, but here'and there many bladders of water growing 
to divers parts,andfat alſo was in the parties Body; (he had no ſwelling 


of the Legs, but yea in 2reat pains, 


. 


Cordens in his Comment, upon Hippocrates, found many bladders of 
water ſticking both within and without to the 'Bowels, of all ſorts, but 
no Water Was in the hollow of. the Belly, that did cauſe diſtenſion, the 
Heart had alſo bladders of water affixed to it, fo the Liver, Stomack 
and Inteftines, | 

Tulp. 1ib.2. Obf, 34. found: the Meſentery weigh twenty pounds, 
onely filled with bladders. of water, all conglomerated in. one, no 
water in the Belly,no part hutr,Oz:za Aimar in bis fifteenth Obſervation 
communicated to Lazarxs River, ſhewes how an Hydropick had an 
Abſceſle in the right pait of his Abdomen, and out of it came an in- 
numerable company of little bladders, filled with water ,. they iflued 
out diverſe dayes to the number of two hundred ; and this, ſaith he, is 
the leſſe range, fince Schenkzus relates that one Hydropick diſſeed 
had many bladders filled with water ſticking to the Per;tonaum and 
other parts : ſee Schenkzus,pag.413. and pag.392, and 395. brings ma- 
ny more examples, but it is needleſs here to recken up more witneſſes : 
But theſe bladders of water more or fewer, greater or lefle, are often 
found ſticking in, or unto all ſorts of Bowels., where there is no 
Drophie ; and ſometimes they ſwell ſo much they break, and pour the 
water into-the hollow of the belly, and ſo diftend it, healing up and 
filling again, and ſometimes they do not break, or pour forth any water, 
though many and great, 


Next it-will be requiſite to ſhew how that the Liver,in many general 
Dropſies, is not vitiated at all, and how it 18 vitiated and corrupted in 
many very much, & after the manners and meaſures here afore related, 
and yet no Drophie : alſo we ſhall ſhew that the Spleen, Kidneys, Heart, 
Meſentery,, Gall , Pancreas, Omentum, Diaphragma, &c, if there be 
more,are affected in other Diſeaſes, or worſe, after the manner here 
afore related in Dropfies. From what hath preceded the Reader may 
ſee much hereof,or tending to this purpoſe;and in our Monitory Proem- 
#1 to the Readers we have given the reaſons thereof. 

Ina general Dropfie, Tho, Barth. Cent, x. Obſ. 2. found the Liver un- 
hurt, and Cent, 3.06ſ,83. it was found, neither Scirth not Putreſcence 
in it, onely the fle(h of it looſer then ordinary.

Plat. pag. 648. The Liver and Spleen both Cafe in a great Dropſie, 
though many other parts and Kidneys were corrupted , and perforated, 

urins the Serum into the Belly. 

Schenk, in Obſ. Med.pag.4.14. the Liver being ſound, a Dropfie aroſe 
from the vitiated Teſticles in a Woman , other parts alſo being ſafe : 
there is no part alwayes altered in each Hydropigk, and there is none of 
the Bowels of the Abdowen or Thorax, but in ſome, and at ſome time 

. are egregioully corrupted, 

Nay in one Hydropick, both the Liver, Spleen, Kidneys, Inteſtines 
Meſentery,Gall, Bladder, and #terws were ſafe, and onely the Heare 
found flagging, the Stomack corrupted, and the Perironexm , and the 
Duadonam Gut amiſle. 

' Now we mill ſhew that all theſe things happen to all theſe parts a- 
foreſaid,afrer that or a worſe manner and meaſure,and yet no Drophie,or 
colle&ion of water diſtending the Belly or Body, any where, followes, 

Fohbannes Bilgerus, Epiſtol ad Gr, H, ſaw Bladders of water affixed 
to the Kidneys and Liver, where was no appearance of any Dropfie, 
alive. 

- Plater. pag. 635. ſaw Bladders of water , ſometimes more, ſome« 
times fewer, lefle and greater , ſome as big as Hens Eggs,afhixed to the 
Liver in, CacheRicks, where was no extuberance of the Belly or othe 

tokens of a Drophe. c 

The Liver was found hard, ſwelled, and ſtony, and growing to the 
fides,and the Spleen ill affeRed in ove, where was no Drophie, 
e*Pet, Paw. Obſ. Anat, 27. found an Ulceration of the Liver, in 
_ arte, half an Urne of corruption poured forth, and yet no 

rophe, 

Abd Oſ. 19. It looked burnt, cruſhed, it fell into patrifation , the 
Heart was dried up, and much waſted , and Lungs bound to the Side, 
and yet no Drophe. 

So hardneſs, «dnaſcence, putredo, &c, is found in the Spleen , where 
the Liver alſo is ill affeed, and yet no Drophe. 

Pet, Paw, Obſ. 14. found the Pancreas grown to the hollow of the 
Liver and hardened like a tone, and'Os[.16. the Pancreas was hard- 
ned and grew to the Liver and Stomach and Yena Porta, the Livet 
Was alſo grown to the right Side, the Diaphragma and Spleen amiſle, and 
yet no colle&ion of, or diſtenfion from water or wind.

29, knew a Woman reputed Hydropical, 
ſhe was three Ells in compaſſe ; dying, and being difleRed, the cauſe 
was found to be a Mola, or rude lump:.of many-Scirrhous -Condylo- 
mata in the Zters ; ſhe; had alſo water in-Cavo, Abdemains, and Obſ.31. 
in another Woman thirty four years old , a ſuſpefed Dropfie;,. way 
found a Mola like coagulated matter , it looked hike Honey and: did 
diſtend the Urerns. ; 

Horſtins Epiſt. Med. Seft.5. A Woman ſuppoſed to have a Dropſie of 
the terns, was opened ; the terns weighed eighty ſeven pound, it was 
full of hair,and woolly Fibra's in a fat matter,and yellow Ichor. 

Two obſervations are extant of two Hydropical Women difſe&ed, 
that the Teſticul; , or Teſtes mulicbres , Were found the Cauſe, and no 
other Cauſe, the reſt of the bowels being ſafe ; Schenkins quotes one, 
Obſ.

The Heart, in one, Wanted the Pericardzon ; all the bowels were 
orown over with fat, in it was black blood, and the right Auticle was 
like an Anenriſma, Tho, Barthol, Cent,q4.0bſ.20.

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ohex, Bilgerus, in Epiſt. ad Gr, Horſtium, relates how one was very 
ſhort-breathed for four. years, encreaſing by degrees , being light at 
firſt ; and ſuddenly dying unexpectedly, was difſeed ; it was found 
a Drophie of the Thorax ;- the Lungs ſwam in water, they had outward- 
ly many black ſpots, and divers Colours ; and being cut , from within 
there iſſued out black blood ; the water was much in quantity, and 
green in Colour, and ruſhed out impetuouſly upon the Section,

. The Cure. of a Dropke is as various as the Signs and Cauſes ; for one 
18curable;; another not ;. and he that is curable , differs from another 
in the way of method he muſt be cured in, as well as particular 
Medicines, | 

I, We thall ſay ſomewhat of the chief and moſt ſucceſsful quality in 
Medicines, and that is, a Diuretick force : Diureticks, as we have well 
obſerved, are tnoſt-generally helpful; and thoſe Purgers that, withall, 
do move Urine ; for it is contrary to Nature to expel redundant Serwuys 
by the Guts, the faculty of 'the Kidneys, Emulgents and Ureters muſt 
be excited ; purging oft weakens Nature, not carryes forth the DiC. 
eaſe: but nothing 18 ſo bad, that-helps not ſome; nor any thing ſo ex. 
cellent, that will cure all : and I have known in divers Hydropicks, 
as well as other Sicknefles , one:-hmple vulgar Medicine hath done 
more then Methods of Bleeding, Sweating, Purging, Vomiting, and 
Opening. | 

Juyce of our Flow-de-luce-Roots helped one in two or three dayes, 
not helped by other Medicines ; the Lee of Broome Aſhes , another ; 
Horſradiſh,one R#ftick did boaſt, would cure all ; and another Woman 
helped divers with common Sambacus ; Another I know, uſes Broom 
Beer : almoſt ſo many Hydropical perſons, ſo many Medicines ; bur 
theytry oftentimes divers Medicines, ere they light on that they think 
cures ; but the inward diſpoſition of the body, ana lucky time, accord- 
ing to the Stars, 'when that Medicine was given, is to be confidered. 

I found beſt ſucceſs in a Drink of Orris, Danewort, Corr, Sambrct, 
Saldonella, Guaiacum, Funiper-Berries, Wood-Nightſhade , with 
Liquoriſh and Caraway-ſeed : and Platerns ( who indeed uſed the beft 
Medicines to cure the Dropſie, of any 1 read) uſed ſuch like, Ob, 632, 
633. He cured two cums decotto Sambuct, Iridis, Dulcamare,& Abſinthii, 
And pep.634. he cured one-with:an Apozem of Senna , Oriis, Ebulns, 
eAbſonth,and fem;Carvi. A:fourth-he cured with Rob Sambnci Ebals, and 
tpirico. Juniper, pag.633. and p4g.637. 4 Gravid Woman, windy, as

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Well as Hydropical, he cured With decof?, R. Ebuli, Sambuci & red Docks, 
Pag. 639, he cured with Rheubarb, Saldonella, Ortis, Hedera Terrena, 
Paroſelinum, Bitter-ſweet, Elderne and Wormwood : Pag.639, an In- 
fuſion of Flower-de-luce-Roots, Enula, Ebulas, Sambucnus, Hore. 
hound, Abſinth, Hedera, in Wine drunk for three dayes, gave huge

We were told of one cured alone with Wormwood ; Diureticks com. 
monly do open,and moſt Openers have ſome Diuretick force with them, 
for the provoking of Urine is moſt effeual, 

Decoction of Bruſcus Roots cured one, in a Months time , River. 
C.3.06ſ.4. Juyce of Ortis another in twice or thrice taking ; and we 
have heard the ſame in the County of Northampton, of one ſo ſudden. 
ly cured thereby , far gone, that Purges, but chiefly Urine, Pla. 
ter. 634- 

One Dram of the bones of Animals given for a Month in white 
Wine and Juyce of Parſly cured one, River, Ob/, Com. p. 327. but the 
white Wine and Parſly might do moſt. Flints made red hot, and often 
extinguiſhed in White Wine, and that drunk, did cure, River, Obſer, 
Coms. pag. 369. and Salt of Miliipedes is praiſed. 

Paulus Renealmns. Ohſ, 29. with-the uſe of the Decoftion of Male 
Ferne Roots, cured one Drepſie, coupled with a Quartane.; but he 
oave a Chymical Febrifick Powder firſt, for the Ague. 

Avicen, Cap. Curatio, Aſcztidis , relates one hugely ſwelled, that eat 
abundance of Pomegranates, and was cured ; theſe were binding, but 
their ſharpneſs might provoke Urine ; they were cool, but many Drop- 
fies are hot , Wherefore Schenkzus : Obſ, Medic. pag. 419. relates ſome 
Hiſtories of thoſe that were cured by drinking much cold water, when 
in others it cauſeth the Dropſie, 

A Tuvantibus &* nocentus optima deſumitur indicatio + From thoſe 
things that help, and thoſe that hurt, we may jndge of the Cauſe ; and 
Chriſtopher a Vega cured one Hydropick by Epithemes-to the Liver, 
of Juyce of Endive, Cychory and Vinegar ; this was a ſlight buſineſs, 
yet it is queſtionable,. if they did it by cooling ; for Cychory being bit- 
ter, is held hot. 

I have known Plantane- help ſome ; that is not likely to have any 
Pirituous hot parts init ; yet Sexnert, Epitoms. Scientie- Naturali,p.q68, 
ſaith, Plantane. hath a mixt force both of binding and cleanſing : For -

It was related to me, that a Gentlemans man being much ſwelled, 
was told that Guaiacum was excellent for a Dropfie ; he therefore took 
one of his Maſters Bowls, and either boyled or powdered it, and was 
cured by it ; his Maſter afterward miſſing his Bowl, it was ingenuouſly 
confeſſed , That his Man had took it for his Dropfie; the Maſter ſeeing 
his Man cured, and as they atteſted, by that, forgave him, Ir is held 
drying, but there is no ſuch thing in Nature, bat it muſt expel moiſture 
by Sweat, inſenſible Tranſpiration, or Urine, for nothing waſts ; in- 
deed Gums Tragacanth and Litharge will abſorb Liquor into their bodies, 
. but this doth not ſo. Frogs or Toads , ( they differ in Colour , and 
crawling, and perhaps in Quality, ) are praiſed for the Drophie : 
Foreſtas, lib. 19, Obſ. 35. praiſeth Frogs and Toads both inwardly and 
outwardly to provoke Urine in Hydropicks : the Kidneys are anointed 
with an Oyl, wherein they are boyled, ſo Libavins.lib.2. Batrachorum, 
( 4p.20. and Solenander Confil, Med.Sett.5.p.15, 

And Wierss lib. 3. Cap. 35. of the Deceits of the Devil, relates firſt 
the uſe of Land Toads ; A man lived miſerably poſſeſſed with a Drop- 
fie, had ſpent his Means ; bis Wife, ſeeing her Husband likely to die, 
and.if he lived longer, he would ſpend all, got Toads, dryed them in 
an Oven, and gave him the Powder , and this ſet him a making water

I TI. Of Purges : And firſt, Rzver, found them ſucceſsful in three 

Patients, mixed with Openers ; one of theny had the Purgers mixed 
= their Openers in a Maſle, as Dzarrhodon, Steel, Rhubarb, . Aga-

; Tknow one that hugely praiſeth Steel,, Rhubarb, Manna, and Syrup 
of Roſes mixed together, to take dayly of ; and one at Ba/dock, hugely 
ſwelled, and his Scrotum like. a bag, was cured hereby, by a Ladyes 
DireRion z. and it hath helped others ; but the Rhubarb and Steel do 
the buſineſs, 

Riv.Cent.z3.0bſ.8. found a purging Clyſerdo good ;- but commonly 
they will not : in three he found purging. Medicines do 200d, and they 
were delivered : he gave great Doſes of Scamony , and Calomelanos 
Turqueti, ot Mercurins Dalcis ; Cent.,2.Obſ,94.Cent.3.06[.16.and 86, 
but commonly ſtrong Purgers do harm ; the Bowels are often waſted,or 
exulcerated,or corrupted ; Elaterium is moſt commended.

23. *A young man ſeveral times had the 
Drophe, his Skin was pellucid, naturally,” not |by any Art ;' he ſweat 
out water ſo that all his Linnen was wet ; it run through his Skin, as 
water ouſes through a cloth, when ſtrained : feveral times he did thus 
critically evacuate, yet thewater gathered again , and his natural Spi- 
rits and trength declined, and he died. 


| V. Concerning Vomiting, we recited two Obſervations out of Re- 

nealmu; one Woman with Child drank much cold water, was hydropi- - 
pical ; a Chymical vomiting powder brought up three pints of water, 
o water went by ſeigh for two days, and health followed , P, Reneal, 
Obſ. 146, | 

The ſame Powder;alittle altered with ſmall additions, cured two 
other Hydropicks, working ſharply upwards and downwards. 

Marcellus Donates, lib. 4. de Hiſtor, Medica. Mirabili, relates how 
one Was cured by vomiting on Natures own accord, no Medicament 
took. 

But another from Ni:colus, Serm. 5. Tratt, 5, Cap, 15. died in vehe- 
ment Vomiting, that happened in his Drophe. 

Fo. Schenkiw, pag. 420. writes how one was obſerved from being 
Sea-ſick, to vomir, and that Vomiting cured his Drophe 

We have experienced nothing of it : In any Sickneſs, if the Sto- 
mach is ſtopped or oppreſſed, Vomiting may do well ; and if the Sto- 
mach is clear, and not affe&ted, Vomiting is unneceſſary in moſt Diſ- 
eaſes ; it may bring up much raw Flegm, if not water, in ſome Hydro- 


picks, 
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picks ; yet becauſe itis vety ſick Phyſick, tertain to make ſick, and un- 
certain to make well, it is to be ſuperſeded in moſt Drophies, 


VI. Dyet : We have heard of ſome,and River, Ob/. relates others, 
and Schenk, more, that were delivered of Dropfies, onely abſtaining 
from drink, and ſome from all potable Aliment, 

Nicolas, Serm, 5 , Cap. 25. One was cured by Dyet, void of moiſture, 
and Diuretick Parſly was put in exenterated Fowls he ate roaſted, he 
ate Bisket, and drank a little Wine after it, and drank no more all day, 
except by chance,and then Wine was mixed with Water ; and another 
hugely Cwelled,was ſo cured : but this is not to be tryſted to commonly. 


VI. We ſhall promiſcuouſly in the next place ſhew divers range 
wayes, and unuſual means, whereby ſome have been cured of the Drop- 
fe, and.molt of them accidentally, and on Natures accord : Nature 
endeavours to free her ſelf, and caſt out her Enemy yet if the inward 
parts are corrupted, though ſhe vents the water by Holes, Apoſtems, 
Bladders, &c. the party often dies. 

An Abſceſs from Nature opened in the right fide of the Abdomen, 
and many bladders of water ran forth for divers days ; the Sick was cu- 
red, Rever, Obſ, Commun. ult, 

Rhaſis, Cent, 21, A woman with a Womb-Droplie, being a waſhing 
Clothes toutly over a Tub, buckling down often, avoided, per lrerum, 
many pints of water, and was delivered. 

Schexk, 418, One by dayly Labour, another by Nature were healed : 
And 420. another by natural ſweat, and another by being Sea-fick, cu- 
red : By a wound given by one in anger in the Belly, the Water of one 
Hydropick ran forth, and was healed, 

Another was burnt by chance in the Thigh, there aroſe a blifter, and 
brake, and dayly the water vented thereby, and did cure.

In two Aſciticks Nature opened an hole in their Navils, water ran out 
dayly gradually, and they were healed : In another a bladder aroſe in 
the Navil, water ran out by it, and the party was healed. 

Nature ſpontaneouſly made an Orifice betwixt the Periron2um and. 
Muſcles of the belly, from whence two hundred bladders of Water 
were drawnforth, See Schenk, Collett, Osſ. pag. 420, 421, 422, 

Valerila, lib. 4. Obſ. 3. Nature op2ned the Navil of one, and wa- 
ter ran out gradually and dayly, and the Diſezled recovered, 

Platers 
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. Plater, Obſ, pag. 650, ſaith, Bliſters or Ulcers ſpontaneouſly openin 
in the Feet or Scrorum do pour out mach water, ſometimes dayly, an] 
eaſeth the Sick, yet often the Spirits langnith, and death follows. 

Water ran forth by the Feet of one, and he was healed, Schenk, 
pag.

A Veficatory applied to one, ſet the water a running, which did con- 
tinue till the party was healed, &:ver, Obſ.

39. condemns by two or three Examples, Sometimes the Belly 
ſinks, and they breathe becter, yet die ſoon languiſhing, theugh the 
water is 2radually drawn out ; but where by Paracenteſs 1t is let out by 
a tap-on heaps, they ſometimes die ſuddenly, all the Bowels fink and 
fall down, the water that uſed to ſupport them, being ſuddenly gone ; 
it may be compared to Child-bed-Women, 

Plat, Obſ. Med, pag. 646, Bliſters gave eaſe, but they looked black 
atlaſt, and the Party died. Secret Gangrenes kill ſome that way, 

A Noble Matron, her belly and feet much ſwelled with water, (he 
uſed to be ſhort-winded, and to drink much water, ſhe was with. Child, 
and was delivered of her Child and Dropſie together, being well nftu- 
rally purged-in Delivery, Plat. 637. 

So another great bellted woman was delivered of her Dropfie, 638, 

Another uſed oft to be hydropical when ſhe was with Child, and did 
abort, then was freed of her Drophie ; but the fourth or fifth timedied in 
abortion, Idem, i61dem., 

If after the water is let out of the belly by Paracenteſs, the Party 
doth relapſe or ſwell again, death for the moſt part enſues ; yet one is 
cured after ſuch a Relapſe, Schenk, 421, He and Felix Platerws bring 
three or four Examples of Hydropicks, whoſe Navil, the inward Skin 
being broke, did protuberate, and look like a pellucid bladder full of 
water ; in ſome they brake, poured out much water, eaſed the Dyſpnea, 
and the belly fell, but moſt died when the water was ran forth : One 
had Cardialgia, vomiting and finking of her Spirits ſupervening the 
free emiſſion of the water.

tions, and read more, ſo that I ſee the Authors of thoſe Pra- 
ices of Phyſick went conjeQurally to work in ſume things, 
and upon miſtaken Experience in others ; in many true, but 
thoſe,not all the truth,nor the moſt material truth ; yet of theſe 
Diſeaſes I then wrote of, they do as little infringe Experience as 
any 3 for Authors were moſt miflaken in thoſe Diſeaſes it 
'chanced we had not wrote of ; and therefore we were the wil- 
linger to ug theſe ro Publique View : yet the Reader muſt not 
think to find the Sick juſt thus, as we have deſcribed, accord- 
ing to PraQtical Authors , in theſe Diſeaſes ; ſo many Men, 
almoſt fo many Varieties and Differences : we have beſt ſhewn 
the Method and Courſe of Nature, and what moſt commonly 
and truly happens to and in the Head by the diſcourſe of Head- 
Diſeaſes preceding, drawn from true and ſure Experience and 
Obſervations ; nor ovely fingular Caſes, but chictly all ord 
nary Diſtempers of the Head may be judged thereby : and 
that, that in an extream degree Cauſes Deathy in a remiſſe degree

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is the cauſe of a Diſeaſe. I have not picked Obſervations for 
me, or left out thoſe againſt me ; for indeed I do not ſer my 
ſelf to be tor one or other, and then bring Experiences that 
make for me to prove it ; 'but impartially , leaning neither to 
one, or other, 1 ſearch Experience, and to the Truth L apply, 
and ſubje& my Opinions thereto.

Apoptexies, Lethargyes, Madneſs, Phrenſy, Delirium, Con-- 
vulſions, Palfies , Stupor, &c. may. be pain of the Head , ac- 
cording as a wateriſh Flegm, or green, or. yellow, or black 
water, or gelly,or purulency, or Apoftematous matter is gene.

Sometimes pains of the Head are Epidemical , ſometimes 
they are continual, ſometimes they come by certain Periods, 
and Paroxyſmes, as Agues 5 ſometimes a Diſpoſitto patibils, 
Capitis , as Platerus, in Praxi Medica, obſerves , is the Cauſe 
every light motion, imagination, fretting, hear of the fire, 
' lying awaken, &c, raiſeth Head-ach, 

Sometimes the pain is a ſhooting and dogging, ſometimes 
an heavineſs and dullneſs, ſometimes like = and dilacera- 
tion, ſometimes a ſence of violent diſtenſion, and burdening ;

Phyfictans make a diftin&tion in the Cure of Redundancy of pitui- 
tous Humours ; for ſome, as we ſaid before, inſtitute onely Cutters and 
Makers thin of a viſcid tough thick Flegm ; whenas others appoint dry- 
ing, ſweating, and Diuretick Medicines, by which we gueſs they mean

Errhines, and Naſal,and Sneezers beſt, whenas Nature was wont be- 
fore to ſend out excrements by the Noſe, which now are ſuppre(t : Yer 
theſe are not good in a thin pituit, they ate bad in affects of the Eyes 
or Noftrils, being obnoxious to Ulcers. . 

Laſtly, Topicks : whereby, 1. The matter is inſenſibly conſumed, 
2, Evacuated, as by Cautenies to the Coronal Suture, 

Then we muſt provide that the Brain be rightly conſtituted, and ga- 
ther not ſuch Humours again by the taking and applying of fit Corro» 
derative Remedies, as before in the Pr Chapters.

Therefore we will begin with the Stomach, cauſing Head- 
ach by conſent, and which ſends corrupt and noxious V apours, from 
corrupt and putrified Humours remainipg there, ſpecially in the mouth 
of it, which diftuib and pain the Head, 


S:gs. 1, Firſt from the pain, which is-not conſtant ; ſecondly, But 
when *ctis made, it vellicates, and is ſhaip; thirdly, The more hunger 
the 4 ſuffers, the more pain rages, for then the Humour is not al- 
layed, | 
1 From the Stgmach, Which is firſt vomitiſhly diſpoſed, eſpecially 
if its mouth be affeted ; ſecondly, Nauſeating, inappetence, or the

In Dyer 'tis good to uſe ſome aſtringent things, to hinder the ready 
exhalation of thoſe bad Humours tothe Head; 2. Toavoid thole things 
that ſend hurtful Vapours to the Head, as Saffron, Pine-Nuts, Quin- 
ces, Milk, &c. which are apt to encreaſe Headach, if takzn inwardly, 


(ure, Here Vomits are chiefly neceſſary and helpful to bring forth 
the Cauſe, ro wit the Humours ſeated in the Szomach ; ſome with the 
drinking of waim water, and he Patient to put a Feather, or his Fin- 
ger into his Throat, and provoke Vomit ; which may ſerve in a light 
AtfeR, but hardly eff-Rual enough at all times, | 

Preparationcf the Humour, which may be ſuppoſed to be viſcous, and 
Aick fall, is adviſed by others, and that not without reaſon : The beſt 
thing for that purpoſe 18 Vinegar of $Squills, from Zi. to Fiz. according 
28 its operation may be deſired, weaker or ſtronger, given for two or 
three times, then adminiſter a Vomit of Emetick Wine, or Infuſion of 
Crocus 
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Crocus Metallorum ; the doſe of which to men may be from Zip, to Ziif, 
See praiſe a Radith Vomit with Oximel, 

Vomits are of two ſorts ; gentle,which onely purge the Stomach, and 
evacuate what they finde there ; Rrong, which draw Humours from 
other parts to the Stomach, and caſt them out forcibly , without any 
other help > but Hellebore and Rrongeſt vomitory Medicines are not 
without danger ; nor are mean Vomits ſafe in Prifficks, or Atthmaticks, 
orin Aﬀects of the Eyes, becauſe they raiſe fumes to them, 

If Vomits may not be requifite for the Habit and Conftitutionof the 
Patients Stomach, Pills may carry down the Humour, and be vety pre- 
valent, they may be taken to 3, or Yij. before ſupper , or at going to 
Bed, in Syrup of Violets, Pap of a roaſted Apple, or what elſe the Par- 
ty belt likes ; they may be made of greateſt efficacy, according to this 
Example : 

Re Ts, 3iz. Senna, 3j. Mint, Red-Roſe-leaves, Cinnamon, and Co. 
riander Seed, 4a Yi. Salt of Wormwood, ſs. with Syrup of Violets 
make a maſs for Pills ; theſe are rather convenient than Bake, for 
thick, legmatick, ſowr, and ſalt Humours, that more aptly deſcend to 
the botcom of the Stomach ; but for Choler that is moſt deſpoled to float 
in the mouth of the Stomach, vomirs are moſt helpful, 

Topicals are to be made,

mit of Vapours aſcending to it : 2. To repel and drive back the Cauſe 
that is already received ; but ſome hold theſe needleſs, and not help- 
ful, but after a Vomit, and the preſcribed Stomach- Pills ; Medicines 
applied to the Head, may toge:her be beneficial. 

Secondly, For the Stomach : An Oyntment compoſed of Stomachi- 
cals and Aſtringents may hinder the diſpoſition of Vapours arifing 
from thoſe Humours upwards ; but this is beſt after a Vomit, or Pills, , 
that have firſt carried away the Humours;; for if they be viſcous , by 
Altringents they may be made worſe, and more faſtened. 

Laſtly, Corroberate both Head and Stomach, chiefly by Internals, 
with Medicines appropriated to them and their vices.

Signt Diagnoſtich,, that are in all cauſes evident, are the falſe imagi-

Amanroſis \s bad, becauſe the Nerves obſirnRed are hard to be reco- 
vered, as in Palſeys; yet if 1mperte&t ſeeing be onely made, there is 
hope, though it yields not after the uſe of much Phyſick ; if it be made 
from conſtriction of thoſe Nerves, it ceaſes upon the taking away or 
ceaſing of the Cauſe that cruthed the Nerves together : If it come 
ſuddenly from violent vomiting, by taking another Vomir the Ha- 
mours have been taken from thence, that were moved thither by the 
ſame Cauſe before ; the like alſo, if it come from diſturbance of Hu-

Women with Child at time of Delivery , or before, are d:livered 
from their Blindneſs ; but old men hardly recover fight again, becauſe 
the defect in them made through Age, cannot be repaired, If ſight in 
fck men fails ſuddenly, ie argues death. 

If Humours be more loofly ſeated about the Nerves, though they 
have been very dim for a long tim, yet there is great hopes of Cure ; 
ſpecially if the Sick ſhutting the ſound Eye, the Pupil or Apple of the

Next hereto are Rrengtheners of the Head and Optick Nerves to be 
directed, as may be plentifully exemplarized out of the Chapter of Am- 
blyopia and Amauroſis. 

Topicals are uſed here, and commended ; as the Liver of a Goat, 
which applied to the Eyes, is ſaid to make men ſee as well on nights as 
days, and the reaſon is thought to be from Sympathy, becauſe the Goats 
ſee as well on nights as days ; yet there is no coherence betwixt the 
Liver and the Eye. 

This is alſo various ways prepared for this uſe, as roaſted and bufted

which comes through vice of looking awry in Children, is timely to be 
looked to ; for if it be 1nveterate, ts hardly helped ; therefore Caſes 
for the Eyes for ſuch ate to be made, ſo that they cannot ſee but by look- 
ing Rireight-forth.through them,

Celondine-V Vater : Sy/vixs ſaith, The Pouder of Os Sepre put into 
the Eye _ off theſe Waters : Zeecbins alſo praiſes Water diftilled 
from Bread, made with Powder of Rhen, Chelidon, Betony, Fennel, 
and Honey. Guliel/mns Lozellus deſcribes a Water with which he cured 
many that were ſtark blind, made of Goats Liver, Eyebtiight, Chelidon, 
Sarcocol, Aloes, Pepper,Rheu, Roſemary, Galls of Birds of ptcy, &c. 
Where we ſee the evil more contumacious, and not yeilding to ordina- 
ry Remedies, we muſt try ronger ; as is Botixs his Remedy of Cocks 
Gall, If. Blood of a Mouſe, Ziif, with Womans Milk make it like a 
Colliry ; ot the Water of Mans Dung, or Doves Dung rather, with the 
Gall of a Hare, and of a Weaſel, with white Sugar-Candy, and Pearls, 
are very prevalent; the Rtrongeft VVaters ate made of Honey, the 
Galls of Birds of prey, of Vultures, Kites, Partridges, with Ophchalm- 
Herbs, Myrth, Pepper, &c. diftilled in a Glaſs Alimbeck ; the ſtrong. 
eſt Galls are thoſe that are venemous, as of Vipers, Mad-Dogs , Ser- 
pents, &c. But Sylvim ſaith, Alexiph, Med. are to be uſed , becauſe 
they being poyſonons may paſs by the corner of the Eye, and hole of 
the Pallate,into the Seetnach : Other ſtrong eating Medicines are made 
of Vitriol, Ruft of Braſs, and the like, either uled by way of fine Por = 
der, and ſo laid juſt upon the CataraR, or mixt and dropped in : 
But in uſing all theſe ſtrong Remedies, we muſt greatly caution their 
ufe, for they by encreaſing pain bring greater luxion, and many dim- 
fohred have thereby grown quite blind; and therefore to mittigate the 
acrimony mix them with muſcilage of Fennugreek-Sees, Flea- Seed, 
Fc. or waſh the Eye afterwards with warm V Vomans Milk; licking of 
the Eye for a long time with a Childs or Whelps Tongue, much avails, 
ſo doth a young Pigeon unfeathered cut in the middle, and applied 
warm to the Eyes : Fumes alſo and Foments of the precedent things may 
be very benehicial,

2, Others reſtore it, and make it grow again, a$ an Emplaifter of Line- 
ſeed and itsOyl, with Flower boild to a confiltence to ſpread upon Lea- 
ther all over the Head,for three dayes or more, With renewing ; Lab44- 
num boild to an Oynment in Oyl, Sheeps-Suet, and Honey- Water : 
Many more ate ſet down in the Chapter of Alopecia, which may be re- 
ferred hither, 

If the falling off of Hair be from a Scald, Oyl of Tartar, per Deliqui- 
um, to Waſh the place, uſed warm for ſeven or eight or mote dayes, is 
commended,

Filothra, or a taking away of Hairs where they grow indecently and 
P out of due order and place, is done by Medicines, having a force 
Septick, Cauſtick, or by Propriety.

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2, By Pcopriety, the Aſhes of Horſe-Leeches mixt with Vinegar;

cauſes both a falling off of the Hair, andalſo hinders the growing of ic 
a2ain ; ſo the Blood of a Bat ſo takes it away by the Roots, or poiſons 
the place that it will never more bear Hair; but whether clear from a 
Cauſtick force or no may be queſtioned ; and it may be thought to do it 
by a bad quality init ; as alſo the Aſhes of Horſe-Leeches, an Oynt- 
ment of Pigeons Dung, Gum Hedere, or Gum of the Ivy Tree, and 
Oyl, doth irmoſt innocently by a Propriety : if weaker will not avail, 
which are firſt to be tryed, we mult proceed to (tronger ; andif through

Aldneſs is a defect of Hair from old age, or a privation of it from 
1) want of 200d Humours, or an He@ick dry Rate, or fuliginous

Cauſe is in old men, and others too, from defeR of Aliment, a dry 
Diltemper of the Brain, and bairy faculty of the Skin ; therefore what- 
ever things do dry, may effec it, as Watchings, Cares, Venery, &c. 
Hence Eunuches, becauſe they are more moiſt, never are bald, nor 
ace Women commonly ſo bald as Men, becauſe not of ſo dry a Tempe- 
rature.

Medicines by a Propriety avail againſt Baldneſs, and bring again 
Hairs where they are wanting ; as Froath of the Sea is (aid, by waſhing 
of a bald Head decently and comeltly, to deck it with Hairs ; the Off- 
ſcouring of a Whetſtone mixed with Oyl,is good; the Juyce of Onions, 
anointed for many times together(in the Sun, ſay ſome) upon the bald 
place, is very effeual to bring the Hair again ; the Roots of Facinths 
are ſaid to procure Hair in Beardleſs Men; as alſo that the Aſhes of 
Southernwood, mixt With Oyl of Radiſh or Organy, will quickly cauſe 
the Beard to grow, |

CHAP. IV. 
Of Ophiaſis, 


Phiaſis, is a falling off of the Hair Obliquely, retaining a certain 
Figure, and therefore called ſo from Oph#s a Serpent, which 

it imitates in creeping, proceeding from the hinder part of the Head. 
in the latitude of not above two Fingers,creeping in two Heads to each 
Ear, ſometimes even to the Forehead, and there the two divided 
Heads ſometimes do meet, the Hair ſtill growing betwixtthem, and on 
either fide of them. Moreover Opbiaſis potleſſes altogether the Head, 
1s more familiar to Children, and diſpoſed to the Leprofie ; Ophiaſis 
alſo often ceaſes ſpontaneouſly of its own accord, all which happen 
not ſo in Alopecia, though the Cauſes differ . not ; and they ate both 6 
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bz cured after one way and Method, and by the ſame Medicines ; and 
therefore refer you to the Chapter of Alopecia,

Lica, is a folding or complication of the Hair into Tufts or Locks, 
riſen from a matter unprofitable to nouriſh the- Hairs, troubling 
Men and Horſes, and bringing along with it many Symptoms.

Cauſe is gueſſed to be an Alimentary Juyce carried to the Roots of 
the Hair, offending both in quantity and quality, to which being com-

The Hair Tufts, pains infeſt the Joints and Bones; there be con-

PROGNOSTICK, 

If the Platting be cut off, the poiſonous quality which was before d1- 
ſperlt in the Hairs creeps in again, and the forces are more opprelt ; if 
there bz no pain, 'tis more hopeful, becauſe then w2 may guels abſence 
of the Humour, and that it 18 ſpent in the Hair ; yet we have little 
hope, unleſs by foreſezing the Cauſe, the cutting off of the Tufts that 
ſoak up' the Sweativg Humour ſometime bring dangerous effeQs. 


CARRE, 


Evacuation by Bleeding and Catharticks, are uſeleſs, and are likely 
tO irritate more the Humour, the Cure is hidden ; ſome uſe Decoction 
of Barefoot ; ſome have been cured by Bathing, Which cauſed a certain 
roughneſs, after which the Hairs were cut off, and they were clearly 
delivered.

intentions (if the Hair be already ſprung up) as we faid of P/ilothra Me- 
dicines, the Blood of a Bat, and the Aſhes of Horſleeches mixt with Vi- 
negar, do both take away the Hairs by the roots, ſo as they will never 
grow more in that part : thoſe do it rather by a ſceptick quality, or poi- 
{onous iniinical force. 

But Medicines that onely hinder the regeneration of ſuperfluous Hairs, 
do it by a-cold and dry -force, becauſe they thicken the skin, and repel 
Nouriſhment, as is an Oyntment of Ceruſe and Henbane : Or this, re- 
cited by- Primroſe, Re of the Blood. of Frogs, Sumach, Terra Sigillata,

3, Chirones, which never break forth of the Skin, but alwayes lie hid 
within the Skin and Fleſh, and there Corrode ; chiefly they;are in the 
Hands, and through negligence breed there,ggre cauſed of a more dry 
Hamour then Lice, that penetrates and breatiſes not forth through the 
Pores of the Skin : ſome Women uſe to pull theſe Chiroxes out of the 
Fleſh with a Needle, but the Cauſe not being taken away, they retarn 
224in, Scupifying things that hinder the ſenſe, and dull their biting, are 
go0d, as is Juyce of .Henbane ; bit Jeſt that ſhould bring trembling to

ly kilted and mixed into ah Oyntment with Greaſe, Oylof Bayes and 
Sope:for all Remedies failing, this ſometimes alone will deſtroy all kinds 
of Lice, Morpions, Chyrones, Nits, and Fleas that ſuck the Body for 
nouriſhment, but 'cis not ſo ſafe as others, ſpecially for the Head, to

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be anointed on the Sutures or Ulcers, for therefrom come dangerous 
effects oftentimes, ſpecially to Children. 

Some have found theſe Chirones in the Membranes of the Eyes; or 
Adxata, which are very aptly with a fine Needle to be picked our, and 
the Eye waſhed with healing Eye-Waters, and that caſe the pain and 
itching cauſed by.them. 

4+ Nits, called Leades by the Latins, there is a near familiarity 
*rwixt them and Lice ; for Heads that are very louhie, are alſo very full 
of Nits, they are leaſt of all the kinds, Ricking very faſt to the Hair, 
and are confined to the Head, or very ſeldom elſewhere z yet ſome- 
times-are found undex-the Skin, and then they cauſe much itch and

The Cauſe is held by ſome to be a pitvitous viſcous matter, by others 
a mixtion of thick Flegarand Melancholy , by others a-flegmatick or 
melancholy Humour hardened : Plater faith, *Tir an Earthy Tuyce har- 
dened ; Riolanus ſaith, A-portion of the fat being hardened in ſeme places, 
makg a Scirrhous T umonr, and ſometime Strumons : Sennertus (aith, They 
are made of ſlow and thick matter, vnlgarly termgd Flegw, to which Melan- 
choly is adjoyned ; and if otherwiſe they were '#.; from other Humours, 
they would not be ſo durable, but would rot, Theſe Humours are carried 
with the proper Juyce deſtinated for the Nouriſhment of the Glandules, 
which is:thought by quantity to offend, ag well as quality ; whenas the 
Glanddles have more then ſufficient, the reſt becomes excrementitious, 
and acquires a peculiar nature, In quality that matter may offend, as

SIGNS DIAGNOSTICKS.

CK RE. 

Cure is double ; firſt for the Tumour, ſecondly for the Ulcer : for 
the Tumaur alſo Cure is twofold, 1, Preſervative,. 2. Curative. 

Preſervation is made by keeping of. the Feet warm , ; by wearing of 
Socks wet in Aqua-Vite, Foments of Salt Water, Decoction of Tur- 
neps, Brine, Allom, Litharge, Oyl of Myrtles, &c. 

Cure is done by putting into cold Water the diſeaſed Member, which 
drives away cold, even as we do to Apples and Eggs congealed ; and ſo 
the cold being drawn forth, which is manifeſted from abatement of the 
prticking pain, we muſt fotnent the part With Bay-berties and Roſema- 
ry boiled in Milk, 

Specifical, are DecoRion of Turneps that are frozen, or the Liquor 
of then, and Bay Salt baked fult in an Oven, Tobacco-Leaves applied, 
Oyl of Wax, a Bath of Brine moſt hot for friction and bathing of the ki- 
bed Part ; an Emplaiſtet of Galbanum, Neats Suet, and Gum Tragacaxth, 
the Juyce of Beets, of Water-Pennyroyal, of Yenus Navil, Lentils, 
Orobus, Roots of Burdocks, Aſhes of the Wood of the Figtree, with 
Greaſe, Oyl of Roſes baked in an hollow Turnep, and a Cataplaſm 
made thereof ; - a Liniment of Sulphur V:oum, and Oyl of Garlick, the 
Feet or Hands held over for long time, and as hot as may be ; .to en- 
dure the fume or ſmoak of Henbane half dry, and burnt, doth admirably 
cure bloody falls, and the falling down of ſuch humourous Blood into. 
thoſe parts ; Typha, or Cats-Tail alſo applied, greatly helps, and Toad- 
tools : If the Humours will not be diſcuſt, but ulcecate, after Mundifh- 
Catives, uſe Oyl of Roſes bakedin a Radiſh, Oyl of Tobacco, an Oynt- 
ment of Cats-Tail, Gum Tragacanth and Oyl of Eggs; ſome are cured 
by holding their Feet over coals, as hot as they can endure, for ſeveral 
times, and then they come not to maturation. When the part becomes 
in a manner mortified, we mult ule {uch Medicines as are prevalent in 
Gangrenes,

»ns (aith,'tis Panaritium Arabum that affects theTendons and Nerves at 
tie fing:rs end ; and that Parenzchiaof the Greeks is a light AﬀeR, viz. 
onely a fiſſure to the root of the Nail ; the Latins call it Reduvis, the 
vulgar Engliſh have many Names for it, as an Andicome, Felloxe, Whit- 
low, ot Nail-Wheal, " | | 
C AUSE, 

Cauſe is aduſt Blood and Melancholy, very hot, and participating of 
a malign quality, ſent thicher by Nature, and affliting the Nerves and 
Tendons. 

SIGNS DIAGNOSTICK, 

They are known by ſight ; there is great pain from the nervous parts 
being affe&ed, thatit ſometimes extends it ſelf throughout the whole 
Arm, and makes the AﬀeR:d very impatient ; there is inflimation, and 


ſometimes a Feaver, 
PROGNOSTICKS. 
From greatneſs of pain there is ſometimes made ſo great Symptoms 
and diſquierings of Nature, that death hath enſued to ſome, 
[r ſometimes comes to Suppuration, and breaks ; ſometimes the mat- 
rer bzing kept within, corrupterh and rotteth boch Bones, Ligaments, 
and Membranes ; and then isthis be already done, we muſt uſe cucting,

Cure is to begin from evacuation of hurtful Humours, which is done 
| by Pnlebotomy, and Catharticks, | 
2, We muſt reſpe& the Symptom, and lenify the fierceneſs of pain, 
for which a Cataplaſm of the Lzaves of Mandrakes and Henbane boiled 
and mixed with Hogs-Greaſe, | 
3. Suppuraters are to be infifted upon, to bring it to maturation ag 
ſoon as may be; Repellers are to be ſhunned, left pain ſhould be exaſpe- 
rated theretrom, aud the Humours impaRted in the part. 


Oleum 
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Oleum Saturni is helpful, and Bay-Salt with Yolks of Eggs applied, 
Whiclow-Graſs, and Roots of Briony ; of which may Oyls, Oyntments 
and Emplaiſters be made, or Ear-Wax, with the Skin of an Eel. 
If theſe avail not, nor will it yet break, it muſt be opened with a Pen- 
knife, and all the matter throughly purged out ; then the Ulcer muſt be 
cleanſed, and healed with fir Topicals, 2 


CHAP. VIII,

'Tis diſcerned beſt by fight ; it happens commonly from a blow upon 

the tender fleſh, betwixt the Eye and Noſe.

If the Aﬀ:& be great, left Inflamation ſhould be Rirred up, we muRt 
tec Blogd, | 

2, Uſe Repellers mixt with Diſcutents, 

3. Digetters, the Root of Solomon's Seal, Leaves of Argemone, Scur- 
Ve albliach Briony, hot Arſmart, freſh Flower-de-luce-roots; Avens, 
Daytie-roots, Seeds of Ammy, or Biſhops-Weed, Sopzwort, Aſhes of 
Bean Stcalks, Rlinking Gladon, &c. are moſt excellent to take away the 
black and blew Marks made from eruption of Blood or Humours, whe- 
thet by Bruiſes or otherwiſe. 

; If it be greater, and Digeſters profit not, we mult uſe Medicines ten- 
ding.to maturate, and Cupping-Glaſles are ſometimes uſeful ; and open 
it, left the matter corrupt the part, or a Fiſt#/a or holtow Ulcer be made. 

If a Gangrene be ſuſpeRed,' the part is to be ſcarrified, . and waſbed.. 
with hot Vinegar,
